!  When  the  pope  had  seated  himself  on 

1  the  throne  all  those  present,  one  by 
one,  paid  him  homage,  after  whicn  the 
matter  of  ceremonies  called  up  all  but 
those  authorized  to  take  part  in  the 
consistory  to  leave  the  hall,  which 
was  done.  When  the  doors  had  been 
closed  and  a  guard  had  been  stationed 
before  them,  outside,  Pope  Pius,  in  a 
harmonious  voice.  Intoned  a  prayer. 
Cardinal  cJreglia,  dean  of  the  sacred 
college,  then  stood  up  and  in  a  few 
words  thanked  the  pontiff  for  iiaving 
put  aside  his  private  preferences  and 
accepted  the  burden  of  the  church. 
The  pope  replied  in  an  allcxtution, 
which  received  universal  approbation. 

Then  the  real  business  of  the  day 
was  proceeded  with,  the  appointment 
of  the  two  cardinals,  Mgr.  Merry  del 
Val,  the  papal  secretary  of  state,  and 
Mgr.  Callegarl,  archbishop  of  Padua, 
being  anonunced  b.v  the  pope,  who  said 
in  Latin:  "What  have  you  to  say.'" 
In  response  the  cardinals  raised  then- 
caps  as  a  sign  of  affirmation  on  their 
part. 

This  was  all,  :o  every  doub:  was  laid 
at  rest  for  the  present  regarding  the 
appointment  of  another  American  car- 
dinal. 

The  confirmation  of  the  appointment 
of  the  Hev.  J.  .1.  Harty  as  archbishop 
of  Manila,  and  of  the  Rev.  Pedro  Gon- 
zales y  Estrada  as  bishop  of  Havana, 
and  the  lit.  Rev.  Maximilian  Raynoso 
del  Coral  as  titular  bishop  of  Noces- 
area.  followed. 

The  pope  then  arose  and  bestowed 
the  apostolic  blessing,  after  which  he 
returned  to  his  apartments.

To  Be  Made  By  Colom- 
bia For  Support  of 
Germany. 

Would  Cede    Land    For 
.  Sake  of  Emperor's 
Protection. 


Twenty- third  Annual  Con- 
vention Begins   at 
Faneuil  Hall. 


Boston,  Nov.  9. — With  an  a.^sembly  of 
delegates,  numbering  nearly  500,  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor '  today 
opened  in  Faneuil  hall  its  twenty- 
third  annual  convention.  Although 
the  subjects  to  be  taken  up  at  the  con- 
vention had  not  ben  announced,  labor 
leaders  say  that  the  meetings  are  ex- 
pected to  prove  among  the  most  im- 
portant for  the  consideration  of  prob- 
lems arising  out  of  the  relation  of  cap- 
ital and  labor  ever  held  in  the  United 
States. 

Nearly  all  the  delegates,  including 
President  Samuel  Gompers  and  John 
MlUhell,  the  president  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers,  have  arrived.  The  pro- 
grom  for  today's  sittings  include  the 
usual    formal   welcoming   of   delegates, 


New  York,  Nov.  9.— Arthur  Britgard, 
consul  general  for  Colombia  in  this  city, 
said  today  that  he  heard   that   it  had 
been    proposed    to    his    government    to 
appeal  to  Germany  for  protection  in  re- 
gard   to    Panama,    offering    in    return 
certain  territorial  concessions.  He  sa^d:

The   Walk- Out  Will  Be 

More  Extended  Than 

Anticipated. 


Denver,  Nov.  9.— Information  received 
from  the  coal  fleld.s  today  indicates  that 
the  strike  of  the  coal  miners  will  be  more 
extended  than  anticipated.  It  Is  reported 
that  the  order  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  miners,  declaring  a  strike  in  Dis- 
trict 15  for  today,  has  been  obeyed  in 
Colorado  almost  to  the  man.  At  certain 
mines,  where  it  was  confidently  believed 
a  sufficient  number  of  men  could  bo  re- 
tained to  operate  them,  it  appears  that 
not  enough  men  reported  today  to  make  a 
showing.  In  the  northern  fields,  where 
the  men  decided  to  strike  upon  their  own 
referendum  vote  because  they  have  not 
been  granted  a  nine-hour  day.  the  walk- 
out is  complete.  It  Is  said  that  several 
of  the  independent  mines  will  make  ef- 
forts to  continue  in  operation  but,  it  is 
understood,    with   little   hope  of  succe.ss.

IT  IS  FEARED  IN  GERMANY 

THAT  EMPEROR  HAS  CANCER 


Although  Operated  on  For  Polypus,  the  Fact  That 
""  His  Father  and  Mother  and  Grandmother  Died  of 
Cancer  Is  Causing  Much  Concern. 


Berlin,  Nov.  9.— A  bulletin  concerning 
the  condition  of  Emperor  William,  who 
was  operated  upon  Saturday,  for  the  re- 
moval of  a  polypus  from  the  larynx, 
was  Istsued  this  inorr.ing  at  the  palace 
Potsdam.     It  is  a^^  follows: 

"Inflammation,  which  naturally  fol- 
lows as  a  reaction  from  the  operation, 
already  is  diminishing.  We  can  there- 
fore be  satisfied  with  the  appearance  of 
the  left  vocal  chord.  Nevertheless  the 
healing  of  the  little  wound  probably 
-will  require  another  week.  The  emper- 
or's general  condition  is  good.  His 
temperature  and  pulse  are  normal." 

The  court  circular  states  that  the 
emperor  this  morning  personally  heaid 
the  report  of  Herr  Von  Lucanus,  chief 

of  the  civil  cabinet. 

Profes:;or  Bernhard  Fraenkel.  the 
eminent  throat  specialist  of  Berlin  uni- 
veri-lty.  in  an  Interview  today  with  the 
correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press, 
said:  "The  public  concern  about  the 
emperor's  condition  is  unwarranted. 
The  facts  are  absolutely  as  stated  in 
this  morning's  bulletin.  The  peoplo 
are  only  agitated  because  they  remem- 
ber that  the  first  reports  about  Em- 
peror Frederick  did  not  disrclose  his 
true  malady,  but  this  time  the  bulletin 
is  correct.  You  can  reassure  America." 
Vrof.  Johanns  Orth,  the  famous  cancer 
specialist,  who  succeeded  the  late  Prof. 
Virchow  in  the  chair  of  pathological 
anatomy  at  the  university  of  Berlin, 
said:  "I  authorize  you  to  declare  as 
explicitlv  as  possible  that  not  the  slight- 


est suspicion  of  any  dangerous  forma- 
tion exists.  It  is  a  matter  explained  m 
any  ordinary  laiyngologtical  book. 
With  persons  who,  like  the  emperor  are 
compelled  by  their  professional  dutiCo 
to  speak  often  in  public  there  are  often 
formations  on  vocal  chords  which  we 
call  polypus.  They  are,  of  course,  a 
hindrance  to  the  voice  and  are  accord- 
ingly these  excrescences  were  removed. 
As  for  the  rest  I  am  unacciuainted  with 
the  clinical  side  of  the  case,  but  I  re.^t 
I  am  warranted  in  saying  that  the  em- 
peror in  eight  days  will  again  have  full 
possession  of  his  vocal  powers." 


New  York,  Nov.  9. — Information  con- 
tained in  private  dispatches  received 
here  shows  that  the  oi>eration  on  Em- 
peror William  is  similar  to  the  first  one 
performed  on  his  father  and  conse- 
quently causes  concern  to  his  household. 
The  official  statem.ent  Issued  by  the 
surgeons  fail  to  reassure  because  It  is 
well  understood  that  for  reasons  of 
state  the  emperor  would  be  given  the 
benefit  of  any  doubt  as  to  the  true 
character  of  his  CQ-se. 

It  is  recalled  that  the  surgeons  at 
that  time  made  nothing  of  the  first 
operation  on  Emperor  Frederick.  There 
is  an  anxiety  because  both  Emperor 
William's  father  and  mother  died  of 
cancer  and  his  grandmother,  Augusta, 
also  was  so  afflicted.  The  emperor's 
aunt,  the  grand  duchess  of  Baden,  as  Is 
well  known  in  Germany,  is  suffering 
from  the  same  malady.  It  will  take 
months  to  decide  whether  the  fears  now 
entertained  are  unfounded.  At  present 
the  whole  weight  of  scientific  autliority 
which  is  in  attendance  upon  the  em- 
peror affirms  that  he  has  not  cancer.

Th*- 
new  members  of  the  house  recei\ed 
their  initiation  to  doorkeepers  and 
house  employes,  and  many  were  turned 
back  for  identification  because  of  their 
slight  hesitation  on  presenting  them- 
selves for  admission.  Such  incidents 
contributed  to  the  general  lively  ani- 
mation and  good  humor  of  the  occa- 
sion.

Identical  with 
that  on  a  silver  quarter  of  a  dollar.  The 
shield  was  surmounted  with  a  gorgeous 
cluster  of  American  beauty  roses.  Thd 
ofiering  bore  thf»  inscriptior, :  Senator 
Mark  Ilanna,  from  his  friends,  "the 
rish  Democrats  of  Cleveland."  Fully 
a  score  of  smaller  tributes  were  banked 
around  Senator  Hanna's  desk. 

Senator  Gorman's  triumph  in  the 
Maryland  election  was  recognized  by 
the  iarge-^t  floral  piece,  a  hand.some 
Avreath,  more  than  two  feet  in  dia- 
meter, with  a  crossed  cluster  of  rosea, 
carnations  and  other  fiowers  at  lh» 
base. 

There  was  hardly  a  desk  that  did  not 
carry  one  or  more  huge  bunches  of 
flowers.  The  fact  that  most  of  the  new 
senators  received  their  congratulatory 
offerings  at  the  spring  session  of  the 
renate  reduced  the  number  of  floral 
pieces  but  seldom  has  there  been  seen 
in   the  senate  a  collection  so  gorgeous. 

Senator  Frye  was  the  first  to  arrivo 
In  the  chamber,  and  he  amused  himself 
by  visiting  the  desks,  admiring  tha 
flowers  and  reading  the  inscriptions.

data  relative  to  the  lands  ro  be  throw  .1 
on  ihf  market.  Although  every  means 
possible  has  been  taken  to  inform  the 


abs()lutely  misleading,  and  the  people 
of  Cass  Lake  have  done  all  in  their 
power  to  lay  the  exact  character  of 
the  lands  before  the  public. 

One  of  the  ludicrou.s  phases  of  the 
offering  of  the  land  is  the  fact  that  a 
certain  traet  of  the  land  described  In 
the  eircular  jiublished  by  the  general 
land  oftlie  Is  located  in  Red  lake,  three 
miles  from  the  shore.

Washington,  Nov.  3.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  announcement  that  the 
Hawaiian  sugar  crop  of  1903  is  420  thou- 
sands tons,  or  840  million  pounds,  lends 
special  interest  to  some  figures  recently 
presented  by  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor,  through  its  bureau  of 
statistics,  covering  the  growth  of  sugar 
production  in  Hawaii  under  the  close 
commercial  relations  with  the  United 
States  established  by  the  reciprocity 
treaty  in  1H76,  and  further  developed 
by  annexation  in  lays.  These  figures 
show  that  thj  sugar  production  of  Ha- 
waii in  ly03  was  practically  thirty-five 
times  as  great  as  that  of  the  period 
immediately  preceding  the  reciprocity 
trtaaiy.  Prior  to  the  establishment  ol 
the  reciprocity  treatv  of  1876  the  sugar 
production  of  Hawaii  averaged  about 
25  million  pounds  per  annum.  Wlth.i. 
two  years  following  the  reciprocity 
treaty  the  produ.-tion  had  doubled;  by 
another  two  years  it  had  quadruplet^ 
By  the  t>nd  oC  th«/  first  decade  under 
reciprocity  it  was  nearly  ten  tin),e.> 
as  great,  and  the /^  growth  durmg  the 
entire  period  has  continued  at  a  very 
rapid  rate.  The  rapidity  of  the  growth 
j  in  sugar  prodiu  tion  in  Hawaii  during 
I  the  period  under  consideration  is  shown 
by  the  following  figures  of  production 
1  at  decennial  periods:

Meeting  of  Tlieatri- 

cal  People. 

New  York,  Nov.  9.— Nearly  2000  the- 
atrical managers,  playwrights  and  ac- 
tors have  attended  a  meetii'ig  here  to 
discuss  the  subject  of  an  endows  the- 
ater. Addresses  were  made  by  many 
persons    prominent    itt    the    profession. 

It  was  the  first  big  public  demonstra- 
tion held  by  the  National  Art  Theater 
.society,  whi.-h  was  formed  list  spring. 

Chairman  J.  1.  Clark  announced  tnat 
he  had  pracliially  secured  the  promise 
of  <  ertain  wealthy  men  to  endow  tne 
theater,  and  that  the  4)lans  are  pro- 
gressing   rapidly    toward   completion. 

"We  have  plenty  of  theaters  as  a 
commercial  enterprise,  but  none  devot- 
ed to  art."  he  said.  "We  have  theater.>» 
opening  every  night,  but  it  is  not  our 
domain  to  enter  into  competition  with 
business — what  wo  want  is  such  the- 
aters as  have  the  French,  the  Italians 
and  the  Germans.  We  hope  thus  to  do 
many  things,  one  of  \\  hlch  is  td  en- 
courage the  American  dramatist,  who 
is  in  a  peculiar  position.  The  manager 
usually  turns  t«>  him  for  jdays  only 
after  he  has  scoured  Europe.

Fatal  Accident  In  Woods  Near 
Two  Harbors. 

Two  Harbors,  Minn.,  Noy.  9.— Carl  Axel- 
son,  aged  10.  of  this  city,  was  shot  and 
instantly  killed  by  a  boy  companion, 
while    hunting    rabbits    about    two    miles 

west  of  Two  Harbors  Saturday.  Axel 
Peterson.  18  years  old,  whose  gun  fired 
the  fatal  shot,  is  in  jail  awaiting  the 
verdict  of  the  coroner's  Jury,  whicn  will 
sit  today. 

Axelson  and  Peterson  went  about  two 
miles  west  of  the  city  lo  hunt  rabbits. 
While  in  the  woods  they  wore  Joined 
by  anolhtr  boy.  named  Eugene  Gratton. 
who  was  setting  snares.  Tho  three  boys 
struck  off  through  the  woods.  Axelson 
leading  and  Peterson  and  Gratton  want- 
ing side  by  bide.  They  had  gone  but  a 
short  distance  when  Peterson  made  an 
effort  to  extricate  a  shell  from  his  38 
calibre  rifle.  The  shell  exploded,  and 
the  bullet  striking  Axel.son  in  the  right 
shoulder,  pjLssed  clear  through  his  body, 
penetrating  Ihe  upper  region  of  the  heart, 
and   killing   him   instantly.

B.  Thevdt,  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Seland  was  sent  to  this  country 
by  his  government  to  gain  information 
of  its  educational  and  social  customs. 
He  Is  a  member  of  parliament  in  his 
own  country,  and  has  acquired  fame 
by  reason  of  some  thirteen  books  al- 
ready published  of  vvhicn  he  is  author. 
On  his  return  to  the  old  country  Mr. 
Seland  will  write  another  book  about 
the  American  people  as  he  has  found 
them. 

Mr.  Seland'a  entertainment  yesterday 
consisted  of  story-telling  and  anecdote?*, 
his  audience  being  kept  in  constant 
humor.  His  stories  and  imper- 
sonations depicted  domestic  life  among 
the  people  of  his  own  countiy.

Among  the  new  ordinances  to  be  considered  by  the 
city  council  this  evening  is  one  introduced  by  President 
Haven  which  seeks  to  prevent  the  numerous  fatalities  on 
the  Fourth  of  July,  occasioned  by  the  toy  pistol  and  the 
dangerous  blank  cartridge.  As  drawn  at  present,  the 
ordinance  applies  only  to  the  seller  of  these  dangerous 
weapons,  but  it  is  said  that  some  of  the  aldermen  think 
that  there  should  be  provision  for  punishing  the  user 
also,  and  there  is  considerable  merit  in  this  contention. 
Such  a  provision  would  make  the  ordinance  still  more 
•tringent  and  add  to  its  effectiveness.  But,  even  of  it  be 
deemed  inadvisable  to  add  such  a  provision,  the  ordin- 
ence  should  be  passed  by  the  council.  The  statistics 
gathered  in  regard  to  the  fatalities  on  the  last  Fourth 
show  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  deaths  were  due  to 
lockjaw,  the  result  of  blank-cartridge  wounds  produced 
by  toy  pistols.  It  seems  impossible  to  put  a  stop  to  this 
sacrifice  of  young  lives  except  by  absolutely  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  toy  pistols  and  cannon  crackers  and  other 
dangerous  ex])losives,  and  as  a  long  step  forward  in  that

Another  excellent  ordinance  is  offered  by  Alderman 
Krumsieg.  It  prohibits  the  keeping  of  more  than  three 
cows  for  dairy  purposes  within  200  feet  of  any  occupied 
dwelling  without  the  written  consent  of  all  the  residents 
within  200  feet  of  the  dairy.  This  is  designed  to  get  rid 
of  objectionable  dairies  in  the  thickly  settled  portions  of 
the  city  and  also  prevent  their  starting  in  neighbor- 
hoods where  they  are  regarded  as  objectionable.

CUBAN   RECIPROCITY. 

The  Cuban  treaty  which  is  to  come  up  for  ratification 
at  the  extra  session  of  congress,  which  began  today,  will 
give  Cuba  an  advantage  at  the  start,  in  the  matter  of 
reduction,  as  she  sells  three  times  as  much  stuff  as  she 
buys  from  the  United  States.  The  total  trade  between 
the  two  countries  last  year  amounted  to  $84,704,000,  of 
which  $62,942,000  was  made  up  of  imports  from  Cuba. 
The  treaty  which  comes  up  for  ratification  provides  that 
all  Cuba's  exports  may  enter  the  United  States  at  a  re- 
duction of  20  per  cent  from  the  present  rates  of  dutj'. 
The  United  States  exporters  are  to  enjoy  the  same  per- 
centage of  reduction  on  goods  going  into  Cuba,  with  re- 
duction of  25.  30  and  40  per  cent  on  certain  clases  of 
articles.  The  larger  discounts  are  on  machinery  of  var- 
ious kinds,  manufactures  of  steel,  whiskies  and  brandies, 
manufactures  of  cotton  and  knitted  goods  and  a  number 
of  other  articles.  The  president  of  the  United  States  is 
authorized  as  soon  as  cong.ress  takes  the  necesary  action, 
to  make  them  operative.  Two-thirds  of  the  materials 
which  Cuba  sold  to  us  last  year  consisted  of  sugar. 
Out  of  the  $62,000,000  worth  of  supplies  which  we  import- 
ed from  the  island  $42,600,000  was  made  up  of  sugar. 
There  is  a  large  demand  here  for  both  Cuban  sugar  and 
tobacco,  and  past  experiences  prove  that  the  element  of 
cost  is  not  always  the  determining  factor  in  the  amount 
imported.  Yet  the  effect  of  the  changes  in  United  States 
tariffs  upon  the  exports  from  Cuba  to  this  country  has 
been  at  times  quite  marked. 

During  the  years  of  the  operation  of  the  reciprocity 
agreement,  in  1892.  1893  and  TS94,  the  exports  of  Cuba  to 
this  country  went  up  $20,000,000  and  $25,000,000  higher 
than  they  had  been  in  the  years  immediately  preceding 
that  period.  In  1895  they  dropped  back  again  to  $23,000,- 
000.  These  variations  were  undoubtedly  due  to  the  in- 
fluence of  the  discontinuance  and  rcimposition  of  United 
States  tariff  duties  on  Cuban  sugar,  molasses  and  some 
other  articles.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  practically  the 
entire  Cuban  sugar  crop  last  year  was  sold  in  the  United 
States  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  Cuban  imports  to  this 
country  are  to  greatly  increase,  unless  the  sugar  crop 
should  be  larger.

A  short  and  spirited  selling  moven^tnt 
in  the  l.'niled  States  Steel  stocks  forced 
the  common  down  lo  nearly  a  parity  with 
last  weeks  level,  while  preferred  yielded

out  with  the  Western  stoi  ks  showing  but 
little  resistance.  Simultaneous  bidoing 
for  the  local  traction  stocks  strenglheneu 
the  market  and  the  standard  slocks  re- 
covered to  aSturdays  closing  prices  or 
above.

USING  WILD  BOATS 


Steel  Corporation  Doing:  Most 
of  Shipping:  In  Them. 

For  the  first  time  In  the  history  of  ore 
.shipping  from  the  head  of  the  lakes. 
the  Steel  corporation  is  sending  most  of 
its  ore  to  lower  lake  poru  lu  cliariered 
bottoms,  wliile  many  boats  of  tlie  PitLs- 
burg  Steamship  company's  fleet  are  laid 
up  for  the  season. 

The  cau.se  of  this  state  of  affairs  Ls  that 
during  the  early  part  of  the  season  the 
Steel  corporation  chartered  many  ves- 
sels of  independent  companies  and  the 
contracts  for  the  season  stated  tliat  each 
boat  .should  he  furnished  with  a  certain 
amount  of  ore  cargoes. 

Many  of  these  boats  have  been  sailing 
continually,  liut  have  not  taken  the 
amount  of  ore  guaranteed  and  the  Steel 
corporation  must  give  them  the  ore  to 
carry  or  pay  tne  difference  in  the  freight 
tonnage. 

It  is  thought.  Iiowever  that  ail  of  the 
boats  ehartered  will  l>?  given  as  much 
or«  as  they  can  handle  Vjefore  the  sea- 
-son  closes,  so  that  practically  no  loss  will 
occur  on  acount  of  the  charters. 


"It  is  impossible  to  form  any  esti- 
mate of  the  number  of  people  who  will 
be  present  tomorrow  morning  at  the 
opening  of  the  land  ofllce,  to  file  upon 
the  new  lands,"  said  Receiver  Smith  of 
the  local  land  ofllce  this  afternoon.

lands,  and  judging  from  this  fact  the 
number  of  applicants  would  be  very 
large. 

"But  there  is  no  good  basis  upon 
which  to  form  any  estimate.  We  may 
have  100  applicants  here  tomorrow 
morning,  and  we  may  not  have  10." 

The  .squatters  are  going  onto  the  lands 
in  large  numbers,  and  this  fact  will 
tend  to  lessen  the  crowd  at  the  land 
ofHce  tomorrow  morning,  as  squatters 
on  the  land  have  prior  right,  and  can 
bring  a  contest  on  any  claim  filed  on 
their  land  after  they  have  made  a  settle- 
ment. 

The  land  will  be  thrown  open  to 
settlement  at  9  o"clock  tomorrow  morn- 
ing. If  any  settlers  attempt  to  prove 
settlement  on  the  land  prior  to  that 
they  can  be  ajudged  trespassers,  as  the 
lands  belong  to  the  Indians  until  .* 
o'clock.  There  are  undoubtedly  a  large 
number  of  settlers  already  on  the  land.- 
but  they  wil  make  no  attempt  to  prove 
settlement  on  the  land  prior  to  the  hour 
of  opening. 

The  total  amount  of  land  to  be  thrown 
open  to  settlement  is  76S.887.02  acres. 
(Jt  this  amount  19:^,823.03  acres  are  In  the 
Cass  Lake  district,  447.656.63  acres  in  the 
Crookston  district  and  128.402.36  acres 
in   the  Duluth  district. 

The  rush  will  be  far  greater  at 
Crookston  than  at  either  of  the  other 
ofllices.  In  the  Crookston  district  there 
is  more  land  than  in  the  other  two 
offices  combined,  and  it  is  claimed  to  be 
of  a  higher  grade. 

Of  the  total  amount  of  land,  about 
S5.000  acres  is  said  to  be  first-class 
farming  land. 

The  remainder  of  the  land  is  said  to 
be  very  swampy  in  Its  character,  and 
unfit  for  agricultural  purposes  until  it 
has  been  drained.

The  majority  of  them  will  take  their 
chances  as  Bquatters.  as  it  is  generally 
admitted  that  the  man  who  can  prove 
actual  settlement  on  the  land  at  9 
o'clock  on  Tuesday  morning  will  stand 
a  better  chance  for  cvljtaining  his  patent 
than  the  one  who  has  filed  his  appli- 
cation at  the  land  office  at  exactly  the 
same   hour.

Middleiown,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  9.— Reclining 
on  a  bed  la  his  room  at  Inierpmes,  a 
sanitarium  at  Goshen,  Dr.  He'nry  H. 
Cate,  of  Lakewood,  N.  J.,  told  the 
story  of  the  occurrence  which  caused 
his  loss  of  memory. 

"1  was  sitting  in  my  chair  reading 
a  work  on  materia  njedica.  "  said  Dr. 
Cate,  "when  I  turned  partly  around  to 
reai^h  for  some  medicine  and  sought  to 
turn  as  though  in  a  revolving  chair.  At 
that  instant  the  thought  of  a  revolving 
chair  which  I  once  had  in  my  ofllce 
Hashed  upon  my  mind.  Then  the 
whole  interior  of  the  office  came  to  me, 
and  I  saw  the  doors,  windows,  books, 
desk,  pictures  and  everything  the 
same  as  the  last  day  I  looked  upon 
them,  months  ago. 

Following  these  thoughts  there  was 
a  gradual  unfolding  of  my  mental 
vision.  I  called  to  mind  my  in.stitu- 
tion  at  Lakewood,  my  patients,  friends 
and  soorea  of  the  transactions  of  those 
past  days.  Realizing  something  of 
what  this  new  revelation  meant  to  me, 
I  arose  and  sent  to  my  relatives  and 
friend.s  dispatches  announcing  the  gald 
news  that  they  might  rejoice  with  me. 

"«.Mi  the  day  of  the  night  upon  which 
my  misfortune  occurred'  I  was  prepar- 
ing to  go  to  New  York  to  make  some 
professional  calls  and  pay  some  bills. 
My  l-.ousekeeper  packed*  my  bag  and  1 
departed,  going  directily  to  t'ne  Hotel 
Albert,  corner  University  place  and 
Eleventh  street.  When  I  reached  the 
city.  1  went  out  from  tt^ere  to  make  a 
professional  call,  on  Fifty-seventh 
street.  1  walked  much  of  tl>e  way,  and 
then  on  my  way  ba^-k  stopjied  at  the 
Grand  Central  station,  where  I  talked 
with  the  man  In  char^  of  the  cigar 
counter.  .\t  9:50  o'clock  In  the  evening 
I  set  my  watch  by  the  clock  in  the 
waiting  room.  Then  I  went  out  and 
watched  the  subway  work,  walked  up 
Forty-second  street,  over  Hurray  Hill 
through  Park  avenue.  intending  to 
walk  down  town.  1  finally  decided  to 
go  to  Lexington  avenue,  board  a  car 
and  ride  down.  I  walked  down  to 
Thirty-ninth  street  and  started  to  walk 
through  Thirty-ninth  street  from  Park 
avenue  to  Lexington  avenue. 

■When  half  way  through  the  block  I 
came  to  a  building  which  was  being 
either  repaired  or  torn  down.  Tiieie 
wa-«j  a  contractor's  building  at  the  end 
of  a  platform  which  I  started  to  go 
up.  <  >n  my  way  past  the  building  I 
heard  someone  whisper,  "Quick."  The 
next  second  I  saw  a  thousand  stars 
and  seemed  to  be  falling  a  great  dis- 
tance. 

"1  remember  no  more  of  what  oc- 
curred, whom  I  saw  or"  where  I  went 
until  1  became  partly  conacioiis  in  Kaix- 
sas  City,  Mo.  I  had  then  not  the 
slightest  idea  of  who  I  was  nor  where 
1  came  from,  but  I  realized  enough  to 
know  that  I  needed  to  be  set  right.  I 
also  realized  that  New  York  city  was 
a  great  center  of  civilization,  and  de- 
termined to  reach  there  if  possible. 
When  1  left  Kansas  City,  or  how  I 
left  I  have  no  idea,  but  I  came  to 
again  one  day  in  an  Indiana  town, 
having  traveled  I  knew  not  how  many 
miles.  I  was  homesick,  loesome,  dis- 
couraged and  longed  for  soine  one  to 
set  me  right  or  be  my  friend. 

•  Later  on  I  reached  Poughkeepsle. 
still  unaware  of  my  real  Identity.  I 
was  taken  In  by  the  police,  and  one 
ciay.  while  I  was  there,  an  unidentified 
wanderer,  the  police  were  In  receipt  of 
forty  iuMUlries  from  persons  who  had 
lost  friends  or  relative*.  One  man 
who  insisted  on  seeing  me  urged  his 
case,  declaring  that  he  knew  I  must  be 
his  uncle,  who  had  been  missing  for  the 
last  ten  years.  I  knew  that  I  was  not 
the  man's  uncle,  although  I  know  not 
who  I  j\a3.  Finally  I  reached  here, 
au'l  now  the  light  has  dawned,  for 
which  no  one  can  realise  the  depth  at 
my   gratitude. 

"Wht-ii  I  left  Lakewoc»d  I  took  with 
me  the  sum  of  $3410.  intending  to  pay 
a  couple  of  notes.  The  money  was  put 
in  two  envelopes  and  piifned  in  my 
inside  coat  pocket.  No  cjne  but  my 
housekeeper  knew  that  J  had  the 
money  with  me.  .She  saw  me  take  the 
larger  envelope,  contairiing  $2000,  and 
put  it  in  my  pocket.  I  f^lso  had  a  large 
gold  watch  and  chain  which  belonged 
to  my  deceased  father.  His  name  was 
engraved  on  the  back  of  the  case.  It 
was  the  watch  I  set  by  the  clock  at  the 
Grand  Central  station.  When  I  cam? 
to  m  Kansas  City  I  had  only  four  $50 
bills  pinned  in  my  pocket.  My  watch 
had  vanished,  as  had  also  my  glasses 
and  several  other  articlea*  I  am  deep- 
ly grateful  to  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
to  which  1  belong,  for  what  it  has  done 
for  me.  Great  kindness  has  been  be- 
stowed upon  me  during  these  dark 
days,  and  as  I  was  told  that  the  Ma- 
sons were  doing  it,  I  commenced  to 
wonder  what  a  Mason  was,  what  his 
object  in  life  was,  but  could  not  fathom 
it  at  all.  The  Masonic  emblem  which  I 
generally  wore  I  did  not  have  on  my 
coat  when  I  left  Lakewood  that  day. 
Had  this  been  in  evidence.  I  am  sure 
I  would  have  been  discovered  and  set 
right  long  before  I  was." 

Dr.  Cate  Is  not  yet  in  a  vigorous  con- 
dition physically,  and  will  remain  at 
the  sanitarium  for  w:eeks  yet.  Dr. 
Seward  said  that  he  believed  Dr.  Cale 
was  siuidbagged  and  that  the  blow  had 
caused  transfusion  of  blood  and  bruises 
to  the  brain  tissue,  making  it  hard  and 
interrupting  the  functions  of  the  organ. 
Nature  has  been  gradually  softening 
up  the  organ  and  carr>Mng  off  the  refuse 
matter.  He  says  Dr.  Cate'a  recovery 
is  by  no  means  complete,  but  with  pro- 
per treatment  he  will  probably  eventu- 
ally  recover  his  former  self. 

Dr.  Cate  Is  not  restrained  at  the  sani- 
tarium, but  walks  about  as  he  sees  fit, 
and  a  portion  of  the  time  can  be  seen 
smoking  his  pipe.  He  has  been  some- 
what worried  by  the  large  number  of 
reporters  and  others  who  have  sought 
to   secure   Interviews   with   him.

New  York,  Nov.  10. — Mrs.  Mary  Oliver 
a  widow  86  years  old,  has  been  found 
dead  in  the  squalid  basement  of  a  tene- 
ment house  in  second  avenue,  Harlem, 
wliere  she  had  lived  as  a  recluse  for 
twenty-live  years.  When  the  police 
searched  the  place  they  found  United 
States  bonds  and  other  securities  to  the 

value  of  $50,000.  Neighbors  say  the  wo- 
man's estate  is  value<i  at  more  than 
half  a  million  of  dollars.  Her  death 
was  from  natural  causes.  Hardly  a 
dozen  feet  away  from  the  spot  where 
the  old  woman  lay,  the  police  found 
James  Alderice,  an  old  man,  who  had  i 
for  years  collected  the  rents  from  a  |  a,nj 
number  of  houses  owned  by  Mrs.  Oliver 
and  attended  to  all  her  business,  dying 
fxom  an  apapleptlc  stroke. 

Mrs.  Oliver  had  lived  and  died  sur- 
rounded by  the  dust  and  dirt  of  years. 
The  two  rooms  In  which  she  made  her 
home,  the  rest  of  the  house  having  been 
vacant  for  years,  were  filled  with  boxes 
and  bundles  of  papers,  old  bottles  and 
pieces  of  furniture  carefully  wrapped 
with  newspapers  to  keep  out  the  dust. 
The  police  made  a  search  of  an  hour  in 
the  rooms.  Most  of  the  boxes  apF)eartd 
to  contain  anly  old  newspapers.  There 
was  bundle  after  bundle  of  cards  and 
posters,  announcing  dances,  balls,  par- 
ties and  excursions,  collecting  the  no- 
tices of  which  was  apparently  a  hobby 
of  the  old  woman. 

In  a  trunk  were  found  bonds,  mort- 
gages and  other  valuable  papers. 

It  is  said  Mrs.  Oliver  was  a  native  of 
F:ngland  and  had  two  married  daughters 
in  Brooklyn.

Mrs.  George  Quinlon  Has 

HadEnoujjliofDrunlcen 

Husband. 

Mrs.  George  \V.  Quinlon,  who  lives  at 
428  Seventh  avenue  east,  told  a  pitiful 
story  of  abuse  and  neglect  al  the  hands 
of  her  husband  to  Judge  Windom  in 
tnunicli)al  court  this  morning.  (Quinlon 
was  charged  with  l»eing  diunk,  and 
the  court  gave  him  forty  days  in  the 
county  jail. 

Quinlon  is  a  blacksmith.  The  coupie 
were  married  three  years  ago  and 
livtd  happily  for  u  time,  until,  Mrs. 
Quinlon  says,  he  took  to  drink.  Th.  a 
he  began  to  abuse  her,  to  call  her 
name.s  and  to  beat  her.  she  says.  Often- 
times he  had  come  home  and  threat- 
ened her  with  an  empty  revolver.  She 
has  become  tired  of  his  ,'ibu.se  and  is 
through  with  him,  hence  her  action  in 
having  him  arr*^sted.  She  said  that 
Quinlon  h  id  neglected  to  properly  sup- 
port her.  and  that  he  had  given  her 
only  $9  in  six  weeks,  with  which  she 
was  supposed  to  pay  the  rent  and  buy 
food. 

"This  is  the  end,"  said  Mrs.  Quinlon. 
"I  am  through  with  him.  I  -lon't  intend 
to  stand  any  more  of  his  abuse.  I  can 
earn  my  own  living— I  worked  before 
I  married  him  and  I  c.-tn  work  agafn- 
and  I  never  worked  harder  in  my  life 
than  I  have  siine  I  married  him.  I 
don't  care  what  becomes  of  him." 

Mrs.  Quinlon  is  a  rather  pretty  wo- 
man. 23  years  old,  and  apparently  a 
woman  who  is  not  used  to  hard  work. 
Her  story  enlisted  Judge  Wimlom's 
sympathy,  and  he  said  to  Quinlon: 

"The  punishment  for  the  offense  with 
which  you  are  charged  is  limited  to 
forty  days.  I  wish  I  .-ould  rai.se  the 
limit,  for  I  .am  .sorry  that  1  cannot  give 
you  more  th.m  forty  days.  Ill  fine  you 
$42.riO,  in  default  of  which  you  st.md 
committed  to  the  county  Jail  for  forty 
days." 

"Well,  what'll  I  do  with  the  furni- 
ture?" asked   Quinlon. 

'  I  don't  care  what  you  do  with  the 
furniture.  Mrs.  Quinlon  will  take  care 
of   that,"   replied   the  court. 

Quinlon  could  not  pay  his  fine,  so  he 
went   to  jail.

A  well  known' local  marine  man,  who 
Is  intere.-ited  in  the  wrecking  bui^iness, 
stated  today  that  work  would  be  com- 
menced within  the  next  few  weeks  on 
the  raising  of  the  sunken  steamer 
Thomas  Wilson. 

The  Wilson  was  sunk  a  year  ago  la.st 
July  in  the  lake,  a  short  distance  out- 
side the  Duluth  ship  canal,  by  the 
steamer  Hadley. 

The  Wilson  had  on  board  a  full  cargo 
of  ore,  and  sank  in  about  seventy  fete 
of  water. 

The  task  of  raising  her  is  expected  to 
be  a  very  difficult  one.  The  lirst  step 
will  be  to  remove  the  ore  from  the  hold 
of  the  vessel  by  means  of  a  pump. 
After  the  cargo  has  been  removed  the 
next  step  will  have  to  be  determined  j 
by  the  divers  and  wreckers  after  a  | 
thorough  examination  of  the  position 
ai;d  condition  of  the  sunken  vessel. 

The  Wilson  was  bought  by  Wieland 
Brothers,  and  they  stiil  own  a  large  in- 
terest in  her. 

It  was  also  stated  by  the  tnen  men- 
tioned that  the  wrecking  apparatus  is 
now  being  prepared,  and  that  a  tug  has 
been  chartered  to  aid  in  the  work. 

•J  do  not  know  the  exact  date  on 
which  the  work  will  be  commenced,  but 
1  believe  that  it  is  the  intentio!i  to 
start  the  work  as  soon  as  the  wrecking 
outfit  can  be  gotten  together. 

"As  to  the  result,  I  believe  there  is 
no  doubt  the  steamer  can  be  raised  if 
Kufli(  ent  money  is  invested  in  the  un- 
dertaking. It  will  require  a  heavy  out- 
lay, but  it  can  be  done."

Pier  Shown  In  Recent 

Collision. 

Thomas  White,  a-^sistant  United 
lighthouse  keeper  at  the  Duluth  canal 
entry,  says  that  the  coUlslon  of  the 
barge  Thomas  Gawn  with  the  end  of 
the  pier  last  evening  has  firmly  estab- 
lished, in  his  mind,  the  stability  of  the 
big   piece  of  concrete. 

Mr.  White  stood  on  the  pier  about 
twenty  feet  from  the  place  where  the 
boat  struck  on  the  cutwater  end  of 
the  structure,  and  he  paid  special  at- 
tention to  the  shock,  but  says  that  the 
jar  made  in  the  coUilson  was  hardly 
perceptible,  although  the  boat  was 
badly  stove  in. 

Ever  since  the  pier  was  built  the 
lighthouse  keepers  have  speculated  aa 
to  whether  a  collision  at  the  outer  end, 
on  which  the  lighthouse  is  located, 
would  not  disarrange  the  steam  pipes, 
but  last  evenings  experience  has  dem- 
[  onstiated  to  them  the  power  of  resist- 
ance offered  by  the  huge  piece  of 
masonrv.

For  Desirable  Lands  on 
the  Red  Lake  Reser- 
vation. 

Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Nov.  10.— (.Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  rush  for  lands  on 
the  Red  Lake  reservation  l)egan  Mon- 
day after  the  close  of  the  land  office 
at  4  o'clock.  The  line  formed  at  that 
time,  numbering  about  fifty,  wao  in- 
crea.=ed  as  the  night  trains  cune  in. 
Numbers  were  agreed  upon  among  the 
men  in  line,  and  all  took  places  again 
this  morning  as  per  number.  One  lady, 
Mrs.  Neely,  of  Boyd,  Minn.,  was  an 
applicant  for  a  claim  near  Nebish.  The 
land  office  was  opened  promptly  at  9 
o'clock  this  morning,  and  with  police 
to  keep  order  everything  moved  like 
clock  work.  The  first  man  to  file  was 
Peter  JohnHon,  of  Minneapolis,  who 
made  an  entry  on  the  southeast  quar- 
ter of  section  36,  1.^2-32.  John  Carlson, 
of  Minneapolis,  was  next,  and  filed  on 
the  Fouthwesi  (luarter  of  36,  followed 
by  Frank  Artse.  of  Chica*»o,  who  filed 
on  the  northwest  quarter  of  the  same 
section. 

The  work  of  taking  filings  was  rap- 
idly made,  thirty-two  being  handled  in 
the  first  hour.  At  noon  a  majority  of 
the  crowd  had  made  filings  and  the 
rush  had  somewhat  abated.  The  claims 
taken  bv  the  first  three  men  are  lo- 
cated five  miles  east  of  Red  Lake,  on 
the  Cormonton  road,  and  twelve  miles 
weFt  of  the  town  of  Kelliher.

FIGHT  WITH_DEVILF1SH. 

The  waters  round  the  Newfoundland 
coast  are  infested  with  huge  octopi,  auu 
many  a  fls'ning  boat  that  never  re- 
turns with  her  hardy  cie.v  owes  hir 
disappearance  to  the  encircling  ten- 
tacles of  this  strange  and  most  repul- 
sive inhabitant  of  the  ocean  depths, 
writes  the  St.  Johns'  N.  F.,  correspon- 
dent of  the  (.'hicago  Nevvs.  Occasionally 
dead  devilfish  are  washed  ashore  after 
a  storm,  and  recently  one  was  found 
on  the  shore  near  Cape  Race  which,  aa 
it  stretched  its  sixty  feet  along  tiie 
strand,  was  thought  lo  be  the  sea  sei- 
pent  at  last.  More  recently  one  attack- 
ed a  fishing  schooner  in  Placeiitia  bay, 
but  was  beaten  off  by  the  crew  with 
axes  and  knives,  though  not  until  it 
had  grii'ped  one  man  with  its  long 
sinuous  arm  and  nearly  drew  hii.i 
overboard,  the  tentacle  being  severe  1 
by  a  shipmate  an  dremaining  on  board 
as  a  trophy  of  the  ftght  after  the  crea- 
ture had  been  forced  to  retreat. 

Until  fifteen  years  ago  there  was 
even  scientific  skepticism  of  this  octo- 
pus. But  then  an  encounter  between 
one  and  a  Newfoundland  fishing  cre\v 
enabled  the  world  to  become  certain  vl 
its  existence.  Off  St.  John's  In  June, 
1888,  some  fishermen  saw  a  floating  ob- 
ject, which  they  took  to  be  wreckag<;. 
Rowing  toward  it,  the  bowman  drove 
his  gaff  into  It,  when,  to  the  horror  -.if 
the  crew,  the  creature  displayed  vig- 
orous ?i.gns  of  life.  Rapidly  it  diser.- 
gaged  its  enormous  bulk  into  Its  coiri- 
poneiit  members,  erected  its  slimy  ten- 
tacles many  feet  in  the  air  and  fiung 
them  over  the  boat,  which  at  the  same 
time  it  attacked  with  its  gigantic  par- 
rot-like beak.

This  specimen  had  a  body  20  feet  long 
with  two  tentacles  40  feet  in  extent  by 
4  inches  around  and  12  shorter  ten- 
tacles 10  to  12  feet  long  by  16  Indies 
around.  The  extreme  length  from  lip 
of  tall  to  extremity  of  tentacles  was  60 
feet;  between  the  tentacles  stretched 
out  SO  feet.  The  total  weight  was  about 
1200  pounds.  The  body  was  a  sort  of 
Habby.  jellified  mass,  like  a  conserve  of 
cornstarch,  and  rounded  in  form  like 
a  barrel  or  tube,  terminating  in  a  tri- 
angular fin  or  tail. 

In  the  upper  i>art  of  the  body  the 
eyes  were  set  and  below  them  the 
mouth,  a  beak-Uke  protuberance  of 
strong  bone,  both  extremities  being  as 
sharp  as  steel  needles.  The  tentacles 
were  tough  and  sinewy  as  leather  ropes. 
The  under  surface  being  covered  with 
a  double  row  of  suckers.  These  were 
about  an  inch  in  diameter,  with  fine, 
sharp  teeth  around  their  horny  eder^s, 
and  a  movable  membrane  which  when 
pressed  Into  an  object  and  retracted  at 
the  will  of  the  animal,  created  a 
vacuum.  Then  the  sharp  teeth  would 
sink  into  the  flesh  of  the  victim  and 
the  sucker  would  establish  a  hold  from 
which  the  escape  woUld  be  Impossible 
except  by  cutting  off  the  tentacle  or 
killing  the  octopus.  Each  tentacle  has 
about  200  suckers  and  each  smaller  arm 
100,  so  the  total  '.is  About  1600,  whicn 
gives  the  fish  .an  almost  resistloss 
liower. 

The  octopus  can  move  backward  or 
forward  with  eqiral  ease  and  travel  at 
an  extremely  rapid  rate.  Its  means  of 
locomotion  is  a  funnel  or  tube  behind 
the  head.  The  breathing  organs  admit 
the  sea  water  by  a  pair  of  valves  work- 
ed by  the  mui^cular  dilation  of  the  body. 
This  water,  when  it  has  communicatied 
Its  oxygen  to  the  blood  by  the  internal 
mechanism  provided  by  nature,  is  ex- 
pelled through  this  tijbe  or  funnel,  and 
the  rate  at  whicH  the  liquid  is  ejected

0  finky  fluid  which  dye  the  surrounding 
waters  an  inky  black,  and  under  cover 
of  this  cloak  of  darkness  it  retreats  lo 
Its  lair.  The  ink  sac  opens  into  the 
funnel  already  described,  by  means  of 
a  special  duct,  and  whenever  it  pleases 
the  creature  can  squirt  out  the  black 
fluid  which  the  sac  secretes.  The  whole 
appearance  of  the  monster  is  repulsive 
and  uncanny,  and  it  is  far  and  away 
the  most  unpleasant  object  that  inhab- 
its either  the  sea  or  the  land. 

I  Its  discovery  created  the  keenest  in- 
terest in  the  scientific  world,  and  the 
most  eminent  naturalists  of  Europe 
and  America  wrote  extensively  on  the 
subject.  Professor  Agassiz  made  it  the 
occasion  of  a  special  paper,  and  Profes- 
sor Verrll,  of  Yale,  set  up  the  creature 
in  its  proper  form.  Drawings  of  it 
appeared  in  all  the  scientiflc  publica- 
tions of  both  hemispheres,  and  Ihe 
matter  awakened  such  attention  at  the 
time  that  Barnum,  the  famous  show- 
man, wired  to  Rev.  Dr.  Harvey  to 
secure    two    of    the    very    largest-sized 

'  devilfish  for  him  and  to  spare  no  ex- 
pense in  so  doing.

The  statue  of     Frederick    the  Great,  j 
done   by     Josepli   Uphues,   presented   to 
the    United    Slaies    by    the    emperor   of 
Germany,   will  noon  stand  in   its   place 
in  \\  athington,      says      the      BrooKiyn 
Kagle.     The  artist,  Uphues,  is  the  inosl 
piojiiinent   sculiJlor   in   Germany,   atter 
Begas.  a4id  a  word  concerning  his  car- 
eer  will  prove  that  there  are  tself-made  I 
men  in  Europe  as  well  as  in  America.  ; 
He  caine  to  I'aiis  to  do  a  bust  of  Mme.  ' 
Marches!,    whicii    will    be    exhibited    at 
tue  .St.  Louis  exposition.     He  was  born 
in  Westphalia,  and  in  his  youth  carved 
gaints  and  madonnas  in   wood,  but  one 
day,  thinking  it  was  time  he  did  some-  '. 
thing  in   stone,   and   not  having  a  cent  j 
with   which  to  buy  that  hard  material,  > 
he  and  a   friend   went   to  a  graveyard  I 
by    night    and   jitole   an    oid    tombstone  i 
that    had    falle  i,     who^e    epitaph     wasi 
erased,   and   chiseled   out   of    it   a    'ittle  j 
boy  holding  a  cross.     For  several  yea:.- 
aflerwaid  he  ct  rved  figures  on  houses,  | 
and   having   saved    a   little   money,     he  ' 
iraveied    over    Holland,    Germany     and  : 
Switzerland,    to   study   art   and   nature,  i 
After    working    for    others    for    a    few- 
years    longer,    lie    went    to    Berlin,    and 
there,    after  a   successful   examination, 
entered   the  Royal   Academy  of  Sculp- 
ture.     Berges,    seeing    the    young    man 
had  talent,  took  him  into  his  own  pri-  , 
vate  studio  to  work.     Some  years  ago 
William   II    went   to   Begas   to  ask  him 
.  lo    make    an    e<iuestrian    statue    of    his 
father,    Frederi -k    III,    for    Charlolten- ' 
burg,   but   Begas  said  he  had   so  many 
,  orders  that  he  had  no  time  to  do  this 
'  one,   but  he  had  a  pupil   who  had  ^st ' 
;  made  a  fine  sta':ue      of      the      Emperor 
Fredrrick,    and    told    the    emperor    he 
1  could  take  that,   that  he   fBegas)  could 
not  do  better.     William  II  accepted  the  : 
statue,  and  that  was  the  beginning  of 
the  fame  of  Uphues,  ^nd   the  price   of 
the  statiie      enabled       the      scuU»tor  to 
marry,   after  having  been   engaged   ten 
years.     Among  his   great   works   are  a 
statue  of  von  Moltke  for  Baden,  which 
is  the  largest  tn  the  world  ever  hewn 
out  of  marble;  a  monument  to  Schiller, 
to  be  erected  la  Wiesbaden:   the  busts 
of   other   great   men   of   Germany,    and 
I  numerous  others.     He  gained  the  prize 


at  the  Chicago  exhibition  with  his 
"Archer,"  a  statue  which  added  not  a 
little  to  his  reputation. 

Uphues  tells  some  amusing  stories  of 
the  emperor's  family,  of  whom  he  has 
sculptured  the  busts.  It  seems  that  the 
little  girl  who  was  born  after  the  six 
sons,  has  her  own  way  in  pretty  much 
all  that  she  doe.«i.  Not  long  ago.  when 
she  leftt  he  palace  with  her  governess 
the  guards  rolled  the  drums  and  pre- 
sented arms,  and  the  child  enjoyed 
this  immensely;  but  one  day  her 
mother  was  told  that  her  daughter  was 
treated  in  so  royal  a  manner,  and  she 
exclaimed,  "Why.  that  is  too  much  for 
a  child.  I'll  have  that  stopped."  Wh^n 
the  child  saw  that  the  drums  were 
silent  when  she  passed  she  was  told 
that  her  m.other  forbade  It,  and  i  ried, 
"Very  well,  I  shall  tell  my  father." 
She  is  a  chip  of  the  old  block;  one  day 
she  was  In  Uphues'  studio,  and  took  tne 
cat  in  her  lap;  after  a  while  the  great 
black  creature  jumped  off,  and  the 
artist  and  his  wife  tried  to  fetch  the 
cat  from  under  a  chair,  but  it  showed 
fight,  and  neither  dared  to  touch  it; 
seeing  they  were  afraid  the  little  prin- 
cess jumped  from  her  chair  and  took 
the  cat  by  force  into  her  arms,  and  sat 
down  with  it  in  her  lap,  saying  she 
was  not  afraid  of  any  cat.  Joachim, 
the  youngest  son,  while  sitting  for  his 
bust,  asked  the  sculptor  in  what  class 
of  cars  he  traveled,  and  the  sculptor 
said  second  class,  but  there  were  four 
classes.  "Well,"  said  Prince  Joachim, 
•  when  I  am  big  and  travel  alone,  I 
siiall  take  the  third  class."  The  artist, 
who  thou.s?ht  it  rather  singuh'r  in  a 
young  prince  to  wish  to  travel  third 
class,  told  the  emperor  the  next  time 
he  saw  him.  and  AVllliam  II  said:  "I 
am  glad  Joachim  has  ideas  of  economy, 
for  when  all  the  others  are  provided 
for  I  don't  know  what  will  be  left  for 
him."

The  board  of  health  also  is 
directe<i  to  require  that  all  persons 
slaughtering  cattle  under  a  permit  in 
the  city  to  give  notice  to  the  board  of 
the.  time  of  Icilling  stock,  so  as  to  en- 
able the  board  to  have  an  inspection  of 
such   stock  before  it   is   killed. 

The  paBsage  of  the  original  meat

There  has  been  a  lot  said  about 
the  exorbitant  rates  charged  by  the- 
meat  dealers.  About  that  I  cannot  sav. 
This  ordinance,  if  it  Is  passed,  will 
give  an  opportunity  to  everyone  to 
vend  all  sorts  of  meats  everywhere 
about  the  city  and  over  the  hills;  to 
slaughter  old  and  diseased  cattle  that 
couldn't  live  through  tlie  winter;  to 
sell  this  meat  without  any  inspection 
at   all. 

"You  are  throwing  down  the  bars  to 
competition  that  no  man  can  stand 
against.  It  seems  to  me  that  thij 
council  ought  to  have  moral  courage 
enough  to  vote  on  these  three  measures 
at  once— they  are  all  of  the  same  pur- 
port. I  am  not  defending  the  reason- 
ableness or  unreasonableness  of  the 
prices  charged  by  the  meat  dealers, 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  everything  on 
four  feet  with  a  hide,  according  to  this 
ordiiuince  that  you  are  passing  tonight, 
can  be  butchered  and  peddled  about 
the  city  with  absolutely  no  restric- 
tion."

MYSTERY  NEAR  HANSKA 

May  Develop  Into  a  Case  of 
Murder. 

New  I'lni,  Minn.,  Nov.  10.— Ray  Arm- 
strong, aged  17,  son  of  Ed  Armstrong, 
of  .Sleepy  Eye.  was  shot  through  the 
head  and  Instantly  killed  Sunday  aftf r- 
noon  on  A.  R.  Chute's  place,  six  miles 
west  of  Hanska.  The  affair  is  involved 
in  mystery. 

Armstrong  had  been  working  with  a 
threshing  crew.  Saturday  he  made  ar- 
rangements to  attend  a  dance  in  Han- 
ska and  went  to  Chute's  place  to  get 
a  ride  into  town  in  the  evening.  About 
4  o'clock  the  young  Chute  boys,  who, 
with  Armstrong,  were  alone  in  the 
house,  heard  a  shot,  and  rushing  Into 
the  room  where  the  noise  came  from, 
discovered  Armstrong  lying  on  his  back 
with  a  btillet  through  his  head  and  a 
44-caliber  ritle  lying  across  his  knees. 

The  first  theory  was  suicide,  but  as 
the  ball  entered  the  back  of  the  head 
I  and  came  out  through  the  eye,  lodging 
in  the  frame  of  a  looking  glass  before 
which  the  victim  was  standing,  this 
theory  seems  hardly  po.ssibie.

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DANGER  FROM  DERELICTS. 

Tlic  rapidly  increasing  size  and  speed  at  the  ocean 
liners  has  called  attention  to  the  ever  present  danger  to 
these  ships  and  passengers  from  derelicts  that  are  float- 
ing around  in  their  paths.  Investigation  shows  that  in 
the  North  Atlantic,  ocean  derelicts  alone  average  nine- 
teen a  month.  These  floating  dangers  arc  constantly  in- 
creasing and  it  is  remarkable  that  no  more  accidents 
have  occurred  from  them. 

While  the  navy  department  has  a  certain  jurisdiction 
over  these  obstructions  on  our  seaboard,  outside  ot  the 
three-mile  limit,  it  possesses  no  suitable  vessel  for  the 
purpose  of  destrfiying  them.  Since  Jan.  i,  four  collis- 
ions with  submerged  derelicts  or  wrecks  have  been  re- 
ported, ami  while  their  approximate  locations  arc  shown 
o!'  the  pilot  chart,  these  indications  merely  serve  as  a 
general  warning  to  the  mariner,  but  are  not  accurate 
(nough  to  insure  his  safety.  As  this  matter  is  becom- 
ing of  more  importance  each  year,  and  as  a  great  ma- 
jority of  the  derelicts  in  the  North  .A.tlantic  ocean  origin- 
ate on  this  coast,  it  has  been  recommended  tliat  a  prop- 
erly equipped  vessel  be  provided  t'»  patrol  the  transatlan- 
tic lanes  from  this  coast  to  the  eastern  limit  of  the 
Georges  Bank,  to  search  for  and  destroy  these  dangers 
to  navigation. 

Certainly  some  action  would  seem  advisable  in  this 
direction.  It  would  seem,  however,  that,  with  vessels 
of  all  countries  interested,  international  action  would  be 
taken.  .-Xt  all  events,  something  should  be  done.  The 
loss  of  a  big  liner  with  its  passengers  would  cost  more 
than  the  destruction  of  derelicts  for  years. 


PR.OHIBITION  IN  THE  SOUTH. 

A  great  change  has  been  worked  in  the  South  of  late 
'11  the  matter  of  prohibition.  "It  is  no  longer  genteel  to 
get  drunk  in  Kentucky,"  and  many  other  states  are 
placing  the  ban  on  excessive  drinking.  Although  in  the 
N'arth,  notably  New  Hampshire  and  \'erniont..  prohibition 
has  been  e.xchanged  for  high  !icen.-.e,  the  movement  in 
the  Soutliern  states  has  been  in  the  contrary  direction. 
In  Arkansas,  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquors  is  pro- 
hibited in  places  where  "no  license"  has  been  voted. 
Where  a  license  may  be  procured,  it  costs  $8oo.  In  1902, 
out  of  73  counties,  43  had  declared  against  licensing.  In 
Georgia,  of  137  counties.  103  have  voted  "dry."  In  Ken- 
tucky, the  counties  may  prevent  or  regulate  the  traffic. 
Prohibition  is  the  law  in  47  counties,  partial  prohibition 
pre\ai!s  in  54  counties,  and  in  18  counties  the  liquor  traf- 
fic is  unrestricted.  Mississippi  has  prohibition  in  65  out 
of  75  counties.  In  North  Carolina  a  new  law  prohibits  sa- 
loons except  in  incorporated  towns  that  vote  otherwise. 

Tennessee  has  a  law  prohibiting  saloons  near  school- 
houses  whether  the  schot»l>  be  in  session  or  not.  Incor- 
porated towns  of  500  population  may  decide  bj-  vote 
whether  there  shall  be  license  or  no  license.  Favorable 
rrports  are  received  of  the  operation  of  the  law  where 
license  has  been  rejected.  On  Sept.  i,  there  were  12  coun- 
ties with  saloons  and  84  "dry"  counties.  In  Texas  there 
are  200  prohibition  counties,  other  counties  partly  prohi- 
bition, and  only  a  few  in  which  liquor-selling  is  not  re- 
stricted. Oklahoma  is  feeling  the  eficct  of  the  move- 
ment on  her  border.  Alabama,  Florida  and  Maryland 
have  local  option  laws,  and  there  are  man^  counties  iu 


\'irginia  that  have  voted  against  the  legalization  of  traf- 
fic. In  ten  Southern  states  the  voters  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  cast  their  ballots  against  licensing  the  manufac- 
ture or  sale  of  li(]uor*i,  and  one  has  a  state  monopoly. 

This  movement  is  most  flattering  to  the  prohibition 
r^dvocates  of  the  country.  *  One  good  feature  is  that  re- 
sults may  be  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  vote 
shows  the  movement  is  backed  by  a  strong  public  senti- 
ment. 
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LARGEST    CIRCULATION    IN    DULUTH. 
WHY  NOT   ANNExTaNAMA? 

Dispatches   from   Washington   state   that   the   provis- 
ional government  of  Panama  has  designated  a  commission 
to  come  to  Washington   at  once  and  begin  negotiations 
for  a  canal   treaty.     Naturally  the   question  arises,  shall 
the  United  States  make  a  treaty  with  Panama  for  a  canal 
strip  as  it  did  with  Colombia,  or  assume  a  protectorate 
over  the  isthmus?     Senator  Morgan  (Dem.;  of  Alabama, 
long    the    leader    of    the    Nicaraguan    interest,    while    in- 
veighing bitterly  against  what  he  believes  to  be  the  ad-  i 
ministrations    pan    in    recent    developments,    says    that  i 
this  country  might  as  well  face  the  ultimate  logic  of  the 
situation  and  at  once  annex  Panama.     Twice,  he  says,  it  \ 
has  aske<l  to  come  to  us,  and  twice  Colombia  has  offered  i 
to  .sell  it  to  us.  adding:     "The  people  there  will  prefer  to  j 
be  annexed,  and  we  would  better  take  the  respi>iisibility  i 
directly   than   to   make   an    empty   bargain   with   a   straw 
republic."     He  points  out  that  as  an  unsupported  govern- 
ment  Panama  could  not  do  the  things  which  we  asked 
Colombia  in  the  treaty  to  do,  such  as  the  protection  for 
the  adjoining  island  and  seacoast,  the  maintenance   for 
the   open   ports   and  the  control   for   the   large   laboring 
population  which  will  g. .  in  there  to  build  the- canal. 

It  is  pointed  out  by  other  students  of  the  ((uestion 
that  there  would  be  no  reason  for  giving  Panama  in  a 
treaty  as  large  a  financial  consideration  as  we  were  in- 
tending to  pay  Colombia.  The  direct  payment  of  $10.- 
000,000  now  and  large  annua!  rental  after  the  canal  is 
completed  would  debauch  the  little  state  of  Panama  and 
prove  as  unwholesome  as  unnecessary.  Moreover,  Pan- 
ama will  suffer  no  damage  by  the  construction  of  the 
canal,  but  instead  would  be  enormously  benefited.  There 
i'  no  equitable  reason  why  we  sh.ould  pay  anything.  The 
situation  was  somewhat  different  with  Colombia.  Pan- 
ama, while  50  remote  by  their  methods  of  transportation 
that  the  P>ogota  statesmen  had  little  interest  in  it,  was 
still  Colombian  territory'-  and  our  acquisition  of  the  po- 
lice power  in  the  canal  strip  constituted  a  certain  invasion 
of  her  sovereignty  for  which  it  was  proper  that  we  should 
pay.  It  was  necessary  to  pay  handsomely  to  get  the  au- 
thority, and  as  it  has  turned  out.  we  did  not  offer  enough. 

It  is  also  probable  that  the  United  .States  would  haA'e 
to  assume  certain  responsibilities  of  defending  the  new 
government  against  Colombia  which  would  offset  in  cost 
to  us,  and  in  value  to  Panama,  the  stmis  which  we  had  in- 
tended to  pay  under  the  rejected  treaty.  There  are  sev- 
eral reasons  why  we  should  annex  Panama,  the  principal 
one  being  that  if  the  canal  is  built  there,  she  would 
practically  come  under  f»ur  authority,  and  action  might 
?.^  well  be  taken  now  as  in  the  future. 


A  PORTO  RICAN  PROBLEM. 

There  is  a  stagnation  in  the  coffee  industry  in  Porto 
Rico  at  present  that  is  seriously  affecting  the  prosperity 
of  the  island.  In  the  old  days  her  great  customers  were 
Spain,  France  and  Cuba.  But  Spain  became  greatly  dis- 
gusted by  Porto  Rico's  readiness  to  accept  the  sovereign- 
ly of  the  United  States,  amounting  to  a  welcome  of  our 
troops  when  they  landed.  Accordingly  Spain,  to  punish 
the  ungrateful  child,  slapped  a  duty  of  22  cents  a  pound 
on  Porto  Rican  coffee,  which  is  prohibitive.  Cuba,  as 
soon  as  she  came  under  American  influence,  setting  up 
a  system  of  duties  of  her  own,  also  taxed  Porto  Rican 
coffee  out  of  her  markets.  With  France  our  general 
trade  arrangements  are  disadvantageous,  and  Porto  Ri- 
co suffers  in  consequence.  We  are  the  only  large  na- 
tion in  the  world  which  has  to  pay  France  the  inaximum 
duties  to  get  goods  into  that  country. 

It  would  seem  naturally  that  the  proper  remedy  for 
the  situation  would  be  to  develop  an  American  market 
for  the  coffee.  Porto  Rican  is  a  "'high-priced  coffee," 
or  at  least  cannot  be  sold  in  competition  with  South 
American  grades,  and  very  few  Americans  realize  at  first 
its  superiority.  Experts  say  that  the  .\mericans  use  so 
mu.^t  sugar  in  their  coffee  that  the  real  flavor  of  the 
berry  is  obscured  to  the  extent  that  a  poor  grade  answers 
about  as  well  as  a  good  one.  Some  people  have  proposed 
?  bounty  on  Porto  Rican  coffee  growing,  but  that  would 
not  find  much  favor  at  the  present  time. 

Another  solution  of  the  Porto  Rican  problem  might 
be  found  in  levying  an  import  duty  on  coffee  from  other 
places.  It  now  comes  in  free.  This  change  would  un- 
doubtedly be  brcjught  about  if  Porto  Rico  had  two  mem- 
bers of  the  I'nited  States  senate,  which  she  may  have  in 
the  future.  Porto  Rico  has  a  population  of  1,000,000, 
and  is  rapidly  Americanizing,  and  her  friends  are  earn- 
estly advocating  statehood  for  the  island.  Californians 
are  likely  to  prove  conservative  on  this  question  of  in- 
sular statehood.  They  are  already  jealous  of  the  Porto 
Rican  fruit  industry,  not  so  much  for  what  it  has  already 
accomplished,  as  for  what  it  may  do.     Water  transporta-

Uurmg  the  major's  stay  In  Baringo 
he  was  visited  by  numerous  tribes- 
men, and  among  these  was  a  hunter 
of  the  vvanderobo.  who  possessed  a 
most  accomplished  donkey.  This  ani- 
mal, with  an  antelope's  horns  strapped 
to  its  head,  and  Its  body  covered  with 
a  skin,  or  painted  to  resemble  the 
quarry  its  master  intended  to  stalk 
that  day.  was  often  the  means  of  de- 
luding unwary  game,  whieh  sub.e<iuent- 
ly  fell  victims  to  the  poisoned  arrows 
of  the  hunter  behind  the  ass.

It  is  safe,  however,  to  say 
that  there  ^tH  be  phenomenal  visita- 
tion of  aurora  boreaJls  and  severe  seis- 
mic disturbances.  The  auroras  will 
interefere  with  and  crippte  the  tele- 
graph service  in  various  parts  of  thie 
world,  much  as  they  did  In  New  York 
and  vicinity  a   week  ago. 

"The  earth.iuakes  will  probably  mani- 
fest themselves  along  tlie  lin-s  of  the 
earth's  strata  where  tliey  are  most 
accustomed  to  travel,  though  it  is  by 
[no  means  sure  tliat  they  will  not  turn 
[up  at  the  l^asi  expected  poini.^.  One  of 
these  earthquake  belts  is  very  near 
to  St.  Louis,  and  crosses  the  Missisr»- 
ii>pi  valley"  in  the  region  of  New  Ma- 
drid.

The  buildings  burned  are  H.  F.  C'ow- 
diu'b  door  and  window  frame  factoiy, 
at  Banks  avenue  and  Thirteenth  street, 
loss,  $23,000:  A.  <\  Jones,  two  residences 
and  barber  shop,  loss,  $4000;  U.  C. 
Bradford,  residence  an<4.  contents,  loss, 
$3000.     The  total  insurance  carried  was 

but  $ToOO,  of  which  Mr.  t'owdin  carried 
$«7u<<,  Mr.  Jones  $5(X)  aitd  Mrs,  Brad- 
ford $300. 

The  fire  originated  in  the  door  and 
windo*  frame  factory,  from  causes  not 
yet  determined,  and  had  gained  a  big 
headway  l>efore  discoxered  by  A.  C. 
Jones,  who  operates  a  barber  shop  ad- 
joining the  factory.  By  the  time  the 
tire  department  arrived  the  flames  had 
spread  to  the  adjoining  frame  houses, 
and  a  general  alarm    was  ttniied  in. 

The  entire  Superior  tire  department 
fought  the  blaze  fron^imily  after  7:30 
until  after  1  o'clock  WiPmorning.  and 
their  utmost  efforts  Nk^^-tt.  necessary  to 
keep  the  conrtagration  from  spreading 
to  the  business  blockjg  ^n  Tower  ave- 
nue.

The  high  wind  caji-ried  the  sparks 
many  blocks,  and  a  gecoud  blaze  was 
started  at  Banks  areinie  and  Nine- 
teenth street,  btit  was/guickly  subdued. 

This  Is  the  third  mljl  tire  at  Superior 
within  a  year,  and  tfiat  industry  has 
been  hit  hard  by  reason  of  it.  The 
Scolield  sawmill  burned  last  spring, 
the  Lange  factory  last  summer  and  n<'w 
tlje  Cowdin  factory.  Tlie  latter  factory 
had  on  hand  a  large  slock,  all  ready 
to  .ship  out  to  fill  orders.  By  reason  of 
the  tire  some  twenty  men  are  thrown 
out  of  employment,  all  of  whom  have 
familits  to  support.  The  deatruction 
wrought  by  the  flie  is  said  to  have  also 
thrown  a  number  of  yonng  men  and  a 
clerical  force  out  of  employment,  at 
least  for  the  time  being. 

Mr.  Cowdin  left  for  l4lbbirtg  yester- 
day on  a  bualiiess  visit  and  until  his 
return  it  will  not  be  known  whethei  the 
factory  will  be  rebuilt.  It  was  erected

It  is  claimed  that  the  Pembina  tribe 
is  strongly  represented  in  Washington 
by  some  attorneys,  who  have  succeeded 

1  thus  far  in  preventing  the   ratification 

I  of  any   treaty   unless  a   stipulation  for 

[  such  payments  are  Included. 

The  Red  Lake  Indians  will  consent  to 
the  Steenerson  bill  as  drawn,  and  have 
so  stated  to  him. 

The  Pembinas.  according  to  Mr. 
Steenerson's  views,  are  not  waiTanted 
in  interfering  with  the  Red  Lake  pro- 
position, and  if  they  hnVe  a  legitimate 
claim  he  thinks  they  should  submit  it 
in  some  other  way  than  to  oppose  the 
opening  of  Red  Lake  lands.  The  Pem- 
binas and  their  counsel  will  find  that 
Congressman  .Steenerson  means  busi- 
ness, and  that  he  will  oppose  any  hcW- 
up  methods  which  have  been  threat- 
ened. 

Mr.  Steenerson  will  probably  intro- 
duce his  bill  duriiig  the  special  se.ssion.

•'What  the  extent  of  the  disturbances 
ion.  the  earth  will  be  only  the  Almighty 
I  knows,    and   no   man    i  an    predii  i    with 
certainty.     It   is   safe,    however,    to   say 
'that    there    ^vili   be   phenomenal    visita- 
tion of  aurora  borealls  and  severe  seis- 
mic   disturbances.        The    aiuorts     will 
inttiffert-    with    and    crii)pK-    the    tele- 
graph   service    in    various    parts   of    the 
world,   much  as  they  did  In   Xew   York 
land  vicinity  a   week  ago. 

"The  eailh. makes  will  probalily  mani- 
fest   themselves   along    the   lin-^s   of   the 
earth's    strata    where    tliey    are    most 
I  accustomed   to    travel,    though    it   is   by

'up  at  the  least  expected  points.     One  of 
these    earthquake    belts    is    very    near 
to  St.    Louis,   and  rrosses   the    Missi.^.>- 
ippi    vall'^y    in   the   resfion    of    Ness    Ma- 
drid.

'     The  sun  spots  are  plainly  vi.sible  with 
an   opera   glass   by   holding  a  piece   of 
I  smoked    glass   over    the    lens    to    soften 
th.»  glare.     The  large.'' t  group  is  on   ihe 
eastern  limb  of  the  sun  below  or  south 
of  th'-  sun's  equator.     The  spots  appear 
like  blotches  of  ink  surrounded  by  wavy 
liiV's.     'giving    forth    a    faint    greenisn 
'tinge.     Acros.s- the  largest  spot,  and  ap- 
parently diviillng  it  Into  two.  is  a  feath- 
ery white  line,   which   Rev.    Hicks  says 
lis    a    sh<»et    of    flame    leaping   across    a 
chasm  thousands  of  miles  in  width  and 
dcDth. 

At    first   the    flame   appeared    as    two

The  buildings  burned  are  H.  F.  t'ow- 
din'b  door  and  window  frame  factoiy, 
at.  Banks  avenue  and  Thirteenth  street, 
loss.  $2a,000:  A.  ('.  Jone.s,  two  residences 
ai.d  barber  shop,  loss,  $4t>00:  O.  C. 
Bradford,  residence  awi^  content.=«,  loss, 
S30O0.  The  total  insurance  carried  was 
but  5Tr.0i>,  of  which  Mr.  t'owdin  tarried 
$«7tHi.  Mr.  Jones  $f>W  and  Mrs.  Brad- 
ford $800. 

The  fire  originated  in  the  door  and 
windo^i  frame  fa<  ti>ry,  from  causes  not 
.Vet  determined,  and  hail  gained  a  big 
headway  I>efore  discovered  by  A.  C 
Jones,  who  operates  a  barber  shop  ad- 
joining the  factory.  By  the  time  the 
fire  department  arrived  the  llames  had 
spread  lo  the  adjoining  frame  houses, 
and  a  general  alarm    was  turned   in. 

The  entire  Superior  tire  departmeiit 
fought  the  blaze  fron^lx^tly  after  7:30 
until  aftei-  1  o'clock  Wtwiiorning.  and 
their  utmost  efforts  vi^Aav  necessary  to 
keep  the  conrtagiation  front  spreading 
to  the  business  blocks  (^n  Tower  ave- 
nue. It  is  ;'lalmed  that  the  fact  the 
buildings  were  covej-pd  with  a  light 
snow  and  sleet  alone  prf-vented  a  tire 
that  might  have  wiped  out  a  large 
lK)rtion  of  the  busluifss  properties  on 
Tower  avenue.  \       , 

The  high  wind  ca^-ried  the  sparks 
many  blocks,  and  a  second  blaze  was 
started  at  Banks  arenue  and  Nine- 
teenth street,  but  was,  quickly  subdued. 

This  is  the  third  mill  lire  at  Superior 
within  a  year,  ami  tjiat  industry  has 
been  hit  hard  by  reason  of  it.  The 
ScoMeld  sawmill  burned  last  spring, 
tiie  Lange  factory  last  summer  and  now 
the  t'owdin  fa<-tory.  The  latter  factory 
had  on  hand  a  large  stock,  all  ready 
to  aiiip  out  to  fin  orders.  By  i-ea.son  of 
the  tire  some  twenty  men  are  thrown 
out  of  employment,  all  of  whom  have 
familit.s  to  support.  The  <lestruction 
'.vrought  by  the  fire  is  said  to  have  also 
thrown  a  number  of  young  men  and  a 
clerical  force  out  of  employment,  at 
least  for  the  time  being. 

Mr.  c'owdin  left  for  tllbbing  yester- 
day on  a  business  visit  and  inuil  his 
return  it  will  not  be  known  whethei  the 
factory  will  be  rebuilt.  It  was  erected 
in  1893.  but  has  had  nunu'ious  improve- 
ments and  sonie  aiiditions  made  since 
tliut  year,  to  meet  th.'  growing  de-

Nov.  Pf. — »  Vmgressman 
Steenerson  has  about  completed  a  on  I 
providing  for  the  opening  of  the  Red 
Lake  Indian  re.servation,  and  will  .soon 

introduce  it. 

It  differs  in  many  lesiiects  from  tht» 
bill  which  pas.sed  congress  at  the  l-u-l 
session,  the  most  important  feature  be- 
ing the  inclusion  of  sections  16  and  36. 
which,  under  the  new  bill,  will  go  to  In- 
dians instead  of  to  the  state  for  school 
purposes. 

The  bill  will  not  provide  for  any  pay- 
ment to  the  Pembina  Indians,  and  will 
provide  exidicitly  for  the  manner  in 
which  lands  will  be  sold. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  Pembina  tribe 
is  strongly  represented  in  Washington 
by  some  attorneys,  who  have  succeeded 
thus  far  in  preventing  the  ratitlcation 
of  any  treaty  unless  a  stipulation  for 
such  payments  are  included. 

The  Red  Lake  Indians  will  consent  to 
the  Steenerson  bill  as  drawn,  and  have 
so  stated  to  him. 

The  Pembinas.  according  to  Mr. 
Steeiicr.son's  views,  are  not  wairante.j 
in  interfering  with  the  Red  Lake  jiro- 
position.  and  if  they  haVe  a  legitimate 
claim  he  thinks  they  should  submit  it 
in  some  other  w;iy  than  to  oppose  the 
opening  of  Red  Lake  lands.  The  Pem- 
binas and  their  counsel  will  find  that 
Congressman  Steeners-Jii  means  busi- 
ness, and  that  he  will  oppo.se  any  hold- 
up methods  which  have  been  threat- 
ened. 

Mr.  Steenersion  will  probably  intro- 
duce his  bill  duriiig  the  3pe<-idl  se.ssion.

Every  health  officer  who  attended 
the  session  of  the  association  admitted 
that  the  problem  is  a  most  diffic  ult  one 
to  solve,  but  the  consensus  of  opinion 
was  that  it  is  solvable,  and  that  a  little 
pressure  from  congress  is  the  best 
thing  that  could  happen,  not  only  for 
the  traveling  public,  but  for  the  com- 
panies as  Well.  It  Is  likely,  howe\-er. 
that  when  congress  once  takes  up  the 
subject  of  sleeping  cars  it  will  not  stop 
until  it  shall  have  jtrovided  for  a  re/'u- 
laiion  of  charges  for  accommodations, 
just  as  it  has  authorized  the  Inter- 
.state  commerce  commission  to  regulate 
in*',  freight  and  passenger  charges.  It  is 
notorious  that  the  rates  for  sleeping 
car  accommodations  are  arbitrary  In 
the  extreme.  Interested  persons  have 
been  busy  for  months  in  compiling  fig- 
iires  which  show  that  there  Is  nothing 
like  a  uniform  .system  of  charges  in  ex- 
istence. These  figures  will  be  presented 
to  congress  and  will  form  the  basis  for 
a  forceful  argument  in  support  of  the 
proposition  to  extend  federal  control 
to  the  sleeping  car  service  of  the  coun- 
try.

I  As  Cupt.  Hobson  was  unable  to  state

In  this  lot.  however,  he  was  as  much 
disappointed  as  in  the  first,  and  finally 
he  gave  up  all  hope  of  domesticating 
j  'the  little  devils,"  as  he  called  them, 
'  and  told  a  friend  that  he  guessed  he 
1  would  turn  them  loose.  But  the  friend 
I  had  a  commercial  head,  and  was  some-

His 

whole  stock  would  have  been  sold  out 

in  a  single  day.  had  he  not  remembered 

that   he  had  better  keep  a   few  ducks 

with  which  to  raise  more.    Thus  it  was 

that     he     discovered     the     commercial 

value  of  the  little  feathered  creature.?, 

and  now  he  has  no  thoughts  of  wasting 

his  lime  trying  to  domesticate  them. 

This  last  season  Follman  has  had  a 
big  demand  for  his  ducks  as  decoys  and 
a  yet  larger  and  more  lucrative  demand 
from  tluit  class  of  sportsmen  who  go 
hunting  and  fail  to  bag  anything  and 
yet  don't  dare  go  home  without  some- 
thing to  make  a  showing.

The  expected  rush  for  the  ceded 
Chippewa  lands,  which  were  opened 
for  entry  this  morning,  did  not  ma- 
terialize at  the  Duluth  office. 

When  the  doors  of  tho  federal  build- 
ing were  opened  at  6  o'ctock  five  shiver- 
ing applicants  were  in  waiting.  They 
had  been  in  waiting  but  a  short  time, 
rind  they  were  the  sole  representatives 
of  the  vast  throng  that  was  supposed 
to  be  hungering  for  the  newly  opened 
lands. 

The  party  was  gradually  increased  to 
eight  or  ten  by  the  time  the  doors  of 
the  land  office  opened  at  9  o'clock,  and 
a  few  entries  were  received  by  mail. 

"There  is  not  much  good  land  to  be 
had  Iti  that  part  of  tlie  reservation, 
which  lies  within  the  Duluth  district." 
said  one  of  the  five  applicants  this 
morning.  "I  under.stand  there  is  a  big- 
rush  at  the  <.^rookston'  office.  Most  of 
the  good  land  in  this  new*  district  ks  in 
the  Crookston  distritt.-  The  land  in  the 
Duluth  distritt  is  of  'fill  dt-scriptions. 
There  is  an  immense  amount  of 
swampy  land,  much  of  which  is  en- 
tirely covered  with  water  and  is  unlit 
for  cultivation  until  lt;h}is  ben  drained. 
There  i.<  also  some  sandy  soil.  Some  of 
the  land  will  be  suitable  for  agricul- 
tural i)urpo?es  after  it  lias  been  re- 
duced from  its  present  w<Hd  state,  and 
on  most  of  this  land  settlers  have 
squatied.

Is  to  Be  Appealed  By   the 
Government. 

W.ishington,  Nov.  10.— The  department 
of  justice  has  directed  counsel  for  the 
government  to  take  aa  appeal  in  the 
timber  land  .suit  against  Senator  Clark, 
which  was  decided  in  the  senator's  favor 
by  Judge  Jvnowles  at  Helena  last  Satur- 
day. The  case  will  be  taken  to  the  circuit 
court  of  appeal.s  for  the  ninth  circuit, 
which  sits  at  San  Francisco. 

The  government  will  base  its  appeal  on 
the  decision  of  the  United  States  supreme 
court  in  the  ca.se  of  Hawl^y  vs.  Diiler. 
that  an  entry  man  under  the  timber  and 
stone  act  only  obtains '♦in  equity  in  the 
land  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  patent, 
and  that  the  purchaser  from  the  entry 
man  acquires  no  right  to  it  under  such 
circumstances,  and  for  that  reason  Sena- 
tor Clark  was  not  a  bona  fide  purchaser 
and  should  pay  the  government  for  tim- 
ber cut.  and  transfer  title  to  the  govern- 
ment. 

Judge  Knowles  held  that  Senator  Clark 
could  acquire  land  in  advance  of  the 
Issue  of  patent  to   the   entry   raaa.

One  of  the  fiercest  storms  of  the  season 
swept  over  Duluth  Ia.st  night.  The  wind 
reached  a  velocity  of  43  miles  per  hour, 
and  was  accompanied  by  a  considerable 
fall  of  snow. 

The  lowest  temperature  recorded  by  the 
weather  bureau  thermometer  was  20  de- 
grees above  zero. 

The  combination  of  the  heavy  wind  and 
the  snow  mad>?  it  one  of  the  most  dan- 
gerous storms  to  vesseLs  tiiat  has  visited 
the  lake.s  this  year.  The  storm  signals 
liad  been  ordered  out  at  all  the  ports  on 
the  upper  lakes  during  yesterday,  how- 
ever, and  no  vessels  left  port  during  the 
twelve  hour.s  p-eceding  the  storm. 

Two  minor  i  ccideiits  to  vessels  in  tlie 
local  harbor  resulted  from  the  heavy  gale. 

The  barge  I'liomas  Gawn.  of  Black 
River,  struck  the  government  pier  wiiile 
trying  to  enter  the  harbor  last  evening. 
She  was  towed  into  the  harbor,  as  she 
was  filling  with  water,  and  was  allowed 
to  ground  at  Osborne's  pier,  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  club  hou.se  of  the  Duluth  Boat 
club. 

The  Gawn  w:  s  in  tow  of  the  Harper.  .\s 
the  steamer  with,  her  tow  approached  the 
pier  alHiut  7  oclock  last  evening,  the 
signal  was  giv  n  to  shorten  to  tow  line. 
The  signal  w.is  misunderstood,  and  the 
barg»>  swinig  1  ei-  port  bow  into  the  pier 
dirt  ctly   in  front  of  the  light  house. 

The  Harper  dropped  her  tow  and  blew 
for  tugs  to  colli.'  to  the  assistance  of  the 
damaged  seiiooner.  which  wa.-^  towed  into 
the  harbor  and  grounded.  The  i};iwii  was 
light,  coming  o  Duluth  to  loa<l  lumber. 
Work  was  com:nenced  this  afternoon  with 
a  wrecking  outfit,  and  the  barge  will  be 
raised  and   repaired. 

The  GilchrisK  .schooner.  Twin  Sisters. 
also  grounded  in  the  upper  harbor,  during 
the  storm.  Ti  gs  have  been  working;  on 
her  during  the  morning,  and  it  is  expeitcd 
that  she  will  be  released  some  time  during 
tlie  afternoon.

Troubles  are  multiplying  over  the 
head  of  Hor  B.  Coon,  the  Chinese  les- 
taurant  keeper,  laundryman  and  gen- 
eral chief  factotum  of  the  Duluth  Chin- 
ese. 

Coon  was  arrested  this  morning  on  a 
federal  warrant  sworn  out  by  Ai^si&t- 
ant  United  States  District  Attorney  J. 
M.  Dickey,  on  the  charge  of  being  in 
this  country  without  the  proper  pai>ers. 

The  case  has  been  under  investiga- 
tion by  the  local  cistoms  authorities 
for  several  months  past. 

Iu  1894  all  Chinamen  in  the  country 
were  comr)elled  to  r»'gister  and  receive 
certificates  from  tho  internal  revenue 
dpartment.  Each  certificate  had  the 
picture  of  the  applici^  nt  attached. 

Two  years  ago  Ccon  applied  to  the 
local  customs  authorities  for  permis- 
sion to  return  to  China  for  a  visit.  It 
was  necessary  for  him  to  present  his 
certifici'te  of  residence  in  order  to  se- 
cure permission  to  leave  the  country 
and  return  within  the  year.  Coon  pre- 
sented a  certificate  issued  to  a  <'hina- 
man  by  the  name  cf  And  Hall.  The 
certirtt  ate  had  attacned  the  jjicture  ^f 
(\ion.  and  Coon  claimed  that  it  was 
Issued  to  htm  under  a  different  name, 
and  that  he  had  formerly  been  en- 
gaged in  business  in  West  Duluth  un- 
der that  name. 

The  local  authorities  refused  him  per- 
mission to  leave  the  country  and  re- 
turn, and  told  him  '.hat  if  hV  went  to 
t^'hina  he  would  have  to  remain   there. 

Coon  left  Duluth  about  a  year  ago 
for  Portland  and  look  passage  for 
<'hina.  He  returned  .<?omp  niontha  later 
by  way  of  Vancouvei',  and  in  some 
manner  succeeded  in  again  getting 
into  the  country,  and  returned  to  Du- 
luth. 

While  in  China  he  contracted  a  loath- 
some disease,  and  after  his  return  he 
was  in  the  habit  of  importing  certain 
drugs  and  lierbs  from  China  to  use  in 
treating  his  malad}-.  During  one  of 
his  visits  to  the  custom  house  to  p.iss 
the  drugs,  his  condition  was  noticed  by 
the  local  authorities  and  he  was  or- 
dered to  be  examined  by  the  local  ma- 
rine health  offiiial.  who  has  but  le- 
cently  established  headquarters  in  Du- 
luth. 

He  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  bad 
condition,  and  on  this  ground  alone  a 
complaint  could  have  been  laid  against 
him.  This  charge  was  not  preferred, 
however,  but  he  was  arrested  on  a 
warrant  ch.irging  him  with  being  in 
the  country  without  a  registration  cer- 
tificate. 

His  hearing  was  set  for  N<i\'.  27  be- 
fore United  Slates  Commissioner  Prep..^- 
nell,  and  he  was  placed  under  bonds  of 
f.500. 

Coon's  defense  will  doubtless  be  that 
he  has  a  certificate  issued  him  under  a 
different  name,  while  he  was  in  busi- 
ness in  West  Duluth. 

There  is  added  interest  in  the  case 
from  the  fact  that  Coon  Is  an  oljject 
of  attack  by  the  kxal  union  of  cooks 
and  waiters,  for  running  a  non-union 
restaurant.  The  an  est  of  t^oon.  how- 
ever, has  nothing  whatever  to  do  witn 
his  fight  against  the  unions.  His  ca.st- 
was  being  Investigated  by  the  au- 
thoiitics  long  before  the  union  took  up 
the  fight  against  him,  and  his  arrest 
merely  happens  to  come  at  this  time.

According  to  law  a  person  who  finds 
a  lost  article  and  does .  not  return  it 
to  the  owner  when  the  finder  knows 
who  the  owner  is,  is  as  guilty  of  theft 
as  the  person  who  steaLs  outright.

The  police  wish  people  in  gen- 
eral to  take  cognizance  of  this  fact,  for 
It  may  save  some  one  a  deal  of  trou- 
ble. 

A  case  in  point  Is  cited  by  the  j>oiice. 
Mrs.  Frank  W.  Agrell,  wife  of  an  en- 
gineer on  the  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern,  while  a  guest  at  the  St. 
James  hotel,  on  Oct.  29.  lost  a  small 
ladies'  gold  watch.  Later  It  was  found 
by  a  young  woman,  a  telephone  oper- 
ator in  the  central  exchange  of  the 
Duluth  Telephone  company.  Coinci- 
dent with  her  finding  of  the  watch,  a 
cook  on  the  steamer  Kradshaw  picked 
up  the  chain,  which  lav  nearby.  Miss 
Hahn  asked  the  cook  if  he  wanted  Uie 
watch,  and  he  disclaimed  ownership, 
but  kept  the  chain.  They  exchanged 
names  and  addresses. 

The  police  were  notified  of  the  loss  of 
the  watch,  and  Detective  Terry  wag 
detailed  to  trace  it.  Mrs.  Agrell  also 
advertised,  offering  a  reward  to  the 
finder. 

The  cook  happened  to  tell  a  barber 
of  his  find,  and  the  tjarber  told  Agrell. 
The  cook's  name  was  not  known  to  the 
barber.  Detective  Terrv  traced  the 
watch  as  far  as  the  Duluth  Telephone 
company's  office.  The  chief  operator 
questioned  all  the  girls.  Tliey  knew 
nothing  of  It.  The  young  woman  who 
found  It  was  quizzed,  but  she  denied 
that  she  had  found  the  wateli. 

After  further  Investigation  Detective 
Terr  J-  says  he  traced  the  watch  to  her. 
She  then  admittetJ  finding  it,  he  says. 
She  said  she  had  sent  the  watch  to  the 
owner  In  care  of  a  small  boy,  whose 
name  she  did  not  know.  When  threat- 
ened with  prosecution,  she  advised  the 
ofllcer  to  go  and  see  her  mother. 

Detective  Terry  says  he  could  get  no 
satisfaction  from  the  mother,  who  was 
very  abusive,  and  the  police  say  that 
she  went  to  Mrs.  Agrell  and  everyone 
^'ise  ( onnected  witli  the  case  ana 
abused  them  roundly.  Finally  the 
watch  -was  returned,  but  it  was  r«rac- 
tically  ruined.  The  hands  were  bent, 
the  dial  smashed,  the  case  dented;  in 
fact,  the  watch  appeared  to  have  been 
thr<nvn  on  the  floor  and  stamped  on  by 
a  person  In  a  fit  of  anger.

New    York,    Xov.    11.— Senor    Fausto 
JPalacloa,   piomlnent   in   the  Colombian 


colony  of  this  city,  stated  with  positive- 
ne.ss  that  the  plot  to  malie  Panama  in- 
dependent was  hatched  in  Paris,  four 
montlrs  ago,  by  those  interested  in  the 
old  De  Lesseps  company,  and  that  M. 
Philippe  Bunau  Varilla.  repre.sentative 
of  Panama  to  the  United  States,  instj- 
g-attd  it. 

"A  Cuban  named  Duque,"  said  Mr. 
Palaeios,  "who  is  editor  of  the  Panama 
Star  and  Herald,  has  been  acting  as 
asent  for  the  De  Lesseps  people  on  the 
isthmu?.  and  this  man,  Ainador,  who  is 
from  Bolivia,  has  helped  him.  Who  this 
Frederico  Boyd  is  I  do  not  know.  These 
men,  among  others,  have  been  Influenc- 
mgr  public  sentiment  there  in  favor  of 
secession. 

"F.  Mutls  Duran,  ex-governor  of  Pan- 


ama,  is  In  the   plot   too.   and  has  been 
j  working  here  In  New  York  for  its  suc- 
I  cess,  as  have  other  less  prominent  Co- 
lombians, 

!  "The  revolution  eannot  in  any  sense 
j  be  termed  a  spontaneous  uprising  on 
i  the  part  of  the  people  of  Panama.  It 
I  was  originated  in  Paris  and  was  en- 
!gineered  by  capital.  Us  representatives 
I  are  foreigners. 

j  "It  is  easy  to  see  why  shareholder.^ 
j  hi  the  old  De  Lesseps  company  should 
i  have  been  at  the  bottom  of  this  plot  to 
'make  Panama  Independent,"  said  Senor 
I  Palacios.  "In  the  first  place,  they  were 
afraid  that  the  failure  of  the  Colombian 
government  to  ratify  the  Hay-Herran 
{treaty  would  lead  to  the  United  States 
tehoo.«ing  llie  Nicaragua  route;  and, 
I  secondly,  ihey  feared  that    the  Colom-

The  i'llty-cigluh  congress,  which  has  just  assembled 
in    extraor«lin:iry    >ession,    is    remarkable    in    more    waj-s 
than  one.     hi   tlie  first  place  it  is  the  largest  congre>s 
ever  asscml^Kd  in  the  history  of  the  United  States;  hav- 
ing ninety  seiialors  and  .vH6  representatives.  There  i.s  no 
change  in  the  size  f>f  the  membership  of  the  senate  since 
the  last  congress.    The  appointments  for  the  reception  of 
senators  are  the  same  as  last  spring,  when  the  long  dead- 
lock in  Delaware  was  broken  by  the  election  of  two  sen- 
iitor>  which  gave  to  the   senate  its   full  quota  of  ninety 
members.      Besides    being    the    largest    congress    ever 
assembled,  no  other  since  the  Forty-eighth — twenty  years 
pgo --has  marked  so  large  an  increase  from  one  congress 
to    another    as    the    I'ifty-eighth.      The    present    increase 
comes  through  the  apportionment  based  upon  the  census 
af  I'^o.

CtlL.    ASTOR'S   VIEWS. 

In  an  article  to  be  printed  here  Col. 
John  Jacob  Astor  says: 

What  impressions  a  traveler  return- 
ing from  across  the  Atlantic  more  per- 
haps than  anything  else  is  the  woeful 
inferiority  of  our  roads,  compared,  we 
will  say,  with  those  la  France. 

Probably  the  fact  that  France  was  a 
reXipio-  civiliy.ed  country,  with  a  strong  central- 
ized go\ernment,  many  years  before 
railroads  were  introduced  accounts  for 
the   magnificent   system  of  highways. 

And  this  brings  us  to  the  three  requi- 
sites  for  a  really  good  road. 

1.  Straightness. 

2.  Surface,  which  should  be  hard  and 
smooth;  and 

3.  Freedom  from  grades  that  are 
steep&r  than  about  six  feet  in  the  hurt- 
dred. 

t.)  Directlon--As  soon  as  It  is  decided 
to  what  i)oint  the  road  is  to  run  it 
should  be  laid  out  as  nearly  as  po.='?ible 
as  the  crow  tlies.  Tt  should  not  devi- 
ate from  its  course  to  pass  through 
local  villages  or  towns.  It  Is  much 
better  to  touch  a  town  at  its  circum- 
ference than  to  go  through  it  for  the 
right-of-way  costs  less  and  there  is 
then  less  restriction  of  speed. 

If  the  townspeople  wish  to  attract 
passing  business  or  use  the  trunk  line 
road,  they  can  easily  build  a  short 
connecting  spur. 

It  is  thus  better  for  all  that  the  great 
state  or  national  highway  continue  ab- 
solutely straight  fo  its  objective  point. 
SHOULD    SECURE    NEW    ROUTES. 

Some  of  the  roads  in  this  state  and  in 
many  others  were  so  badly  located 
originally  it  would  be  wise  economy  to 
abandon  them  to  purely  local  use  and 
make  an  entirely  fresh  cut. 

In  the  case  of  the  New  York-Albany 
highway,  which  might  well  be  the  com- 
mencement of  a  national  road  to  '""hi- 
cago,  and  thence  to  the  t'aclhc  coast,  it 
seems  that  an  easy  and  natural  point 
of  departure  would  be  the  northern 
terminus  or  the  Concourse  that  Greater 
New  York  is  building  to  the  city  line. 

From  that  period,  about  midway  be- 
tween the  Hudson  and  the  Sound,  a 
right-of-v.ay  loO  feet  wide  should  be 
acciuired,  and  so  through  the  Mohawk 
valley,  within  a  reasonable  distance  ot 
the  Eric  canal  to  Buffalo,  after 
there  are  no  natural  obstacles 
overcome  in   reaching  Chicago. 

Once   there   and   traversing   this   nat- 
urally ;-uited      and       densely  populated 
region,  the  demands  for  the  road's 
tension    to    San    Francisco    would 
come  irresistible. 

After   this,   also,   we  should   probably 
soon   have   a   system   of   national 
state  highways  almost  as  complete 
on  a  much  larger  scale  than

.yesterday  on  his  way  home  from  the  oil 
fields  of  Jndiana. 

"The  lubricating  oil  which  Is  produced 
from  this  district  is  to  be  tested  on  the 
Duluth    &    Iron    Range    railroad,"    said 
Mr.    Cogswell.     '•Thomas   Owen,    of   the 
Duluth    &   Iron    Range    road    and   John 
FJrown   of  Two  Haibors   also  made   the 
trip  with   ine,   and   a   barrel   of  the   oil 
I  will  be  received  in  Duluth  within  a  very 
i  short    time    for    experimental    purpose-s. 
!     "There  are  a  number  of  Duluth  men 
I  interested  In  different  companies  work- 
ling  there.    The  oil  fields  are  in  Jasper 
county,    Indiana,    and    it    is    my    belief 
that   the  whole   country  about   there  is 
underlaid  with  asphaltum. 

"The  oil  is  all  lublricatlng".  There 
is  none  that  Is  suitable  for  lighting 
purposes,  but  it  Is  the  very  best  of 
lubricating  oil,  being  especially  good 
for  heavy  bearings. 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  go  to  any 
depth  for  the  oil.  It  is  struck  at  about 
160  feet.  One  well  was  sunk  to  a  depth 
of  about  600  foet  and  a  second  layer  of 
oil  was  struck.  Oil  in  that  distric' 
was  first  discovered  in  ISiX),  by  a  farmer 
who  was  sinking  a  well. 

"It  was  not  until  ]s&8  that  any  deter- 
mined attempt  was  made  to  develop  the 
property.  It  was  then  taken  over  by  a 
company  and  a  large  air  compressor 
was  installed  to  pump  the  oil  by  means 
of  coampressed  air. 

"There  is  a  large  refinery  being  erect- 
ed at  MaderyvUle  on  the  Monon  route. 
The  refinery  company  does  not  owu  any 
wells  but  simply  refines  the  products 
of  the  other  companies  in  the  vicinity. 
When  the  oil  is  refined  it  leaves  a  good 
quality  of  asphaltum.,  and  the  best  of 
lubricating  oils. 

"Some  Milwaukee  promoters  intro- 
duced the  propositon  to  Duluth  busi- 
ness men  a  short  time  ago,  and  I  be- 
lieve a  large  number  of  them  Invested 
in  it. 

"The  people  down  there  say  that  re- 
presentatlve<=!  of  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany have  been  looking  over  the  field, 
but  I  cannot  say  v/hat  truth  there  Is 
in  that.  My  trip  to  the  oil  fields  was 
simpl}'  a  pleasure  trip."

It  is  absolutely  imperative  that  the 
roller  be  kept  at  work  on  the  resur- 
facing of  First  street,  if  the  work  irj 
to  be  finished  by  Dec.  1,  the  si>ecitted 
time,  and  it  is  ei^uaily  nece.ssary  that 
a  heavy  roller  be  put  at  work  on  Gar- 
field avenue.  Naturally,  the  roller  can 
not  be  put  at  work  in  both  places  at 
the  same  time,  and  City  Engineer  Pat- 
ton and  the  board  of  public  works  are 
puzzled  as  to  what  disposition  to  make 
of  it.  They  are  worrying  along  in  the 
hope  that  another  heavy  roller  will  be 
available   next   year.

ENFORCE  THE  QUARANTINE. 

The  city  licahli  department  has  taken  the  sensible 
course  by  directing  that  the  Jackson  school  be  closed 
on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  among  the 
pupils.  The  school  should  be  kept  closed  until  the  dis- 
ease has  been  completely  stamped  out  and  all 
danger  of  further  cases  being  caused  by  contagion  has 
been  eliminated.  That  an  epidemic  exists  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  fifteen  new  cases  of  diphtheria  have 
been  reported  within  five  days— all  the  children  stricken 
with  the  aiscase  being  pupils  at  the  Jackson  school. 

The  numerous  cases  are  the  direct  result  of  flagrant 
and  wilful  violation  of  the  quarantine  regulations.  There 
would  not  have  been  any  epidemic  had  the  rules  of  the 
liealth  department  regarding  contagious  diseases  been 
obeyed  by  the  families  in  which  the  first  few  mild 
cases  \vere  reported.  By  their  disregard  of  the  guar- 
antinc  regulatioais,  the  disease  has  spread  throughout 
the  neighborhood,  and  several  lives  may  be  secrificed  in 
consequence.  While  those  who  refused  to  comply  with 
the  tiuarantine  regulations  are  de-erving  of  severe  cen- 
sure and  punishment,  the  health  officials  are  not  free 
from  blame,  because  it  is  their  duty  to  enforce  strict 
observance  of  the  quarantine.  The  Herald  has  in  the 
p.ist  lia'l  occasion  to  criticise  the  health  department  for 
if;  fauure  to  rigidly  enforce  the  quarantine  rules.  It  has 
been  the  cu>tom  to  placard  iiifected  houses,  and  then 
the  families  living  there  have  been  under  no  restraint  by 
the  health  officials,  but  were  free  to  observe  or  dis- 
legartl  tlie  quarantine  as  they  pleased,  and  in  many 
cases  they  disregarded  it,  with  the  result  that  the  disease 
was  spread. 

It  i-<  pleasing  to  note  that  the  health  department  has 
awakened  to  the  necessity  of  strictly  enforcing  its  rules 
and  has  taken  steps  that  will  insure  a  sj^irict  compliance 
with  the  -luarantine  regulatins  by  the  families  in  which 
these  cases  of  diphtheria  exist,  and.  by  closing  the  Jack- 
«on  school,  reduce  the  danger  to  other  children.  The 
department  should  promptly  arrest  any  person  who  vio- 
lates its  regulations.  The  infliction  of  a  few  fines  might 
have  a  beneficial  effect.

The  dominant  party  men  are  bearing  well  in  mind  that 
the  congress  now  meeting  will  extent  near  to  the  mo- 
mentous period  of  the  presidential  campaign.  To  stand 
pat  and  sit  tight,  reducing  legislation  to  a  minimum,  ap- 
pears to  be  a  rule  of  action  which  the  Republicans  have 
adopted  with  apparent  unanimity.  I  low  well  the  plan 
will  succeed  depends  upon  the  course  of  events  in  the 
regular  session.

\  ast  sums  are  annually  donated  to  educational  insti- 
tutions, and  bequests  of  magnitude  are  of  frequent  Oc- 
currence. Acording  to  Elizabeth  M.  Howe  in  the  Pop- 
ular Science  Montlil}-,  in  the  past  five  years  these  bene- 
factions fur  educational  institutions,  independent  of  th.e 
large  sums  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  public 
schools,  have  amounted  to  $61,000,000.  But  how  has  this 
been  distributed?  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  young  men 
3nd  women  of  New  England  and  the  North  Central 
states  have  been  the  principal  beneficiaries  from  these 
gifts  to  higher  education.  Next  in  order  have  been  the 
Middle  West  and  the  West,  and  least  of  all  the  white

At  the  liottom  of  the  ladder,  physic- 
ally   speaking,    comes      the      pygmies. 
!  There  could  be  no  group  in   the   world 
more  difficult  to  get. 

Not  one  of  them,  acordlng  to  Dr.  Mc- 
Gee,    has    ever    been    In     the    western 
I  hemisphere,    and    only    three    or    four 
1  individuals  have  ever  been  out   of  At- 
irica      They    are    extraordinary    shy,    so 
ishy    that   it    is   difficult    for    the    native 
1  tribes  of  normal  size  to  hold  any  eom- 
imunication  with  them. 
1     They    are    aboriglnies    of    Africa,    no 
larger  than  a  boy  of  twelve,  speaking 
a   language  of  their  own,  living  a  hid- 
'den    life    in    their   own    villages    in    the 
j  depths   of   the  forest.     Herodotus   men- 
I  tions   them,   and   In  hi.^   day  they   lived 
■\w    the    vicinity    of    Egypt.    They    have 
;  been    pushed    southward    and     inward, 
until   now  they   are  scatt'-red  obscurely 
'over  an  Interior  region  of  central  Africa 
comprising  an  area  pe!-ha^«  as  large  as 
Ithe   Lnlted   States.     They  are  the  least 
knov.n   of   all   alwriginal   tribes,   and   it 
is  for  this  reason  that  Dr.  McGee  wants 
ia  group  of  them  at  tht  exposition. 

Mr   \'erner  was  a  manual  teacher  sent 
to*  \frica  bv  the  Presbyterian  board  of 
foreign    missions.     He    lived    for    some 
itime   with   King  Ndon.be,   on   the   Kas- 
'sai   river,   one   of  the   largest   and    least 
1  known  tributaries  of  the  Congo. 
I     Ndombp  is  a  chief  of  the  red  Africans. 
These    are    native    negroid    tribes    of   a 
color  not  very  unlike   that  of   the  Am- 
erican Indians.    There  are  many  tribev 
of    them,    and    they    are   also    scattered 
through    black   tribes,    usually    occupy- 
ing positions  of  authority  in  the  latter 
Connected    with    Ndombe's    tribe,    as 
with  others,  are  certain  tame  pygmies, 
from     whom    IMr.    Verner    learned    the 
pygmy    language.     It    is    through    these 
tame  pvgmies  that  the  expedition  hopen 
to  reach  the  wild  pygmies  of  the  forest. 
He  will  bring  over  four  pyginy  fam- 
ilies,  with  their  houses.    In  these  they 
will    live    on    the    exposition    grounds, 
pursuing  their  customary  arts  and  oc- 
cupations.     The  expedition  will  return 
about  the  middle  of  April. 

From  the  smallest  known  humans  tho 
exhibit   will  pass   directly   to   the  larg- 
est    the    Tehuelche    tiibe    of    Patagon- 
lans.  who  average  6  feet  in  height.     Th.j 
Tehuelche  inhabit  the  northern  shore  of 
the  Strait  of  Magellan,  and  hav,-  never 
Ibeen  out  of  Patagonia  since  the  days  of 
|th«  early  discoverers,  when  one  or  two

from  Southwestern  Arizona  with  pot- 
tery, and  some  other  tribe  with  blanket  j 
making. 

Then  w  iil  come  the  Muskwaki  of 
Central  Iowa,  one  of  the  most  primitive 
Indian  tribes  in  existence.  Although 
In  the  heart  of  a  rich  agricultural  re- 
gion, they  employ  the  most  primitive 
agricultural  methods.  They  have  even 
refused  to  accept  the  corn  and  vege- 
table .^ieed  of  the  white  man,  and  still 
cultivate  the  old  white  maize,  which 
has  always  been  a  sacred  plant  lo 
them.  There  will  be  pre-^'olumbian 
corn  and  pre-Columbian  beans  in  their 
gardens  at  the  exposition. 

In   addition,   the   most   famous   living 
Indians    will    be    collected    by    the   de- 
partment.     Chief    Joseph    of    the    Nez 
Perces,    probably    the  ablest   living  In- 
dian,    will     eome     from     Idaho.        The 
Comanche    chief,     Quanah.     will     come 
from  the  Indian  territory,  and  also  fa- 
mous old  Geronimo,  wltn  a  band  of  the 
I  Apache    warriors    who    led   the    United 
,  States  troops  a  wild  goose  chase  for  .^o 
!  long  on  the  Arizona  frontier. 

The  crown  and  soluton  of  the  whole  ' 
group,   aecordng    to    Dr.    McGee's   idea, 
will  be  shown  In  the  second  section  of 
1  the  department,  an  Indian  school. 

This  sort  of  thing  has  been  shadowed 
forth  In  the  Indian  and  Esquimaux 
■villag'^s"  popular  in  recent  years, 
but  nothing  resembling  it  in  complete- 
ness and  scientific  value  had  ever  been 
projected. 

In  the  third  section,  that  of  archae- 
ologv,  one  fir)or  of  the  anthropological 
building  will  be  given  over  to  still  life 
groups  illustrating  the  development  of 
mankind.  The  Egyptian  commission, 
appointed  by  ihe  Egyptian  goyernmen. 
will  place  here  a  fine  collection  from 
the   pyramids   and   ancient   tombs.

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HUNTING  OF 
DEER 

Capt.  Mann  Gives  Some 
Pointers  to  tlie  Un- 
initiated. 


He  Would  Prevent  the 
Use  of  Small  Cali- 
bre Rifles. 


"Speaking  of  habits  of  deer,  and  the 

manner  In  which  which  they  should  be 

hunted,"  said  Captain  Jacob  \V.  Mann, 

an  old  hunter  and   trapper,   yesterday, 

"I  ani  reminded  that  there  are  mighty 

few  of  the  city  people  that  know  much 

about    the   anin.als    except    when    they 

see  Uiem  dead  and  brought  in  here 
on  wagons  or  by  a  train. 

"All  male  deer  over  a  year  old  loose 
their  horns  the  lirsst  cold  weather  spell, 
as  do  moose  and  elk.  The  moose  and 
elk  know  by  instinct  when  they  are 
about  to  louse  their  liorus  and  they 
knock  them  off  in  the  brush  and  bury 
them.  That  is  the  reason  one  seldom 
finds  thtir  antler.s  in  the  wood^  except 
where  ihe  animal  has  been  shot  an'J 
left  by  a  hunter  or  has  been  killed  by 
the  wolves. 

"Different  reasons  have  been  assigned 
by  different  people  for  the  shedding 
of  antlers  by  the  male  deer,  fc^o  far  as 
I  have  observed  the  male  deer  are  very 
cross  and  vicious  toward  the  does  and 
fn\\ns  when  their  antlers  are  hard.  If 
this  condition  existed  all  the  year  lound 
the  male  deer  would  be  likely  to  kill 
a  the  fawns,  but  nature  has  provided 
that  duriiig  i-ertain  seasons  the  male 
<Jeers  horns  become  sofc  or  'in  the  vel- 
vet" a»  some  term  it.  At  that  period 
ot  the  season  the  male  deer's  head  is 
very  tender  ar.d  he  v.ill  touch  noth- 
ing with  his  antlers  until  the  new  one^a 
grov,  out  and  become  hard.  This  gives 
the  young  ones  a  chance  to  live  and 
grow  up.  The  new  horns  get  perfectly 
hard  about  the  lirst  of  September. 

"Deer  should  not  be  tracked  or  fol- 
lowed, when  being  hunted  for  any  long 
distance  or  they  will  become  thorough- 
ly frightened  and  wil  leave  that  pari 
of  tht-  i-iuntry.  The  scent  of  a  human 
being  alarms  a  devr  and  they  will  get 
the  scent  at  a  long  distance  if  the  wind 
Is  blowing  from  a  person  toward  them. 

"There  are  tricks  in  all  trades  and 
here  is  one  for  the  hunter.  If  a  deer 
is  run  into  a  thicket  and  there  is  no 
iesLBihlti  way  of  driving  him  out,  just 
Start  whlsting  'The  Girl  1  Left  Behind 
Me.'  or  any  other  old  air,  or  if  you 
cannot  whistle  start  singing.  The  deer 
•will  jump  up  high  in  the  air  to  dis- 
cover the  source  of  the  noise  and  the 
hunter  will  then  get  a  good  shot. 

"There  is  (juite  a  sentiment  against 
hunting  dct-r  with  dogs  but  1  believe 
that  it  would  be  all  right  to  hunt  them 
with  dogs  that  are  acustomed  to  the 
the  sport,  for  this  reason:  A  dog  that 
knows  its  business  hunting  deer  will 
only  chase  the  big  ones  and  will  let 
the  \oinig  deer  alone.  He  does  this 
because  the  musk  scent  from  the  hoofs 
of  an  old  deer  is  stronger  than  from  the 
young  ones  and  the  dog  can  more  easily 
follow  the  tracks.  This  musk  is  secret- 
ed in  the  front  of  the  dew  clawS,  as 
the^-  are  ttrmed. 

"The  state  of  Minnesota  has  a  law 
requiring  $1  for  a  hunting  license.  1 
believe  tliis  is  all  right,  but  1  do  not 
believe  that  the  license  sTsould  give 
the  person  holding  it  the  privilfge  of 
trespassliig  on   another's  land. 

"The  state  game  laws  should  give 
more  latitutde  in  the  matter  of  du<'k 
shfKHing.     Minnesota    people   should    be 

Eermitted  to  kill  more  <>f  them  and  also 
e  permitted  to  sell  them  in  the  home 
markets  in  the  fall.  The  duck  is  not 
a  native  bird  and  the  best  shooting 
season  occurs  when  they  migrate  over 
from  the  north.  The  ducks  go  South 
where  they  are  slain  by  thousands  by 
pot  hunters  and  sold  in  the  markets 
of  the  world,  yet  here  in  Minnesota 
the  hunters  cannot  put  any  he  does  kill 
in  the  market. 

"I  notice  that  in  recent  years  there 
has  been  a  great  increjise  of  small 
calibre  rif'..s  In  the  woods.  This  is  a 
mistake  for  the  large  calibre  ritles  are 
not  only  much  safer  when  there  are 
many  hunters  in  the  woods  for  the 
reason  the  ball  does  not  carry  so  far, 
but  the  larger  ball  is  not  so  apt  to  be 
deflected  froin  its  course  by  striking 
small  twigs  or  branches.  Many  a  hunt- 
er misses  his  game  because  his  bullet 
Is  deflected  by  striking  so  small  an 
object  as  a  twig  on  a  bush. 

"There  are  many  instances  where 
deer  have  been  struck  with  the  bullets 
from  small  calibre  rifles  and  have  run 
a  long  distance  before  lying  down  to 
die,  thus  being  lost  to  the  hunters. 

"I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  the  legislature  to  pass  a  law  making 
it  a  misdemeanor  for  a  man  to  hunt  big 
game   with  small  <  alibre  rifles."

Did  George  B.  William- 
son Suicide  or  Was 
He  Murdered? 

Chicago,  Nov.  12.— Was  George  Beau- 
mont Williamson,  of  this  city,  who  was 
found  dead  on  Oct.  3,  in  Indianapolis,  a 
suicide  or  was  he  the  victim  of  a  mur- 
der? 

The  latter  theory  is  the  one  held  by  the 
young  man's  parents,  who  are  now  In 
Indianapolis  and  have  cau.sed  the  body 
oi^  thtir   sou   to   be  exhumed. 

The  nature  of  t!ie  wounds,  which  con- 
sist of  a  gasli  across  the  brea.st,  a  jagged 
cut  in  tlie  throat,  and  a  bullet  hole  in 
the  head  is  what  gives  color  to  the  be- 
lief that  young  Williamson  died  b.v 
hand  of  an  a.ssailant  rather  than  by 
own   hand. 

The  Williamson.s  have  steadfastlv 
fused  to  give  credence  to  the  suicide 
theory  ever  since  the  death  of  the  yoang 
mnii  under  dramatic  circumstances  at 
the  home  of  J.  Butler,  of  Indianapolis,  a 
former    Chicago    acquaintance. 

Marvin  Welch,  of  Janesvillc,  Wis.,  vis- 
ited the  Indianapolis  ofi'ices  of  tlie  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  company  in  com- 
pany with  Williamson  and  was  found 
dead  the  same  night  that  Wiliiamson's 
life  ended,  but  in  another  part  of  the  citv. 
It  was  believed  that  the  two  men  entered 
into  a  compact  of  death.  William.-on 
was  employcil  In  the  auditing  department 
of  tiie  telephone  company. 

Developments  whlcli  followed  the  voung 
man's  death  led  to  the  belief  tliat  lie 
sought  the  position  In  order  to  make  a 
desperate  effort  to  better  his  position  and 
gain  the  consent  of  Griffith  Thomas  to 
become  tiie  husband  of  his  daughter, 
Ett:u 

who  was  well  known  as  a 
choir  of  Grace  Episcopal 
been  paying  attention  to 
for  a  Icng  time,  and  until 
a  regular  caller  at  her 
Thomas  said  that  the 
fact  that  Williamson  was  a  clerk  made 
the  marriage  impracticable.  He  is  said  to 
have  .--ent  tiie  young  man  from  his  door. 
Clandestine  meetings  followed,  but  the 
cloud  of  parental  opposition  worked  havoc 
witli  Williamson's  nerves.  He  had  heard 
tliat  the  mental  strain  of  the  Indianapolis 
po.-.ition  had  wrecked  tlie  nerves  of  seven 
young  men  who  had  preceded  him.  He 
believed  that  the  e-vacting  duties  of  the 
position  would  give  him  tlie  desired  relief 
instead  of  completing  his  ph\-sical  ruin.

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LONG  FEUD 
INjOWA 

Culminated  In   An    At- 
tempted Murder  at 
Polk  City. 


For  Twenty  Years  Jack- 
son Terrill  Expected 
the  Attack. 


Des  Moines,  la.,  Nov.  12.— A  feud  of 
twenty-one  years'  atandlgn  culminated 
in  an  attempted  murder  at  Polk  City, 
twenty  miles  north  of  this  place,  at  an 
early  hour  yesterday  morning.  Three 
crime.s,  resulting  in  the  death  of  live 
men,  are  woven  into  the  story  of  the 
feud,  which  is  a.s  spectacular  as  any- 
thing Kentucky  has  produced. 

Twenty-one  years  ago  Robert  Stubbs, 
son-in-law  of  Jackson  Terrill,  upon 
whom  the  murderous  assault  wa.s  made 
yesterday  morning,  wa.s  murdered  on 
the  Terrill  homestead.  He  had  sold  a 
carload  of  cattle  for  $800  and  placed  the 
money  under  his  pillow.  Two  men  en- 
tered his  room.  Stubbs  awoke  and 
showed  fight.  He  was  killed  by  a  bullet 
wound  in  the  chest  and  his  assailants 
escaped. 

Teirill,  the  father-in-law,  enlisted  the 
services  of  Robert  Clingen,  in-oprietor 
of  the  general  store  at  Polk  City,  and 
the  two  men  contributed  $500  each  and 
their  services  toward  catching  the  crim- 
inals. Jack  Cline  was  arrested  and 
tried  in  Polk  county,,  but  proved  an 
alibi.  During  the  six  months  TerntI 
and  Clingen  worked  on  the  case  they 
were  frequently  warned  to  give  it  up. 
After  Cline  was  acquitted  they  re- 
doubled their  efforts. 

<  'llngen,  in  an  anonymous  letter,  was 
given  a  week  to  leave  the  state.  At  the 
end  of  the  week  he  was  murdered  in 
his  store  at  night.  A  posse  of  Teriill's 
and  Cllngen's  friends  chased  two  men 
who  were  suspected  of  the  crime  across 
the  state  for  over  100  miles,  finally 
capturing  the  men  after  a  desperate 
light  nevir  Audibon.  Crawford,  one  of 
the  men,  was  killed  in  the  light,  his 
body  being  pierced  with  lifieen  bullets. 
Hardy,  the  other,  was  taken  back  to 
J^olk  •"ity  and  lymhed  the  next  day  by 
an  angry  mob,  who  hanged  him  to  the 
stringers  of  the  iron  bridge  across  the 
Des  Moines  river.  Immediately  after 
the  lynching  Terrill  received  a  letter, 
saying:  "Your  turn  will  come  next, 
Jack  Terrill!" 

For  twenty  years  Terrill  has  been 
Avaiting  for  the  attack.  Cline,  in  whose 
brea.st  it  was  believed  the  secret  of  the 
murders  was  held,  moved  from  Polk 
<'lty  five  years  ago  and  wag  killed  In  a 
fight  with  a  farmer  named  Jack  Byers, 
in  Jasper  county. 

"With  Cline  out  of  the  way  Terrill  feit 
more  at  ease.  He  has,  however,  slept 
with  a  loaded  shotgun  and  revolver 
upon  his  bed  for  twenty  years.  When 
the  attack  v.as  made  yesterday  morn- 
ing Terrill  poured  buckshot  and  bullets 
from  his  house,  wounding  one  of  the 
men  who  sought  entrance.  Many  of  the 
shots  were  returned. 

The  meui  had  opened  the  window  to 
Terrill's  r\om  and  the  old  man,  who 
had  lived  alone  for  ten  years  since  Ihe 
deatli  of  his  wife,  awoke.  The  attack- 
ing jiarty  escaped  in  a  buggy,  and  al- 
though bloo<lhounda  were  put  on  the 
trail  Infide  of  five  hours,  the  men  have 
not  been  traced.

Wa.shlngton,  Nov.  12.— "Alvey  A.  Adoe 
diplomat,"  is  the  way  in  which  the  sec- 
ond a.ssistant  secretary  of  state  might 
sign  himself  if  he  chose.  No  man  in  the 
United  States  has  a  better  right. 

Is  there- a  treaty  to  be  framed  whose 
language  must  be  su^h  as  to  bind  an- 
other nation  in  toils  which  it  cannot 
loosen  and  at  the  same  time  impose 
uixni  the  United  s^tates  no  obligation 
that  will  rise  to  harass  her  in  the  fu- 
ture, it  is  to  Mr.  Adee  that  the  task 
is  assigned. 

Is  there  a  circular  note  to  the  powers 
to  be  drawn  up,  a  note  that  will  be- 
come history  and  mark  an  epoch  in 
the  foreign  relations  of  the  United 
States?  Mr.  Adee  is  told  the  line  to 
be  followed,  and  it  is  in  his  phrases  thai 
f  powers  will  learn  of  our  attitude. 

Is  the  government  about  to  take  an 
important  step  in  any  i  elation  wu'a 
loreig  powers,  to  Mr.  Adee  the  proposi- 
tion involved  will  be  submitted  and  its 
evi-ry  ratilicaiion  will  be  studied  out 
with  probable  resultant  effects  just  as 
another  man  Uiight  iigure  out  as  many 
as  twelve  or  fifteen  moves  in  a  choss 
game. 

There  are  other  men  who  are  skilled 
in  some  sjtecial  line  of  diplomacy,  but 
none  who  his  the  same  general  all- 
around  knowledge  of  its  intricacies  and 
day  in  and  day  oyt  gives  it  the  same 
amount  of  study  and  attention.  Most 
of  cur  diplomats  confine  their  studies 
to  the  legal  aspect  of  diplomacy;  tc 
the  construction  of  treaties  and  the 
bearings  of  international  law;  to  the 
problems  that  grow  out  of  extradition 
treaties;  to  the  special  cases  which 
develop  intei national  arbitrations;  to 
the  preparation  of  state  documents. 
Perhaps  none  has  a  better  grasp  of  all 
these  special  lines  than  Mr.  Adee. 

Then,  too,  few  men  have  been  situated 
as  he  for  the  study  of  the  speciallcv 
He  came  to  the  state  department  long 
agao  in  a  minor  capacity,  and  has  risen 
to  his  present  position.  Today  he  is 
GO,  but  he  docs  not  look  it.  It  is.  per- 
haps, true  of  him,  as  it  is  of  no  other 
under  secretary  of  the  government,  that 
he  is  indispensable. 

Mr.  Adee,  like  most  men  of  a  stud- 
ious inclination  and  thoroughly  absoib- 
ed  in  their  work,  is  the  most  modes  i 
of  men.  In  the  last  few  years  he  has 
been  called  upon  to  act  as  secretary  of 
state  for  short  periods  and  sometimes 
when  movements  of  great  internatior.a. 
interest  were  in  course. 

This  iias  had  the  effect  of  bringing 
him  into  contact  with  the  general  pub- 
lic more  than  in  the  former  yeais  of 
his  service.  It  has  made  hi'm  more 
approachable.  But  he  retains  a  repu- 
tation acquired  in  his  early  relations 
with  official  work  as  an  unapproachable 
dry,  studious  man.  admittettly  of  great 
attainments,  but  thoroughly  oblivious 
to  all  things  which  do  ot  have  to  do  with 
the  task  he  has  in  hand. 

That  is  not  the  real  Adee  at  nil.  He 
is  a  man  v.ho  has  a  dry  line  of  humor 
all  his  own.  There  was  a  time  recently 
when  he  suffered  an  attack  of  gnp. 
At  the  same  time  a  prudent  meinber  of 
the  diplnjuatic  corps  was  similaily 
the  club  on  the  first  day  of  their  con- 
afilicted.  He  and  the  diplomat  met  at 
the  club  on  the  first  day  of  their  con- 
valescence, and  there  was  an  exchange 
of  sympathy. 

"Ah,  and  how  do  you  feel.  Mr.  Am-  ' 
bassador?"  inquired  Mr.  Adee.  , 

"Most  awfully  stupid  and  worn,  don't  , 
vou  know,  Mr.  Secretary.     I  am  so  ex- 
hausted from  my  long  illness  that  1  can 
hardly   drag  one  foot  after   the  other." 

Adee  shook  his  head,  and  then,  bright- 
ening up,  suggested,  "Yes,  true;  but 
don't  you  know,  under  the  the  circum- 
stances, you  should  be  glad  that  you 
are  not  a  centipede,  with  a  thousand 
feet." 

Few    men    have    retentive    memory  | 
that  he   possesses.

power.  But  he  caniiot  disown  them. 
He  is  bound  as  closely  as  though  the  • 
acts  were  his  own. 

Suppose,    as   has   been    the   case   fre-  ', 
quently  In  our  relations  with  southern 
republics,    the   department    is    suddenly 
called  upon  to  decide  whether  a  paper 
blockade,     as    announced     by    a     petty 
power.  Is  effective.     It  is  the  task  of  the 
secretary   of  state   to   decide   what   our 
attitude    shall    be.        The    secretary    ot 
state  decides  Mhat   shall   be  the  course 
of  our  government   in   conference   with  i 
ihe  president  of  the  United  States.     Tt  ' 
Mr.  Adee  in  all  probability  will  then  be  | 
assigned  the   task  of  makjng  it   accord  ■ 
with  precedents  of  the  past. 

Either    Mr.    Adee   finds    in    the   store- 
house of  his  memory  a  line  of  precedents  ! 
which  will  warrant  this  government  in  : 
its  action,  or   he  possesses  the  equalI^   i 
valuable      characteristic      of      knowing  : 
where  to  find  thein  in  the  libiaiy  of  t  ;e 
state  papers.     He   will   show  what    was 
the  attitude  we   insisted   upon   in   rela- 
tion to  blockades  during  the  civil  w;.r.  i 
He   will   show  what   former  secietaiies  | 
of  state  have  said  publicly  and  in  cor- 
rti^pondence    with    other  nations   as    to  ; 
our    views.       Foreign   powers   have   re-  ! 
corded   them   as  carefully  as   have   we.  \ 
and  if  the  slightest  precedent  of  a  de.id 
secretary    is    violated,    it    will    be    tne  ! 
part  of  the  foreign  power  to  point  out 
how  we  conflict  with  the  policies  of  the 
past. 

It  is  the  task  of  Mr.  Mr.  Adee  to  make 
the  present  policy  conform  with  the 
past.  Sometiir.es  his  citing  of  prece- 
dents for  a  line  of  action  conflicts  with 
what  the  administration  seeks  to  ac- 
complish. Foreign  powers  have  no  re- 
gadr  for  the  changed  conditions  under 
which  the  precedents  are  establlshi><l 
o  rto  the  change  of  administration,  and 
the  task  of  Mr.  Adee  is  then  a  hard 
one. 

In  time  ho  seldom  fails  to  accom- 
plish the  desired  end.  It  may  be 
brought  about  by  the  shading  giv(M! 
to  the  phrases  in  which  the  action  of  the 
administration  or  even  its  determina- 
tion, or  opinion  s  set  forth.  It  may  bt^ 
in  the  citngf  of  ,other  precedents  equally 
strorig  or  eon  voicing. 

All  these  things  require  days  and  days 
of  study.  Thty  require  not  only  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
this  country,  in  its  relation?  with  cthar

In  Rogues  Gallery. 

Albany,  N.  Y..  Nov.  12.— Roland  B. 
Molineux  cannot  compel  the  return  to 
him  of  the  photographs  and  Bertillon 
records  constituting  the  personal  record 
of  his  case  in  the  office  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  state  prison  depart- 
ment. The  appellate  division  yesterday 
afTirniea  the  order  <»f  Justice  Howard, 
denying  Molineux's  api)lication  for  a 
l)eremptory  mandamus. 

Molmeux,  who  was  once  sentenced  to 
death  for  the  murder  by  mailed  poison 
of  Mrs.  Kate  J.  Adams,  but  who  upon 
a  new  trial  ordered  by  the  court  of 
appeals  was  acquitted,  contended  that 
his  acquittal  vitiated  the  state's  right 
to  keep  record  of  him  as  a  convict,  and 
demanded  the  return  of  the  records. 
Judge  Howard  denied  the  application 
on  grounds  of  public  policy.

As  some  of  the  best  explorers  of  the 
Canadian  geological  survey  have  been  j 
traversing  that  region  in  the  past  few  ' 
years,    it    is   more    than    probable    that  I 
Capt.    Glazier  has   had   his   usual   mis-  j 
fortune  of  falling  afoul  of  earlier  dis-  j 
coverles.    The  captain's  chief  discovery  ' 
on   his  first   visit   to   Labrador,    in   183^:, 
was  an  important  river  widening  In  its 
course    Into    a    series    of   lakes    which, 
according    to    his    account,    had    never 
been  heard  of  by  the  oldest  inhabitants 
along   the    coast.      A    ploddlne    student 
was  so  unkind,  a  little  later,  as  to  ref  ^r 
to  the  volume  and  pages  in  which  this 
river  and  its  lakes  were  first  described, 
some  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago. 

II  Capt,  Glazier  had  not  the  elasticity 
o€  a  rubber  ball  he  would  have  been 
crushed  to  powder  long  before  this  by 
the  unkind  remarks  of  his  envious 
critics.  It  was  this  unappreciated  ex- 
plorer who  ■discovered"  a  little  lake, 
known  on  the  maps  as  Elk  lake,  just 
south  of  Lake  Itasca,  wnich  he  named 
Lake  Glazier  and  made  known  to  tne 
world  as  the  ultimate  source  of  the 
Mississippi  river. 

The  energy  with  which  the  captain 
blazoned  the  news  of  hi.^  great  dis- 
covery has  never  been  equalled  by  any 
other  explorer.  His  map  of  the  "reai 
source  of  the  Mississippi"  was  printed 
by  the  Royal  Geographical  society  of 
London,  and  Lake  Glazier  was  intro- 
duced to  the  public  in  piany  thousands 
of  copies  of  geographical  text  books  be- 
fore serious  examination  of  the  preten- 
sions of  the  indomitable  explorer  began  j 
to  be  made. 

Before  the  critics  were  through  with 
him,  H.  D.  narrower,  of  New  York, 
wrote  a  pamphlet  in  the  sharpest  of 
English  to  show  that  Glazier  had  dis- 
covered nothing  at  all:  Kussell  Hinman, 
of  New  York,  had  provecr  that  he  ■Met- 
eorological Observations"  published  by 
Glazier  had  been  copied,  word  for  word 
and  figure  for  figure,  from  the  (»bserva- 
tions  made  by  Schoolcraft  in  182li:  th* 
American  Geographical  society  had  told 
the  story  how  "he  succeeded  in  im- 
posing his  Lake  Glazier  upon  the  peo- 
ple;" J,  V.  Brower  had  printed  columns 
to  show  that  he  was  "an  unprincipled 
plagiarist;"  the  Minnesota  Historica 
society  had  dubbed  him  "a  pervernr 
of  history  and  a  distorer  of  ceography;' 
the  Fifth  International  Geographicil 
congress,  at  Berne,  had  voted  that  hi.-; 
pretensions  were  unfounded;  seventy 
geographical  societies  had  said  the 
same  thing,  and  the  legislature  of  Min- 
nesota had  enacted  a  law  forbidding 
the  use  in  the  public  schools  of  any 
school  geography  giving  the  name  of 
Lake  Glazier  to  Elk  lake. 

Bui    Glazier    only    throve    under    this 
i  storm  of  denunciation  and  protest.     He 
ihas  been  knocked  down  rei>eatedly,  only 
'  to   come    to   the   scratch   again    with   a 
smiling  face. 
I      He    has    answered    his   detractors   by 
!  .sending  them  copies  of  his  books.     His 
\  distinguished    career    as    an    explorer 
ihas  known  no  interruption:  and  among: 
I  his    brilliant    achievements    on    record 
I  in    the   verv    latest    edition    of    "Who's 
Who    in    America"    (IDoS-IHO.t),-  in    the 
I  notice  devoted  to  "Willard.  Glazier,  sol- 
I  dier,  author,  explorer,"' ara  found  these 
words:  '  '  I 

"Located.  1*^S1,  and  verified  on  his  sec-  , 
ond  expedition.  1891.  the  trtie  source  of  ; 
the  Mississippi  in  a  hilw  beyond  Itasca, 
now  known  as  Lake  Gltiziar." 

Thus  is  the  truth  of-  history,  as  ex- 
pounded by  Glazier,  trtumphant  to  this 
day.  ■ 


After  receiving  a  merciless  beating  at 
the  hands  of  the  local  eleven  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  the  Blaine  high 
sc^hool  team  of  Superior  inWted  the  Cen- 
trals across  the  bay  yesterday  afternoon 
and  turned  the  tables  on  them  hi  the 
most  approved  style.

It  is  the  old  story  of  degeneration  to- 
ward the  end  of  the  season,  and  the  team 
that  promised,  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  to  give  the  Minneapolis  Centrals 
the  fight  of  their  lives,  got  the  worse 
of  it  at  the  bands^  of  St.  Cloud  and  Su- 
perior. 

At  th'»  present  rate  of  retrogres.sion  the 
lc»cal  eleven  will  be  alwut  a  maieh  for  the 
Virginia  second  eleven  by  Thanksgiving 
dJkv. 

The  feature  of  yesterday's  play,  as  it 
has  been  for  the  past  two  or  three  game-t. 
was  lack  of  energy  on  the  part  of  the 
Duluth  players.  They  got  together  at 
times  for  some  good  mass  plays,  and 
worked  In  some  clever  end  runs,  but  they 
did  noi  show  the  spirit  that  rolled  up  such 
heavy  scores  against  Ashland,  Virginia 
and  Blaine  in  the   first  game. 

Gallagher,  McDevitt  and  Richards  put 
up  a  good  game  for  Duluth,  while  Buch- 
anan, Jackson  and  Logee  were  the  shin- 
ing stars  in   the  Superior  aggregation. 

Duluth  kicked  off  to  Superior  s  25-yard 
line  The  ball  was  carried  back  10  yards 
by  Jackson,  and  then  worked  down  the 
field  to  Duluth'8  15-yard  line  by  repeated 
line-bvicklng. 

Here  the  ball  was  lost  on  a  fumble,  but 
Duluth  was  held  for  downs.

Haven,  Conn.,  Nov.  12.— Profea- 
A.  Bumstead  and  L.  P.  Wheeler 
Yale  scientific  school  have  just 
completed    their    first      set    of     experi- 
ments   on    the    radio-active    gas    which 
Was  recently  discovered  by  them  to  be 
present  in  some  of  the  drinking  water 
of  this  city.     It   was   thought   that   the 
presence   of   the    water   might    indicate 
the  existence  of  radium  hereabouts,  but 
Professor  Bumstead  said  that  so  far  as 
his  exi»eriments  went   he  could   see   no 
I  rea.«on    to    expect      that      New    Haven 
j  would    be    benefited    in    a    commercial 
;  way   from   the  discovery  of  this  radio- 
'  active  gas. 

I  "My  experiments."  he  went  on,  "iii- 
Idicate  that  the  gas  is  not  an  emana- 
'  tlon  from  any  radio-active  substar.ce 
I  dissolved  in  the  water,  for  the  residue 
I  from  the  water  is  very  slightly  if  at  all 
1  active." 

Gas  drawn  from  the  ground  near  the  ; 
lake  supplying  the  water  has  been  test-  | 
ed  by  tiie  Yale  s-ientists.  and  has  been  ' 
found  to  be  almost  three  times  as  radio-  j 
a(  live    as    (he    eas    from    the    surface 
water.     This  might   indicate  that  there  . 
was  radium   preserit   in   the   rocks  near 
by,    but    whether   this    is   so   the     Yale 
scientists   have   not   yet   tried  to  deter- 
mine. 

In  speaking  of  how  the  gas  was  found 
Profe.ssor  Bumstead  said: 

•At  the  request  of  Professor  J.  J. 
Thomson.' wTio  was  visiting  heie  last 
spring.  Professor  Wheeler  and  iny.self 
undertook  to  find  out  if  a  radio-ft'tlvi? 
gas  existed  in  the  deep-level  waters  of 
this  vicinKy,^-'  He  called  our  attention 
to  the  work  done  in  the  Cavendish  la- 
boratory (hu  ">  radio-a.nlve  gas  found 
in  waters  coming  from  aeep  levels  in 
that   region. 

"We  secureft  some  water  for  experi- 
ment from  a  spring  near  New  MilfoKj. 
Conn.,  which  v,as  estimated  to  be  about 
1.J00  feet  <leejj,  and  found  that  it  was 
radlo-acti\e.  We  then  took  .some  water 
from  one  of  the  surface  lakes  here, 
which  is  use<|  as  a  reservoir,  and  we 
found  this  to  our  surprise  to  contain 
a  strongly  active  gas.  We  tried  the 
water  direct  Ifrom  the  lake,  and  allter 
it  had  come  through  the  pipes,  but  the 
result  was  the  sante. 

"The  water  was  then  taken,  and 
after  the  gas  had  been  expelled,  was 
aearted  by  dropping  and  aiiowed  to 
stand  for  sixteen  days,  but  it  did  not 
recover  the  jpower  of  giving  oft  a  radio- 
active gas.  That  was  the  experiment 
that  indicated  that  the  gas  does  not 
come  from  a  radio-active  substance 
dissolved  in   the   water." 

Experiments  will  be  carried  on  for 
some  time  in  the  Yale  laboratory  to 
determine  the  cause  of  the  preserice  of 
this  eras.

St.  Paul.  Nov.  12.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — A  decision  involving  the  Min- 
nesota factory  law  was  filed  in  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals  by  Judge  San- 
born today. 

The  Minnesota  case  is  that  of  tha 
Glenmont  Lumber  company,  plaintiff 
in  error,  against  Theodore  Roy.  Roy 
was  an  employe  in  the  Glenmont  com- 
pany's sawmill  at  Cass  Lake  in  Octo- 
ber, 1900.  It  was  his  business  to  use  a 
cant  hook  in  guiding  logs  upon  a  cir- 
cular saw,  and  In  that  work  he  was 
required  to  stand  upon  a  bumper. 
While  in  this  work  his  hook  slipped 
and  he  fell  upon  the  saw,  injuring  his 
hand.  It  appeared  that  there  was  no 
post  in  use  at  all  for  the  workmen  to 
steady  themselves,  as  in  other  mills. 
The  bumper  was  shaky  and  narrow. 
The  cant  hook  was  loose  in  Its  socket, 
and  the  saw  was  not  boxed,  as  required 
by  the  Minnesota  factory  law. 

Judge  Shiras,  In  the  clrcuic  court  for 
Minnesota,  refused  to  direct  a  verdict 
for  the  defendant  company,  and  the 
jury  gave  a  verdict  of  $800  for  Roy. 
The  Glenmont  company  appealed  from 
this  refusal  to  direct  a  verdict.  The 
court  of  appeals  finds  that  Judge  Shiras 
erred  and  reverses  him.  The  decision 
of  Judge  Sanborn  in  brief  Is  that  Roy 
took  the  risk  when  he  continued  work- 
ing instead  of  quitting  his  job. 

Judge  Thayer  dissents,  upholding 
Judge  Shiras  in  the  following  statement: 

'Juries  should  be  permitted  to  find, 
in  such  cases  as  this,  whether  the  ser- 
vant, with  a  full  knowledge  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  risk,  agreed  with  his 
master  to  assume  it  and  absolve  him

PLUMBERS'  LAW  IS  HELD  VOID 
BY  THE  STATE  SUPREME  COURT 

Decision  of  Ramsey  County  District  Court,  Uphold- 
ing the  Incandescent  Gasoline  Contract  of  St. 
Paul,  to  Cleveland  Vapor  Light  Company,  Reversed. 


N'W  York,  Nov.  13.— Thirty  of  the 
largest  flour  dealers  here,  including  job- 
bers and  wholes.ile  grocers,  have 
formed  an  association  to  reerulate 
their  dealings  with  the  b.akers.  They 
assert  that  the  latter  are  in  the  habit 
of  making  contracts  for  a  season's  sup-

St.  Paul,  Nov.  13.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  supreme  court  today 
decided  that  the  law  passed  by  the 
last  legislature  that  plumbers  must 
take  out  licenses  before  being  per- 
mitted to  do  plumbing  work  is  uncon- 
stitutional. Judge  Lewis  of  the  district 
court  has  held  that  the  law  was  valid. 
Paul  Chapel,  a  plumber,  was  under  ar- 
rest for  violating  the  law  and  has  been 
ordered   released. 

The  supreme  court  reversed  the  deci- 
sion of  Judge  Lewis  of  the  Ramsey 
county  district  court,  in  which  the  lat- 
ter upheld  the  award  of  the  incan- 
descent gasoline  contract  of  St.  Paul 
to  the  Cleveland  Vapor  Light  company 


a  year  ago.  The  case  was  the  suit  of 
John  F.  Broderick  against  the  city  lo 
restrain  the  city  from  executing  a  con- 
tract awarded  to  the  Cleveland  Vapc«r 
Light  company  in  the  latter  part  of 
1902.  The  Cleveland  company  was  given 
a  contract  for  2300  Incandescent  gaso- 
line lamps  at  $23.96  each,  and  the  lower 
bid  of  the  Western  Street  Lighting 
company  was  rejected.  The  Western 
company  bid  was  $22.25  per  lamp  per 
year. 

The  supreme  court  sustains  Judge 
Lewis  in  holding  that  the  council  was 
within  its  authority  In  rejecting  the 
Western  company's  bid,  but  reverses 
him  on  another  point.  It  is  held  that 
the  council  should  not  have  awarded 
the  contract  by  motion,  as  was  done, 
but  by  resolution  or  ordinance.

Of  Electors  Who  Will  Choose 
the  Deputies. 

Berlin,  Nov.  13.— The  returns  from  230 
districts'  show  that  the  elections  yes- 
terday of  the  electors  who  are  to  choose 
deputies  to  the  lower  house  of  the 
Prussian  diet  resulted  as  follows:  Con- 
servatives, 103;  Free  Conservatives,  33; 
Clericals,  78;  National  Liberals,  60;

Poles,  7;  Independents,  6;  Danes,  2.

Two  amendments  were  offered  in  com- 
mJtiGe,  but  both  were  rejected  by  the  Re- 
publican votes.

Cooper,  extended  the  provisions  of  the 
treaty  to  all  other  countries.  The  other, 
offered  by  Mr.  Williams,  the  minority 
floor  leader,  abolished  the  differential 
duty   on   sugar.

"Great  Britain  has  taken  similar  ac- 
tion to  France.  This  does  not  imply 
the  recognition  of  Panama's  indepen- 
dence, but  merely  recognizes  it.s  tem- 
porary government.  No  request  has 
been  leceived  for  a  formal  recognition 
of  its  Independence,  and  even  If  the  re- 
quest is  made  it  could  scarcely  be 
granted  until  the  new  Panama  govern- 
ment is  established  on  a  basis  which 
interniitional  precedent  recognizes  as 
justifying  such  recognition." 


Washington.  Nov.  13.— The  state  depart- 
ment has  learned  that  Messrs.  Boyd,  Ama- 
dor and  Arc^.imeiia.  the  commisioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Paniima  government  to 
a.*;sist  Minister  Bunau-Varllla  In  the  ne- 
gotiation of  ^  canal  treaty  with  the 
Inlted  States,  will  arrive  in  New  York 
next  Tuesday  and  in  Washington  on  the 
following  day.  The  treaty  negotiations 
are  expected  to  begin  formally,  almost 
Immediately  upon  their  arrival  here.  In 
fact,  a  good  deal  of  work  ot  a  preparatory 
nature  in  the  construction  of  a  new  treaty 
has  already  been  done.

Skirt  Are  a  Nuis- 
ance. 

Jackson,  Mich.,  Nov.  18.— The  young: 
women  of  this  city  are  enjoying  the 
strange  fad  of  appearing  in  male  attire 
at  social  functions.  These  parties  are 
called  girls'  staij:  parties  and  are  at- 
tended by  from  forty-live  to  flfty  young 
women  at  u  time. 

Some  of  the  gatherings  take  place  at 
private  homes,  but  a  good  many  are 
held  In  large  halls  in  the  city  and  are 
meetings  of  importance.  Some  of  the 
best-known  young  women  here  attend 
the  functions,  and  they  are  conflned  to 
no  part  of  the  city  or  to  no  class  or 
society. 

The.se  parties  are  only  given  during 
the  winter  months,  although  several 
young  women  donned  hickory  shirts 
and  overalls  to  assist  them  In  enjoying 
the  summer  outiitg.  The  young  women 
say  skirts  are  a  drawback  to  tlie 
thorough  enjoyment  of  life  in  the  coun- 
try, hence  they  discard  the  cumber- 
some attire,  and  dre.ssed  in  stout  blue 
overalls  they  climb  fences,  wade  in 
streams  and  thoroughly  enjoy  the 
country   life. 

One  of  the  reasons  advanced  for  the 
queer  state  of  affairs  here  Is  that  there 
is  a  scarcity  of  young  men.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  youths  leave  town  for 
college  or  for  the  big  cities,  where  they 
find  employment,  and  the  young  woineo 
are  left  at  honiC. 

The  girls  themselves  are  at  a  loss  to 
tell  ju?t  why  the  craze  has  taken  sucn 
a  hold  on  them.  Said  one  o  flhe  bright 
girls  wiio  has  been  photographed  many 
times  in  borrf»wed  male  attire: 

"1  think  the  fad  Ik  aue  to  photo- 
graphs. You  see,  some  of  the  girls 
tried  the  scheme  just  as  a  lark.  They 
found  It  great  sport  to  dress  up  in  male 
attire  and  they  thought  it  would  be 
fun  to  have  their  pictures  taken. 

"After  they  showed  the  pictures 
around  other  girls  tried  the  plan,  and 
from  that  time  to  this  the  parties  have 
been  growing  in  favor.  Of  course,  boys 
are  barred  out.  The  gatherings  are 
strictly  stag  parties  for  girls,  atid  we 
I  are  very  careful  that  boys  shall  be  ex- 
I  eluded.  Nearly  every  girl  has  a  bro- 
!  ther,  a  cousin  or  a  young  man  friend 
who  is  willing  to  loan  the  clothing, 
and  one  of  the  jolllest  parts  of  the  busi- 
ness is  to  go  borrowing  the  suits  for  a 
party."

The  right 
to  abrogate  the  treaty,  he  said,  ought 
to  be  reserved  in  tlils  instance  as  it  is 
reserved  in  all  treaties,  upon  due  notice 
being  given.  It  is  customary  in  every 
treaty,  he  .said,  to  fix  a  period  for  the 
continuance  of  the  treaty.  but  both 
sides  understand  that  it  is  subject  to 
the   right   of  abrogation   upon   notlcf. 

"This  treaty."  continued  Mr.  Williams, 
"sreminglv  goes  a  bit  further  and  umier- 
takes  to  bind  the  Tiiited  States  legally 
in  the  respects  mentioned.  Of  course, 
legallv,  the  proposition  Is  absurd  on  its 
face.  "  But  it  is  a  matter  of  #,i  ave  impor- 
tance, notwithstanding  that  fact,  for  tills 
reason,  that  It  might  be  argued  when 
the  (luestlon  cami<  up  for  reconsideration 
that  we  were  morally  bound  although  not 
legally  bound.

Saved  Torpedo  Boat  De- 
stroyer Lawrence  From 
Destruction. 

Norfolk.  Ya.,  Nov.  13.— The  heroism  of 
lileiit.  Jiolatid  I.  Curtin  and  several 
seamen  oti  board  the  torpedo  boat  des- 
troyer Lawicni-e  yesterday  saved  that 
craft  from  destruction.  A  lighted 
candle  I'ft  by  a  workman  on  a  wooden 
box  in  tlie  vt'SseFB  forward  compart- 
ment caused  a  tire  whioh  burned  much 
of  thu  I>;i\vrence's  wood  work  liefore 
It  was  extinguished  by  Lieut,  ("urtin 
and  sontr  seamen  just  before  the  flames 
reath'-d  the  magazine,  in  whioh  a  quan- 
tity of  explosive  was  stored.  In  iheir 
battle  against  the  flames  Lieut.  Curtin 
and  his  men  were  so  ovoreome  by  the 
ernoke  thrtt  they  lost  consciousness  after 
the  tight  was  won  and  were  hurried 
on  board  the  cruiser  Olympla  fr  treat- 
ment.    Their    condition    i.s    not    serious. 

The  lire  ocurred  in  a  stuffy  compai  l- 
ment,  directly  adjoining  the  magazine 
and  had  gained  connlderable  headway 
■wheni  It  was  discovered.  The  place 
filled    with    a    dense    smoke    that 


baffled  the  efforts  of  the  crew  and  caus- 
ed them  to  fall  helpless  to  the  steel 
floor.  Time  and  again  Lieut.  Cutrin 
dived  into  the  fire  chamber  and  em- 
erged with  the  unconscious  form  of  a 
seaman  In  his  grasp.

Composes   March    For    the 
West  Point  Cadets. 

New  York,  Nov.  13.— Miss  Jane  Boat- 
ntr  L.e  Blanc,  a  little  Southern  girl,  has 
jumped  into  sudden  fame  as  a  com- 
poser. Her  first  effort  has  just  been 
published,  the  title  being  "Gala  Par- 
ade," a  two-step  march.  The  composer 
is  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  fine  old 
Southern    families,    and    the    ancestral 

plantation  near  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  was 
her  birthplace. 

Although  Miss  Le  Blanc  is  only  17 
years  old  she  has  gained  no  little  note 
in  her  native  state  aa  u  devotee  of 
music.

New  York,  Nov.  13.— "Quarantined 
with  a  Circus"  is  the  title  of  a  comedy 
which  i?  being  rehearsed  today  by  th« 
members  of  the  Adam  Forepaugh  and 
Sells  Brothers'  circus,  who  returned  to 
the  city  after  having  been  held  up  in 
Texas  and  Louisiana  and  compelled  to 
cut  their  season  off  three  weeks  on  ac- 
count of  a  yellow  fever  Mcare. 

As  the  members  of  the  show  reached 
town  they  reported  to  the  Barnum  & 
Bailey  headquarters,  opposite  the  Wal- 
dorf, and  despite  the  seriousness  of  the 
affair  In  Texas,  for  the  show  people, 
each  one  told  a  most  amusing  account 
of  the  hold-up. 

The  outfit  arrived  In  the  suburbs  of 
Hou.ston,  Tex.,  on  the  night  of  Oct.  20. 
The  show  train,  In  four  sections, 
stopped  about  six  miles  out  of  the  city 
for  orders,  and  while  they  were  side- 
trackt-d  a  special  train  if  one  car  and 
an  engine  loomed  up  from  the  city 
health  department. 

A  full  score  of  health  department  offi- 
cers wearing  the  conventional  Texas 
top  pieces  and  brace  of  revolvers, 
rushed  from  the  special  train  along 
both  sides  of  the  show  train,  ordeiing 
everybody  who  had  stepped  out  to  get 
back  immediately  and  not  to  dare  put 
foot  on  the  soli  in  that  locality  under 
penalty  of  $100  fine  or  the  rock  pile  for 
'140  days. 

The  manner  in  which  the  show  peo- 
ple climbed  into  their  cars  was  hurried 
and  ludicrous.  Then  the  health  otticers 
walked  up  and  down  the  track  with 
their  drawn  revolvers  notifying  every- 
body that  the  penalty  of  stepping  oft 
the  train  again  was  sure  death. 

For  the  first  time  the  circus  people 
learned  that,  after  they  had  left  San 
Antonio,  a  yellow  fever  quarantine  had 
been  established,  and  every  town  in 
Texas  and  many  In  Louisiana  had 
barred  every  living  creature  that  iiad 
been  anywhere  near  San  Antonio.  Of 
cour.^e.  the  show  was  thrown  into  a 
state  of  consternation,  but  the  man- 
agers realized  that  there  was  nothing 
to  do  but  to  go  to  some  forsaken  spot 
and  disband  for  the  winter.  Not  a  town 
would  allow  the  disbandment  to  take 
place  within  twenty  miles  of  its  out- 
skirts. 

Everywhere  that  the  train  stopped 
armed  men  were  waiting  to  prevent  the 
circus  performers  from  even  getting  off 
to  gel  a  drink  of  water.  The  train  peo- 
ple did  not  know  what  to  do  with  the 
aggregation,  but  they  finally  suggested 
a  run  to  Cobb's  .Switch,  about  twenty 
miles  from  Dallas,  and  the  run  was 
made  and  the  TOO  scared  perforniers, 
with  animals  and  paraphernalia,  ar- 
rived at  Mr.  t^obb's  desolate  switch  In 
the  dead  of  night. 

There  was  absolutely  nothing  at  this 
place  but  one  store  and  a  wooden  shed 
tilled  with  corn  shucks.  The  chandel- 
ier man  yanked  out  the  biggest  gaso- 
line light  that  he  had  and  put  It  up 
on  the  edge  of  a  neighboring  prairie. 

The  show  people  then  got  out,  there 
being  no  health  officers  around,  and  the 
management  announced  that  they 
would  immediately  pay  off  and  disband.

HOOVER  IN 
CHARGE 

For  Stealing  Money  of 

Bank  of  Which  He 

Was  Cashier. 


Warrant  Was  Served  as 

He  Lay  111  In  His 

Bed. 


Nev.ark,  *  »hio,  Nov.  13. — Harry  J. 
Hoover,  until  lately  cashier  of  the 
Lickin^j:  County  bank  and  former  as- 
Bistant  <ashitr  of  the  People's  bank  of 
Newark,  was  arrested  in  his  home  on 
Granvilif  sirn  t  by  a  deputy  United 
States  marshal  upon  a  federal  warrant 
Issued   in   Cincinnati. 

Upon  presentation  of  an  affidavit 
Bignt'd  by  Ur.  Charles  H.  Stimson,  that 
Hoover  is  suffering  from  nervous  pros- 
tration and  is  bedfast,  Hoover  was  not 


removed  to  the  United  States  comision-  I 
er's  office  in  Columbus.  The  hearing 
was  held  in  the  Hoover  residence  be- 
fore Squire  Thomas  L.  King.  Hoover 
was  bound  over  to  the  federal  grand 
jury,  the  $10,000  bond  being  signed  by 
Frederick  M.  Black,  Bess  G.  Rhoad.^, 
Lillian  Rhodes,  Harry  Hoover  and  Mrs. 
Alice  Fleek  Miller.  The  Misses  Rhoads 
are  sisters-in-law  of  Hoover  and  Mrs. 
Miller  is  the  wife  of  William  C.  Miller, 
secretary  and  treasurer  or  the  Powers- 
Miller  company.  The  proceedings  oc- 
cupied but  a  few  minutes,  as  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  during  the  day 
for  the  bond. 

Hoover  is  accused  of  taking  $36,000 
from  the  People's  National  bank  during 
a  period  of  ten  years,  and  of  stealing 
that  amount  from  the  new  Licking 
bank  to  lepay  the  People's.  The  spe- 
cific charge  in  this  warrant  is  that  a 
certificate  of  deposit  made  out  to  Frank 
J.  Bader  for  $1000  was  presented  at  the 
People's  bank  for  payment  Nov.  2  and 
was  paid;  that  the  certificate  had  been 
marked  "paid"  on  the  books  of  tne 
bank  by  Hoover,  when  as  a  matter  of 
fact  Hoover  knew  it  was  not  paid  and 
was  valid  against  the  bank.  The  war- 
rant also  states  that  Bank  Examiner 
Mcintosh,  Bader  and  Harry  P.  Scott 
are   witnesses. 

In  taking  Hoover's  deposition  yester- 
day afternoon  in  the  suit  instituted  by 
the  Licking  County  bank  against  the 
People's  National,  the  defendant  made 
the  statement  that  he  had  never  stolen 
a  cent  from  the  People's  bank,  but  had 
taken  money  from  the  Licking  to  make 
up  discrepancies  in  the  People's  book;*. 
He  said  he  had  always  lived  within  his 
income. 

Hoover  testified  that  he  had  dis- 
covered disirepancies  in  the  certificate 
account  several  years  ago,  but  was 
afraid  to  tell  the  officials.  He  preferred 
to  assume  it.     The  amount  was  $36,000 


at  the  time  he  quit  the  bank  to  become 
cashier  of  the  new  bank.  He  told  Scott 
and  asked  his  assistance  in  covering  up 
the  amount  and  help  him  to  repay  jt. 
He  said  Scott  carried  money  from  the 
Licking  bank  to  the  People's  and  made 
out  six  certificates  aggregating  $6076.50 
in  fictitious  names,  saying  it  would  at- 
tract less  attention  if  made  in  several 
certificates.  He  said  he  didn't  tell  Scott 
where  he  got  the  money,  but  supposed 
that  Scott  knew  it  was  from  the  Lick- 
ing bank.  The  remainder  of  the  $36,000 
Hoover  carried  to  the  People's  bank  in 
checks.  He  says  that  the  certificates 
were  issued  in  regular  form. 

"I  discovered  the  shortage  in  thfc 
Peoples  bank  several  years  ago."  said 
Hoover,  "but  I  don't  know  how  it  oc- 
curred, who  was  responsible  or  where 
it  went.  I  did  not  take  a  cent  of  the 
People's  money,  but  I  assumed  the 
burden  and  decided  to  make  it  good, 
knowing  that  as  I  kept  the  certificate 
account  I  would  be  held  responsible.  1 
always  lived  within  my  income." 

Asked  why  he  had  preserved  the  cer- 
tificates which  Scott  thought  he  had 
destroyed.  Hoover  said:  "I  can't  say 
why  I  preserved  the  certificates,  except 
that  as  any  man  would  preserve  them 
in  case  he  might  some  time  need  them." 
He  said  he  preserved  a  balance  of  the 
books  by  taking  cerUiin  certificates 
and  marking  the  stubs  paid,  and  then 
when  these  certificates  came  in  to  be 
paid  he  changed  to  some  other  certifi- 
cate on  the  book.  Harry  P.  Scott  is 
now  in  New.

Those  who  came  in  on  the  steamer 
were  Capt.  Mclntyre,  James  Ward, 
chief  engineer;  T.  Pezzatti,  second  en- 
gineer; \V.  Hughes,  fireman;  W.  Rob- 
ertson, fireman;  Joseph  Driscoll,  oiler; 
John  McKeon,  oiler;  Joseph  Alwood, 
seaman;  Manuel  Petsomonia,  cook; 
William  Wilsc^n,  stowaway;  L.  Bailey 
and  H.  Webber,  passengers. 

All  of  the  sailors  agree  that  Capt. 
Mclntyre  rushed  for  a  lifeboat  as  soon 
as  it  was  apparent  that  the  vessel  was 
filling  with  water  and  he  and  the  few 
men  who  obeyed  his  orders  pulled  away 
from  the  side  of  the  ship  as  soon  as 
the  boat  reached  the  water.  The  boat 
could  have  held  half  a  dozen  more 
people  and  the  steanner  ftoated  for 
fully  half  an  hour  after  the  captain 
deserted  her,  and  all  that  time  the 
engineers  kept  the  vessel's  engines  go- 
mg  while  the  mate  commanded  the 
craft  and  endeavored  to  steer  her  to 
some  place  where  there  was  a  hope  of  | 
saving  her. 

James  Ward,  the  chief  engineer,  said 
he  was  in  his  bunk  asieep  when  he 
was  awakened  by  the  steamer  strik- 
ing. 

"It  was  not  a  heavy   blow,"   he  said, 
"but  it  was  sufficient  to  arouse  me.     I 
knew   she  had   touched   on    the   bottom 
but  did  not  think  it  was  serious  enough 
to  send   her   to   the  bottom.     I   jumped  i 
up  and  w  as  on  the  way   to  the  engine  j 
room    when    I    met    one    of    the    llremen 
wno  had  been  sent  to  call  me.     He  told  | 
me  the  vessel  had  struck  on  a  roc'K.     1  \ 
w  ent    at    once     below     to     the    engine  ] 
room    and    found    that    the    vessel    Avas 
making  no  water  there,  and  concluded 
that  there   was  no  immediate  cause  of 
danger.      Soon    afterward    the    captain 
came  down  in  the  engine  room  and  said 
the  steamer  was  settling  by  the   head. 
The  engine  had  been  stopped  on  signal 
from  the  bridge,   and  I  stood  by  along 
with   the  rest   of  the  men   of  my  crew 
ready   for  any  emergency. 

"Soon  afterward  the  mate  called  me 
to  the  deck  and  said  there  was  a  prob- 
ability that  we  would  soon  be  obliged 
to  abandon  the  steamer,  and  wanted 
my  advice.  I  then  found  that  both  the 
ships  boats  were  gone  and  that  the 
captain  was  nowhere  in  sight.  This 
was  within  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
vessel  first  struck- 

"The  ship's  raft  was  on  the  after 
house  and  the  mate  started  the  second 
mate  and  the  seamen  on  the  deck  at 
bulldign  another  raft  out  of  the  hatches 
and  the  hatchway  strongbacks.  He  at 
the  same  time  asked  me  if  there  was 
steam  enough  to  keep  her  going  until 
they  could  construct  the  raft,  and  I 
went  below  along  with  the  second  as- 
sistant engineer  and  we  started  the 
engines.  I  came  on  deck  again  in  about 
ten  minutes  to  see  how  things  were 
getting  along  and  found  the  sailors 
getting  the  raft  ready  for  lowering. 
They  had  it  then  hanging  on  the  davits. 
I  called  to  them  to  hold  on  while  I 
stopped  the  engines,  fearing  that  If 
they  got  it  in  the  water  the  propeller 
might  break  it  up.

as  the  locality  is  popularly  termed,  and 
the  city  immediately  had  some  of  the 
overhanging   rock    blasted    away. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  not 
what  might  be  termed  overhanging 
rock,  but  the  rocky  wall,  running  ior 
almost  a  block  close  to  the  street  rail- 
way tracks,  is  nearly  per|iendicular, 
ami  there  are  some  rock  masses  v.hich 
timid  pa.ssengers  claim  are  seamed 
about  with  big  cracks  and  crevices, 
and  which  apparently  threaten  very 
shortly  to  break  away  and  drop  to  the 
tracks  below.  They  claim  that  in  case 
this  ever  happened  it  v.ould  be  just  as 
likely  to  happen  when  a  street  car 
was  underneath  as  when  no  person 
was  in  tlie  vicinity,  and  a  serious  acci- 
dent, if  not  loss  of  life,  might  re- 
sulL 

The  roadway  at  the  point  of  rocks 
was  widened  several  feet  two  years 
ago,  when  the  Gartield  avenue  viaduct 
was  built,  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
heavier  traffic  over  the  route  to  the 
viaduct  approach,  at  Gartield  avenue 
and  West  .Superior  street.  The  con- 
tractors blasted  away  huge  masses 
of  the  rock  wall  and  left  it  in  a  condi- 
tion regarded  as  perfectly  safe. 

There  are  some  that  .>tiaim  new 
cracks  and  seams  in  the  face  of  the 
wall  have  appeared  since  the  contrac- 
tors quit  work;  that  water  has  run 
into  the  crevices  and  frozen,  and  tiie 
expansion  due  to  the  Ice  formation  has 
caused  the  seams  to  open  wider  as  time 
has  gone  by.  No  definite  information 
can  be  had  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
seams  upwards  in  the  rock  wall  until 
an  examination  is  made  of  the  locality, 
should  one  be  deemed  necessary. 

The  city  authorities  give  assurances 
that  if  there  is  the  1-ast  danger  from 
falling  rock  at  the  locality  mentioned, 
the  city  will  take  immediate  steps  to 
blast  away  the  loose  rock  and  make 
travel  past  the  point  of  rocks  perfectly 
safe.

John  Marchiniek  was  found  guilty  of 
non-support  of  his  wife.  The  case  went 
to  the  jury  lute  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  the  jury  deliberated  but  a  few 
minutes  before  returning  a  verdict. 

Under  the  new  state  law  Marchiniek 
will  now  be  ordered  by  the  court  to  pay 
his  wife  certain  sums  of  money  at 
stated  intervals  for  her  support,  and  in 
caj?e  he  neglects  or  refuses  to  do  so  he 

will  be  held  In  contempt  and  will  be 
punished  accordingly,  either  by  Hne  or 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail. 

Cnarles  Lynes,  of  Two  Harbors,  is 
in  the  county  jail  here  at  the  present 
time  serving-  frcntence  under  the  new 
iion-sujiport  law.  Lynes  pleaded  j^uilty 
to  non-t;upport  and  gave  bonds  in  the 
amount  ot  $:;rtO,  in  municipal  court,  that 
he  would  properly  take  care  of  his  fam- 
ily. He  failed  to  do  so  anct  was  com- 
mitted to  jail  for  contempt. 

If  Marchiniek  is  able  to  furnish  a 
bond  to  properly  caie  for  his  wif^-,  and 
obeys  tjie  instruction  of  the  court  as  to 
th».-  amount  he  shall  pay.  he  will  escape 
the  jail  sentence.  A  year  ago  non- 
supjiurt  was  an  indictable  offeiuie,  and 
one  St.  Louis  county  man  was  sent  to 
the  penitentiary  to  serve  sentence  after 
a  trial  by  jury  and  a  conviction. 

If  a  man  neglects  or  refuses  to  sup- 
CQi;t  his  wife  and  family  and  goes  out 
of  the  state  the  authorities  are  powc r- 
k*ss  to  bring  him  back  for  trial,  and 
with  this  feature  of  the  law  the  great- 
est fault  is  being  found.  Formerly  a 
wife  deserter  could  be  arrested  wher- 
ever found  outside  the  state,  if  still  in 
this  country,  and  he  could  be  brought 
back  to  St.  Louis  countj-  for  trial  on 
recjuisition  papers.

Band  of  Armenians  on 

Mission  of  Mercy 

Butchered. 

Pittsburg,  Pa..  Nov.  13.— Arab  Chut- 
Jian,  now  a  resident  of  Pittsburg,  the 
young  brother  of  Rev.  Q.  B.  Chutjian, 
who    was    murdered    in    the    streets    of 

Odessa,  Russia,  in  daylight  last  June, 
and  leader  of  the  loeal  Huntsehagonist 
revolutionary  branch  of  the  Armenian 
patriots,  yesterday  received  advices  of 
another  massacre  by  Turkish  soldiers 
of  bands  of  Armenians  in  Asia  Minor. 
The  butcheries  occurred,  according  to 
Mr.  Chutjian,  about  eight  days  ago  in 
the  city  of  Bazazld,  province  of  Aza- 
room.  at  the  foot  of  Mount  Ararat. 

In  dicsussing  (he  assassination,  Mr. 
Chutjian  said: 

"The  first  band  of  Armenians  which 
was  about  one  hour  in  advance  of  the 
second  band,  was  attempting  to  reach 
Asia  Minor  from  Russian  domain,  in 
order  to  afford  some  relief  to  the  suf- 
fering Armenian  farmers  in  that  terri- 
tory, it  was  made  up  of  some  fifteen 
jnembers  and  really  acted  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  a  scouting  party  from  the 
much  larger  band  following.  Entrance 
from  Russian  to  Turkish  domain  is  ob- 
tainable only  by  means  of  two  passes, 
each  fortified  by  strong  block  houses. 

"The  Turkish  soldiers  were  informeil 
that  the  advance  body  of  the  lelief 
band  was  coming  and  the  informatio;i 
was  furnished  by  a  member  of  the  op- 
position party  of  our  society.  In  any 
event,  when  the  band  arrived  at  the 
block  house  all  were  killed  in  cold 
blood.  It  was  simply  a  cold  blooded 
butchery.  No  one  was  spared  and  tne 
second  band  halted  some  distance  from 
the  frontier,  fearing  that  their  friends 
had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Turk- 
ish soldiers.  The  latter  went  out  to 
meet  the  second  expedition  and  killed 
many  of  them.  Much  money  and  every- 
thing intended  for  Armenian  relief  was 
confiscated  by  the  Turkish  soldiers." 

Mr.  Chutjian  explained  that  the  Ar- 
menian relief  parties  from  Russian 
provinces  simply  desired  to  aid  suffer- 
ing Armenians  in  the  Mount  Ararat 
district,  owing  to  the  heavy  crop  fail- 
ure last  season.  Winter  in  that  section 
is  now  at  its  height  and  the  bitter  cold 
Is  working  gTea,t  devastation  among 
Turkish  Armenian  subjects,  who  are 
reported  this  winter  to  be  almost  desti- 
tute. The  Turkish  soldiers  on  the  fron- 
tier refuse  to  allow  any  aid  to  reach 
the  interior,  so  Mr.  Chutjian  says.

THE  CUBAN  TARIFF  BILL. 

The  tariff  bill  presented  to  the  h.iu>e  yesterday  by 
Representative  Payne  for  the  purpose  of  making  effec- 
tive the  reciprocity  treaty  between  Cuba  and  the  United 
States  will  meet  with  strong  oppositon  from  the  Demo- 
crats in  one  point  at  least,  and  that  is  the  clause  which 
rttempls  to  bind  the  hand  of  congress  against  changing 
the  tariff  <>n  sugar  for  a  period  of  five  years,  thus  pro- 
tecting the  sugar  trust  l<>  that  extent  against  foreign  com- 
petition. 

The  minority  will  object  to  this  feature  and  demand 
a  modification.  The  paragraph  to  which  the  Demo- 
crats are  objecting  was  originally  added  to  the  treaty  as 
a  senate  amendnieiit.  and  provides  that  "while  the  con- 
vention is  in  force,  no  sugar  imported  from  the  republic 
of  Cuba,  and  being  the  product  of  the  soils  or  industry  of 
the  reiiublic,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  United  States  at 
a  reduction  of  duty  greater  than  20  per  cent  of  the  rates 
of  duty  thereon,  as  provided  by  the  tariff  of  July  24, 
T897."  The  same  amendment  makes  a  similar  provision 
for  the  sugars  of  "any  other  foreign  country"  e.xcept 
that  it  is  stipulated  that  >uch  sugars  shall  not  be  admitted 
at  a  rate  of  duty  lower  than  that  provided  by  the  act 
of  July  .24.  1897. 

Tliere  is  a  srong  intention  on  the  part  of  many  of  the 
members  of  congress  to  change  the  existing  tariff  sched- 
ules as  soon  as  it  possibly  can  be  done.  If  the  Cuban 
treaty  is  passed  in  its  amended  form,  no  change  can  be 
made  in  the  sugar  schedule  when  it  comes  to  making  up  i 
a  new  tariff  bill.  Thi.>  amendment  insures  the  present  j 
high  rates  on  sugar  for  a  period  of  five  years.  It  may  be 
that  this  protection  is  the  price  of  the  good  will  of  the 
beet  sugar  people.  Certain  it  is,  the  fierce  opposition  of 
that  crowd  has  suddenly  ceased.  Rut  if  they  were  t<i  be 
guaranteed  against  competition  from  the  outside  another 
period  of  five  years,  they  could  well  afford  to  admit  the 
.•sugars  of  Cuba  at  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent  from  the 
present  rates.  This  is  a  bit  of  favoritism  which  the 
Democrats  propose  to  expose  and  fight. 


WESTERN   CANADA'S  VIEW. 

Hon  R.  P.  Roblin,  premier  of  the  Manitoba  govern- 
ment presents  in  the  November  number  of  the  North 
American  Review,  with  considerable  force,  "The  West- 
ern Canadian  View  of  the  Fiscal  Question"  recently 
raised  by  Joseph  Chamberlain.  Western  Canada  is  en- 
thusiastically in  favor  of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  scheme.  Can- 
ada is  the  greatest  of  the  British  colonies,  and  the  part 
of  Canada  with  the  greatest  possibilities  is  the  portion 
that  lies  west  of  Lake  Superior.  The  prairies  there,  the 
forests,  the  mines,  tiie  fisheries,  have  almost  unhmited 
possibilities;  and  imdcr  the  operation  of  such  a  prefer- 
eiuial  tariff  as  Mr.  Chamberlain  proposes,  Western  Can- 
ada, in  tlie  course  of  a  few  years,  could  supply  the  United 
Kingdom  with  all  the  wheat,  oats  and  barley  she  re- 
(luircs  from  sources  outside  the  British  Isles.  The  effect 
of  a  preferential  tariff  on  Western  Canada  would  be  to 
give  a  tremendous  impetus  to  immigration.  People  are 
r.eeded  to  cultivate  the  soil  and  develop  the  wealth  of  the 
bnd;  and  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  a  large  portion  of 
the  immigrants  who  are  pouring  into  Canada,  arrive 
there  with  feelings  hostile  to  England,  and  with  pre- 
judiced views  of  the  British  empire  and  its  institutions. 
The  only  way  of  making  those  people  loyal  is  to  give 
them  the  opportunity  of  trade  advantages  which  the 
fiscal   scheme  would  imply. 

Mr.  Roblin  forestalls  an  objection  which  he  thinks 
will  be  raised  in  some  quarters  that  Western  Canada, 
i'l  .supporting  Mr.  Chamberlain's  scheme,  leaves  out  of 
consideration  the  interests  of  Canadian  manufacturers  in 
the  Eastern  part  of  the  Dominion.  He  contends  that 
the  extension  of  manufactures  to  the  West  is  merely  a 
question  of  time,  and  of  a  very  short  time,  since  it  is 
absurd  to  suppose  that  a  country  with  a  land  area  of 
.'30,000,000  acres  is  going  to  develop  along  purely  agri- 
cultural lines.  The  Western  mines  and  rivers  are  a 
source  of  inexhaustible  wealth,  and  as  the  farming  popu- 
lation increases  and  its  needs  multiply,  hundreds  of  in- 
dustries will  spring  up  in  the  West  to  supply  them.  .Mr. 
Roblin   concludes: 

"The  carrying  into  effect  of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  fiscal 
proposals  in  their  entirety,  means  to  Canada,  and  to  this 
part  of  Canada  in  particular,  the  acceleration  of  our 
growth  as  a  great  commonwealth.  With  conditions  such 
ar,  would  exist  mulcr  Mr.  Chamberlain's  scheme,  we 
can  absorb  millions  of  people  in  the  West,  and  transform 
them  into  British  subjects  who  w  ill  make  for  the  strength 
and  wealth  of  the  empire,  beyond  anything  that  the  so- 
called  Little  Englanders  ever  dreamed  or  anticipated 
The  problem  now  agitating  the  people  of  the  United 
Kingdom  affects  us  deeply.  A  wrong  decision  can  only 
retard  us,  however;  it  cannot  stop  us.  But,  to  the  empire 
PS  a  whole,  it  is  a  question  of  life  or  death,  of  commer- 
cial success  or  national  decay,  .^.fter  recent  revelations 
in  other  departments  of  British  administration,  we  shall 
be  astonished  if  the  people  of  the  motherland  make  the 
mistake  of  refusing  a  hearing  to  the  experts,  and  follow- 
ing the  lead  of  men  who,  immured,  so  to  speak,  in  a 
monastery  created  by  class  and  educational  restrictions, 
not  only  believe  their  own  judgments  infallible  and  all 
the  rest  of  the  world  wrong,  but  are  incapable  of  taking 
that  broad  view  of  imperial  questions  which  is  so  neces- 
sary in  these  days,  when  the  best  brains  of  the  whole 
outside  world  are  competing  with  the  British  empire,  and 
striving  to  raise  their  own  individual  and  national  inter- 
ests on  the  ruins  of  British  supremacy." 


THE  WOES   OF  ITALY. 

Of  late  the  far  greater  amount  <jf  the  new.-,  pertaining 
to  bunny  Italy  has  been  in  relation  to  the  pope  and  the 
doings  at  the  Vatican.  But  little  has  been  heard  of  the 
country  at  large,  although  it  is  a  fact  that  the  territory 
ruled  by  X'ictur  Kmmanucl  is  in  a  condition  of  consider- 
able distress  and  trouble.  From  the  statements  of  Sig. 
Giglioli  in  Giornali  Degli  Economisti,  some  idea  of  the 
condition  of  the  agricultural  population  may  be  gained. 
In  one  year  there  were  72,603  cases  of  pellagra,  a  dis- 
ease w-hich  results  from  eating  decayed  grain.  Nearly 
4000  of  these  cases  were  fatal.  In  twenty-nine  provinces 
this  disease,  which,  as  the  writer  states,  '"denotes  the  hor-  I 
rible  misery  of  the  agricultural  clas.s,"  is  on  the  increase: 
especially  is  this  so  in  Mache,  Ferrara  and  Rome.  It  is 
to  the  poverty  of  this  class  that  Sig.  Giglioli  attributes 
■  the  low  standing  of  the  Italian  natif>n.  It  can  hardly 
be  pleasing,"  he  adds,  "to  find  that  each  year  Italy  exiles 
(by  emigration)  one-sixtieth  of  her  population,  while  the 
greater  portion  ni  the  hr)me  country  is  abandoned  or 
niiserablj-  cultivated,  and  while  maritime  activity  is  al- 
most nil." 

After  calling  attention  to  the  large  expenditures  of 
the  government  for  the  army,  on  costly  building-  and 
monuments,  and  in  other  unproductive  ways,  Sig.  Gig- 
lioli dwells  upon  the  "avarice"  of  the  state  in  respect  to 
agricultural  instruction,  charities,  and  education  in  gen- 
eral. The  average  expenditure  per  head  of  population 
for  education  is  only  84  cents,  while  the  European  aver- 
age is  perhaps  three  times  that  amount.  The  result  of 
this  avarice  is  that  after  forty  years  of  the  present  re- 
gime, "one-third  of  our  youth  i>  unable  to  read  or  write, 
4^  per  cent  of  married  males  and  females  are  illiterate, 
I'ud  ^7  per  cent  of  the  soldiers  of  the  army  are  placed 
in  the  same  class.  Italy  spends  over  $5,000,000  a  year 
CM  lotteries,"  Sig.  Giglioli  exclaims,  "but  she  cannot  find 
the  money  to  educate  her  peoi)[e  to  till  the  soil  intelli- 
gently or  to  develop  other  forms  of  industry." 

Despite  its  misery.  Italy  is  still  the  most  heavily 
tTxed  01  all  nations,  .\ccording  to  the  figures  given  in 
the  Economisti,  the  state  taxes  in  1903  were  $8.fX)  a  head, 
to  which  must  be  added  the  city  and  provincial  taxes, 
bringing  the  total  per  head  up  to  $11.60.  This  is  some- 
what more  than  3  per  cent  of  the  average  income  in  Italy. 
-».  rate  of  taxation  nearly  twice  as  heavy  as  that  normally 
prevailing  in  Germany,  England  and  France.  .\s  though 
be  were  determined  to  pass  over  no  evidence  bearing  up- 
*-n  the  "woes  of  Italy,"  Sig.  Giglioli  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  mortality  rate  in  his  country  i=  24. t  per 
1000.  as  compared  with  17  in  Denmark  and  18  in  France. 
A>i  an  indication  of  the  degeneracy  of  the  people,  he 
shows  that  the  proportion  of  the  male  population  consid- 
ered unfit  for  military  duty  is  steadily  increasing. 


THE   CENSUS  BUREAU. 

Since  the  census  bureau  was  transferred  to  the  de- 
partment of  commerce  and  labor,  many  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  work  on  account  of  its  future  per- 
manency. Some  statistical  work  formerly  done  by  other 
branches  has  been  transferred  to  it  and  enough  addition- 
al work  will  be  assigned  to  keep  the  full  force  of  clerks 
busy.  Many  new  developments  in  the  country  have  been 
noted  by  the  bureau  and  among  the  most  prominent  is 
that  of  the  telephone.  The  expansion  of  this  industry 
has  been  marvelous.  It  is  spreading  not  only  in  the 
cities,  but  through  the  agricultural  sections  as  well.  Now 
that  the  American  farmer  has  rural  free  delivery,  he 
feels  that  he  must  have  the  telephone.  The  most  im- 
oortant  current  work  in  the  office  is  the  report  on  wealth. 
lebt  and  taxation  in  the  United  States.  The  field  work 
"or  this  undertaking  is  being  rapidly  completed,  150 
igents  being  engaged  on  it.  The  wealth  showing  will 
be  simply  terrific.  It  is  too  early  now  to  give  even  an  ap- 
proximate estimate  of  the  figures,  but  they  will  stagger 
the  public.  .Xnother  important  work  the  bureau  is  con- 
ducting in  connection  with  this  relates  to  the  adoption  of 
-1  uniform  system  of  accounting  in  towns,  counties  and 
municipalities.  The  task  of  collecting  statistics  in  regard 
io  wealth,  debt  and  taxation  is  made  doubly  difficult  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  110  two  cities  in  the  United 
States  employ  the  same  financial  bookkeeping  method  in 
measuring  either  the  income  or  the  outgo.  The  estab- 
lishment of  the  census  bureau  on  a  permanent  basis  v/as 
one  of  the  best  things  congress  ever  did.  Its  usefulness 
i-  much  greater  than  generally  supposed. 


.After  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Cecil  Rhodes,  it 
was  said  that  even  the  munificent  bequests  to  education 
and  other  state  causes  did  not  absorb  the  whole  of  his 
immense  fortune,  and  there  was  mention  of  a  residue  of 
some  $10,000,000.  which  was  to  be  used  for  a  purpose  not 
disclosed.  It  is  now  suggested,  in  view  of  the  similarity 
between  Mr.  Rhodes'  zollverein  scheme  and  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain's protective  policy,  that  the  Cecil  Rhodes  secret 
fund  is  paying  the  expenses  of  the  campaign  for  protec- 
tion in    England.

Dr.  Dowie  introduced  his  father  to  that 
immense  audience  in  the  most  endear- 
ing terms,  calling  him.  "My  dear  fath- 
er." and  declaring  how  good  and  kind 
he  had  been  in  all  the  35  years  of  resi- 
dence in  Australia.  He  asked  his  people 
to  be  kind  to  his  father,  who  had  come 
ito  make  his  home  with  him.  He  also 
told  his  audience  thai  they  would  no- 
tice that  he  looked  older  than  his  fath- 
er, and  he  accounted  for  that  by  saying 
that  life  in  Chicago  was  fast  and  he 
had  gained  on  his  father.

From  the  port  of  Panama  the  exports 
to  the  United  States  In  the  fiscal  year 
l90;j  amounted  to  $193,342,  of  which  $5G,7tj7 
was  hides.  $49,974  India  rubber.  $27,805 
cocobolo  nuts.  $16,598  ivory  nuts.  $13,372 
deerskins,  and  $6908  coffee.  The  consul  at 
Panama  states  that  the  Imported  articles 
come  mostly  from  England,  Germany, 
France,  Italy,  and  the  I'nited  States, 
but  gives  no  statistics  of  the  imports. 

Panama  is  connected  with  San  Fran- 
cisco by  a  weekly  steamer  schedule  oper- 
ated by  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  com- 
pany, and  with  Valpaiaiso  by  a  weekly 
steamer  .ochedule  operated  by  the  Pacific 
Steam  Navigation  company  and  South 
■American  Steamship  company.  Two 
pas.senger  and  two  freight  trains  leave 
Panama  dally  for  Colon  and  Colon  daily 
for  Panama.  The  time  for  passenger 
trains  over  the  forty-seven  miles  of  rail- 
way is  three  hours. 

From  Panama  there  is  one  cable  line 
north  to  American  ports,  and  one  to  the 
south.  The  actual  time  consumed  In 
communicating  with  the  United  States 
and  receiving  an  answer  is  stated  by  the 
consul  to  be  usually  about  four  hours. 
There  are  also  cable  lines  from  Colon  to 
the    I'nited   States   and   Europe. 

The  monev  of  the  country  is  silver,  the 
rate  of  exchange  having  averaged  during 
the  pist  year  about  150  per  cent.

"Whether  the  ordinance  requiring  that 
rlumijcrs  must  be  licensed  is  valid  or 
not  will  be  que.stioned,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  supreme  court  has  handed 
down  a  decision  today  declaring  that 
the  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature 
that  plumbers  must  take  out  licenses 
before  being  permitted  to  do  plumbing 
■work    is    uncon-stitutlonal. 

Paul  Chapel,  a  plumber,  was  under 
arrest  in  St.  Paul  for  violating  the  state 
law.  Judge  Lewis  of  the  district  court 
held  that  the  law  was  valid,  but  the 
supreme  court  has  decided  that  the  law 
i.^  not  con.stitutional,  and  Chapel  has 
been  ordered  released. 

If  the  state  law  is  unconstitutional, 
then  it  Is  (jiie'stionable  whether  an  or- 
dmanre  to  the  same  effect  is  valid.  The 
plunihers'  ordinance  requires  that 
plumbers  must  pay  an  annual  license 
fee  of  |,">  before  they  may  do  any 
plumbing  work.  Authority  to  pass  su  h 
an  ordinance  is  granted  by  section  64, 
subdivision  37,  of  the  city  charter, 
which  provides  that  the  city  has  the 
power  to  llcen.*ie  and  regulate  plumbers, 
and  to  regulate  sewer  and  water  con- 
nections of  all  kinds,  and  the  laying  of 
branch  sewer  and  water  pipes,  and  in 
general  tn  regulate  jilumblng  and  to 
provide  for  the  removsil  of  un.sanitary 
plumbing  and  to  compel  the  same  to 
be  kept  in  a  s.aniiary  condition.

It  is  asserted  in  Bogota  that  the 
isthmian  movement  is  not  unanimous. 
The  government  declares  that  it  has 
assurances  from  the  interior  provinces 
of  Panama  that  they  iire  not  In  sym- 
pathy with  the  rebellion,  and  can  be 
relied  upon  to  assist  in  putting  down 
the  rebellion. 

The   Colombian    government   and    the 
people  are  satisfied  that  patriotic  senti- 
ments will  prevail  and  before  long    "the 
j  isthmus    will    lealize   the   error     of     its 
I  course  and    will   return    to   the   mother 
;  country    befoje    Colombian   blood    shaii 
flow  in   torrents." 

Judging  from  reports  here  the  gov- 
ernment is  counting  upon  the  sincere 
sympathy  of  all  the  South  and  Central 
American  republics.

New  York,  Nov.  14.— Police  reserves 
were  culled  out  early  today  and  are 
scouring  William's  bridge  and  vicinity 
for  the  Rev.  Joseph  Cilrlngione,  an 
Italian  priest,  who  is  believed  to  have 
been  abducted.  He  left  home  late 
Thursday  evening  in  the  cistody  of  two 
men,  who  represented  themselves  to  be 
policemen,  and  who  asked  him  io  ac- 
company them  to  the  station. 

The  priest  had  received  threatening 
letters  becaui-e  of  his  activity  in  sup- 
pressign  vicious  re.sorts  among  the 
It.illans,  and  he  was  led  to  believe  that 
the  person  who  had  written  the  letters 
v.as  under  arrest.  He  had  previously 
re:iorted  to  the  police  captain  of  the 
precinct  that  he  had  been  annoyed  by 
threatening  letters,  and  when  the  men 
called  he  accompanied  them  willingiy. 

When  the  priest  did  not  return  home 
that  night  or  the  next  day  his  house- 
keeper .and  friends  became  alarmed  and 
finally  his  disappearance  was  reported. 
It  is  known  that  Father  Cilrlngione 
received  a  letter  Thursday  morning, 
which  contained  a  threat  that  unless  he 
paid  $lfiOO  by  the  following  night  he 
would  be  removed. 


FORMER  CITY  ATTORNEY 

CONFESSES  UNDER  PRESSURE 


Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  Nov.  14.— Lant 
K.  Salsbury,  formerf  city  attorney,  has 
confessed  to  the  whole  of  his  connec- 
tion with  the  famous  water  scandal  of 
two  years  ago,  In  this  city,  to  Prose- 
cutor Ward,  and  more  arrests  of  for- 
mer aldermen  and  city  officials  are  to 
follow.  This  announcement  was  made 
in  the  superior  court  today  when  Sals- 
bury  appeared  for  sentence  for  accept- 
ing a  bribe.  Sentence  waa  deferred  un- 
til the  December  term,  the  respondent 
having  promised  to  become  a  witness 
in  other  cases  which  are  to  be  brought. 
The  prosecution  has  not  yet  announced 
what  arre-ts  will  be  maae. 

A  prominent  official  who  is  in  close 
touch  w^ith  the  prosecution  stated  this 


morning  that  the  developments  in  the 
water  scandal  cases  were  to  be  of  so 
sensational  a  nature  that  they  would 
make  this  case  the  worst  of  the  kind  Ui 
the  history  of  the  nation,  not  even  ex- 
cepting the  St.  Louis  scandal. 

After  court  adjourned  Salsbury  said: 
"If  I  have  told  anything,  1  told  ail. 
Since  I  came  home  I  have  rather  given 
out.  I  don't  know  whether  my  nerve 
has  failed  me  or  what  it  is." 

Salsbury,  only  a  few  days  ago,  fin- 
ished a  two-years'  sentence  at  the  De- 
troit house  of  correction  on  a  charge 
of  accepting  a  bribe,  and  great  pressure 
has  been  brought  to  bear  on  him  by  his 
friends,  who  wanted  him  to  minimize 
his  further  punishment  by  making  a 
confession.

Pros- 
pects are  more  promising  of  concilia- 
tion than  anytime  the  last  week. 

General  Manager  Robert  McCulloch 
of  the  railway  ccmpany  said;  'Satur- 
day forenoon  at  11  o'clock  was  the  time 
bet  by  the  company  to  make  reply  to 
the  employes'  arbitration  proposal.  I 
will  be  here,  in  my  office,  wiien  the 
clock  strikes  11.  I  will  be  glad  to  meet 
repiesentatives  oj'  the  men." 

International  President  W.  D.  Mahon 
of  the  employes'  association  said:  "We 
are  willing  to  leave  disputed  points  tr 
the  state  board  of  arbitration,  as  we 
agreed  to,  but  if  the  company  does  noi 
care  to  arbitrate,  and  wishes  to  meet 
our  committee  in  a  conciliatory  manner 
we  are  ready  to  meet  it  on  that  ground." 
Further  strengthening  the  feeling  that 
the  strike  may  be  ended  is  a  reply  to 
a  proposal  from  the  members  of  the 
state  board  of  arbitration  by  E.  R. 
Bliss,  general  attorney  of  the  traction 
corporation,  who  informed  the  board 
that  hi  probably  would  be  able  "to 
say  something  definite  regarding  the 
matter"  today. 

The  strikers  and  their  friends  have 
been  stirred  to  great  efforts  and  called 
two  mass  meetings— one  to  oe  held  this 
afternoon  in  the  corridors  of  the  council 
chamber  of  the  city  hall  and  the  other 
to  be  held  in  Tattersalls  Sunday  night. 
At  this  latter  meeting  they  expect  to 
have  an  audience  of  10,00o  men  and  wo- 
men and  "begin  a  powerful  moveiiicnt 
against  the  Chicago  city  railway."

I  To  this  step  he  refused  to  give  his  con- 
I  sent,   but   said   h-:  believed   that   if  sol- 
j  diers  were      brought      to      Chicago  the 
union  employes  <m  all  other  street  and 
elevated  lines  would  quit. 

The  Chicago  city  railway,  encourage! 
by  its  Jjuccess  yesterday  in  sending  out 
cars  on  three  trips  over  the  entire 
Wentworth  avenue  line  and  return — 
a  total  of  eighteen  miles— resumed  op- 
erations at  8  o'clock  this  morning  uiider 
heavy  police  guard. 

Under  practically  the  same  police 
tactics  as  were  employed  yesterday, 
four  cars  left  the  Wentworth  avenue 
barns  in  the  southern  outskirts  of  the 
city  at  8:40  a.  rn.  and  headed  towar<i 
the  business  district,  nine  miles  dis- 
tnat.  Police  aboard  the  cars,  in  patrol 
wagons,  and  alm-ist  cordoning  each  side 
of    the    avenue,    made    interference    an 


undertaking  difficult   and  hazardous  In 
the  extreme. 

A  large  crowd  about  the  Seventy- 
seventh  street  barn  jeered  and  hooteif 
at  the  police  and  carm.en  as  the  car» 
moved  out,  but  offered  no  violence-  A. 
hundred  policemen  massed  at  that  point 
kept  the  crowd  at  a  safe  distance.  Po- 
lice Captain  Shippy  with  a  detail  of 
police  rode  on  the  first  car.  At  Thirty- 
ninth  street  Inspector  Lavin  was  wait- 
ing to  take  the  cars  the  remainder  of 
the  way.  No  relaxation  In  police  vigil- 
ance was  apparent.  Eight  to  ten  men 
were  stationed  in  every  block  and  th<» 
crowds  were  kept  moving. 

The  first  round  trip  was  completed 
in  practically  schedule  tim.e  and  was 
attende<l  by  no  exciting  incident. 

While  tlie  police  guarded  cars  on 
Wentworth  avenue  and  were  repeating 
yesterday's  achievements,  the  cable, 
which  had  been  kept  in  motion  since  the 
strike  began,  came  to  a  standstill,  as 
the  result  of  a  walkout  by  engineers  and 
firemen  employed  at  the  power  house.

About  the  buildings 
were  details  of  policemen,  but  no  crowds 
or  pickets  of   the   union   were   in   sight.

The  people  of  Duluth  have  the  right 
idea,  and  with  a  little  assistance  would 
be  in  a  position  to  make  their  muni- 
cipality one  in  the  appearance  of  which 
the  whole  country  would  be  proud. 

"The  geographical  advantages  of  Du- 
luth need  not  be  dwelt  upon.  The  ty- 
pography is  likewise  uneciuailed  for 
sudi  a  scheme  as  I  would  suggest.  The 
metropolitan  idea  has  been  seized  upon 
here,  and  from  indications  it  would 
appear  that  you  are  about  to  follow 
in   the  footsteps  of  Boston. 

"The  first  thing  that  should  be  done 
is  to  take  a  long  look  into  the  future. 
I  would  state  here  that  while  these 
things  may  seem  visionary,  no  city  of 
beauty  in  the  world  would  be  beauti- 
ful had  it  not  been  for  the  plans  of  men 
who,  at  the  time  they  made  sugges- 
tions,  were  called  dreamers. 

"Under  the  despotism  of  monarchs 
the  city  of  Paris  was  built  up,  and  she 
stands  today  unequalled  in  her  beauly. 
OB'  the  other  hand,  American  cities  are 
being  beautified  in  different  sections 
according  to  the  needs  of  those  sec- 
tions. 1  know  of  no  ^ther  city,  in  the 
world  where  there  are  more  fountains, 
trees  and  scenes  that  go  towards  pleas- 
ing the  eye,  and  yet  where  there  is 
more  congestion  on  every  hand,  than 
Paris. 

•■f  would  alio  state  that  where  cities 
have  made  themselves  attractive  it  has 
been  greatly  to  the  commercial  prolic 
of  the  inhabitants.  This  will  tend  to 
show  that  where  the  greatest  intelli- 
gence Is  used  the  greatest  revenue  is 
gained   for   the   city." 

Mr.  Kelsey  then  used  the  stereoptl- 
con views  to  illustrate  his  remarks. 

••We  have  a  jdan  of  the  metropolitan 
district  of  Boston.  For  years  there  had 
been  petty  jealousies  between  the  resi- 
dents of  Viirious  districts.  Witliin  a 
short  time  thirty-seven  communities 
Wore  brought  into  one  and  now  they 
are  all  working  tootli  and  nail  towards 
doing  those  things  which  shall  be  for 
the  general  good  and  adornment  of 
the  city. 

"lioston  now  has  her  metropolitan  re- 
servations, where  breathing  spaces  have 
been  set  aside  and  where  the  plan  of 
adornment  has  been  carried  out  to 
confrom  with  the  general  idea.  She  has 
her  l)ath  houses,  which  aside  from  en- 
hancing the  beauty  of  the  city  bring  in 
a  good  revenue  to  the  city  and  give 
those  who  patronize  them  recreation 
at  a  low  price  and  under  better  sanitary 
conditions  than  rnn  be  obtained  at  any 
private  estaljlishn.ents. 

"Her  mud  Hats  have  been  reclaimed 
ar.d  she  is  becoming  noted  f<)r  the  small 
j'urks  which  are  improving  the  health 
and  the  morals  of  the  people  in  the 
various  sections. 

"You  will  notice  in  the  next  views  how 
the  architects  of  Paris  have  beautified 
the  river  fronts  and  how  docks  and 
railroad  tracks  need  not  look  like  the 
barnyard  uf  a  country  hotel.  The  next 
view  is  a  picture  of  the  Harrisburg 
water  front  before  the  people  aiose 
en  masse  and  overthrew  the  administra- 
tion that  refused  to  act  in  the  direction 
the  jieople  demanded. 

'The  people  of  that  strong  Republican 
city  elected  a  Demoecratic  mayor  on  a 
platform  which  simply  called  for  the 
improvement  of  their  city  along  econ- 
omical lines.  Since  then  the  authorit- 
ies have  enhanced  the  appearance  of 
their  city  by  closing  out  from  view 
the  turmoil  and  smoke  of  the  industrial 
sections.  The  cost  of  their  undertaking 
has  been  small  and  is  showing  marvel- 
ous results. 

"It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  railroad 
entrances  into  American  cities  are  made 
through  the  back  yard.  Railroads  are 
not  dirty  i>roiH>sitions  when  care  is  tak- 
en to  improve  the  surroundings.  The 
first  impression  of  a  city  is  important. 
Tf  a  good  imj>ression  is  made  upon  vis- 
itors it  will  attract  capital.

You  will  then  be  doing  a  world  of  good 
for  yourselves  and  building  for  poster- 
ity a  city  which  in  itself  will  be  a  mon- 
ument to  the  Inteiligence  of  the  present 
generation." 

Mr.  Kel.sey,  during  the  lecture, 
showed  among  other  views  those  of 
towers  in  European  cities,  while  being 
used  as  advertising  bulletins,  were 
pleasing  to  the  eye  and  brought  in  to 
the  cities  something  like  30.000  francs 
each  every  year.  He  showed  the  fam- 
ous boulevard,  extending  from  Chepul- 
tepec  to  the  City  of  Mexico,  and  which 
is  the  most  beautiful  driveway  in  the 
vvorld. 

Duluth  has  her  chance  to  become 
noted  for  her  driveway  with  its  un- 
eciualcd  view.  He  showed  an  abbatoir 
which  had  been  converted  from  an  un- 
sightly mass  to  a  work  of  art.  In  all  of 
his  views  there  was  not  one  from  which 
some  idea  might  not  be  gained  that 
would  be  applicable  in  this  city.  The 
Iccttire  on  the  whole  was  one  of.  the 
iriost  satisfactory  addresses  heard  in 
Duluth  for  several  months,  and  will  no 
doubt  re-ult,  as  intended  by  the  direct- 
ors of  the  Commercial  club,  in  resi- 
dents of  the  Zenith  City  paying  more 
attention  to  adornment  of  their  munl-v 
cipality  in  the  future.  After  the  lecture 
Mr.  Kelsey  received  many  assurances 
from  city  officials  and  others  that  his 
ideas  would  bo  given  the  greatest  con- 
sideration. 

He  left  for  St.  Paul  on  the  11  o'clock 
train  over  the  Great  Northern  road.

Another  Week  Will  See  Them 
All  Closed. 

All  of  the  West  Duluth  mills  will  be 
closed  down  by  the  end  of  next  week, 
from  present  indications. 

The  mills  are  runntng  later  this  season 
last  year,  and  the  present  cold 
snap  will  bring  a  sudden  termination 
to  their  operations  if  it  continues. 

The  companies  are  planning  to  close 
their  plants  some  time  during  the  early 
part  of  next  we^k,  and  it  is  likely  that 
all   of  them  will   be  closed   before   next 

Saturday. 

There  are  at  present  three  mills  in 
AVest  Duluth,  the  Merrill  &  Ring,  Alger 
&  Smith,  and  Le  Sure.  The  two  latter 
are  tunning  night  and  day. 

The  closing  of  the  mills  throws  from 
JiOO  to  600  men  out  of  employmeiit. 

Some  of  the  hands  will  be  retained 
for  a  few  weeks  to  make  repairs  and 
close  up  the  plants  lor  the  winter,  but 
the  majority  of  them  will  leave  for  the 
woods  as  .soon  as  they  tinish  their  work 
at  the  mill. 

The  repairs  at  the  St.  Louis  are  mak- 
ing good  progress,  and  the  mill  will  re- 
open the  early  part  of  next  month  to 
run  throughout  the  winter.

She  has 
her  bath  houses,  which  aside  from  eii- 
haiuing  the  beauty  of  the  city  bring  in 
a  good  revenue  to  the  city  and  give 
those  who  patronize  them  recreation 
at  a  low  price  and  under  better  sanitaiy 
c-onditions  than  can  be  obtained  at  any 
private  establishii.ents. 

■Jier  mud  Hats  have  been  leciaimed 
ar.d  she  is  becoming  noted  for  the  small 
I'arks  which  are  improving  the  health 
and  the  morals  of  the  people  in  the 
various  sections. 

•'You  will  notice  in  the  next  views  how 
the  archite<ts  of  Paris  have  beautified 
the  river  fronts  and  how  docks  and 
raiiioad  tracks  riced  not  look  like  the 
barnyard  of  a  lountry  hotel.  The  next 
\  lew  is  a  picture  of  the  Harrisburg 
water  front  before  the  people  arose 
en  masse  and  overthrew  the  administra- 
tion that  refused  to  act  in  the  direction 
the  jicople  demanded. 

•The  people  of  thtit  strong  Republican 
(.ity  elected  a   Demoecratic  mayor  on  a 
;  platform    which    simply    called    for    the 
ininrovement    of   their   eliy    along   econ- 
jomical    lines.     Since    then    the   authorit-  !  in 
!  ies    have    enhanced    the    api>earance    of 
their    city    by    closing    out    from     view 
the  turmoil  and  smoke  of  the  industrial 
sections.     The  cost  of  their  undertaking 
has  been  small  and  is  showing  marvel- 
ous  results. 

'It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  railroad 
eiitiiihces  into  American  cities  are  made 
through  the  back  yard.  Ilailroads  are 
not  dirty  ni-opoiiitions  when  care  is  tak- 
en to  improve  the  surroundings.  The 
tirst  impression  of  a  city  is  important. 
If  a  good  impression  is  made  upon  vis- 
itors It  will  attract  capital. 

•'The  "Welcome"  sign  which  Dulufa 
shows  to  visitors  is  the  correct  Idea 
but  you  must  go  further.  There  must 
be  son;clhing  else.  I  was  escorted  this 
morning  to  the  canal  which  nerves 
as  an  entrance  for  your  shii)plng  in- 
terests. The  bieakwatcr  is  a  work  of 
art.  i;«t  one  glance  was  sufficient  to 
tell  where  the  government  work  stopped 
and  the  nuiiiii  ipal  work  began. 

"If  the  same  idea  which  is  shown  in 
the  government  work  could  ha\'e  been 
carried  right  up  to  the  business  seiilon 
of  the  city  how  much  more  attractive 
it  would  bo  to  the  visitor.  It  would 
make  him  stay  longer  and  spend  more

"••'are  should  be  taken  not  to  litter 
the  waterfront  with  iramberless  un- 
sightly buildings.  At  the  new  Chau- 
l.iuqiui  ilicy  ^ire  plaiuiing  general  iin- 
1  ro%ements  of  note.  One  obstacle  which 
was  hard  to  get  rid  of  was  the  de.-ire  of 
the  trustees  of  the  clubs  to  erc(  t  club 
hon.*-t^s  on  the  water  front.  The  only 
building  which  occupied  such  a  position 
v.as  the  writer  ptmiping  station,  and 
thfv  did  not  see  why  they  should  not 
put  up  handsome  buildings,  if  such  a 
structure   was  to  remain  there. 

•We  compromised  Ijy  putting  in  elec- 
tric i^umping  engines  and  converting 
tiie  pov.er  house  into  a  general  t  lub 
house  for  the  accommodation  of  sev- 
eral clubs.  Thus  the  water  front  was 
preserved  and  the  power  house,  which 
has  been  improved  in  appearance,  will 
be  torn  down  within  three  years.  The 
trustees  have  laid  aside  their  petty 
disputes  as  to  rights  and  are  now 
'.vorking  with  a  common  purpose. 

'"You  of  Duluth  have  any  number  of 
points  that  could  bo  seized  upon,  it 
Itridges  are  to  be  put  in  on  your  boule- 
vard do  not  allow  wooden  or  steel 
stru<tures  to  l>e  erected.  Have  them 
made  of  mugh  boulders  taken  from  the 
hillside,  so  that  the  whole  appearance 
^nay  be  one  without  a  discordant  spot. 
Shut  out  the  unple;isant  vlesvs  in  mak- 
ing future  improvements.  Plan  for  the 
future  generation.  Give  those  who 
follov.-  in  your  footsteps  an  Ideal  to 
v«hich  they  will  look  when  contemplat- 
ing makitiff  improvements  of  any  kind. 


You  will  then  be  doing  a  world  of  good 
lor  yourselves  and  building  for  poster- 
ity a  city  which  In  itself  will  be  a  mon- 
ument to  the  intelligence  of  the  present 
generation." 

Mr.  Kelsey,  during  the  lecture, 
showed  among  other  views  those  of 
towers  in  European  cities,  while  being 
used  as  advertising  bulletins,  were 
pleasing  to  the  eye  and  brought  in  to 
the  cities  something  like  30,000  francs 
each  every  year.  He  showed  the  fam- 
ous boulevard,  extending  from  Chepul- 
tepec  to  the  City  of  Mexico,  and  which 
is  the  most  beautiful  driveway  in  the 
world. 

Duluth  has  her  chance  to  become 
noted  ff»r  her  driveway  with  its  un- 
etpinled  view.  He  showed  an  abbatoir 
which  had  been  converted  from  an  un- 
sightly mass  to  a  work  of  art.  In  all  of 
his  viev>s  there  was  not  one  from  which 
some  idea  might  not  be  gained  that 
would  be  applicable  in  this  city.  The 
lecture  on  the  whole  was  one  of  the 
mor.t  satisfactory  addre^^ses  heard  in 
Duluth  for  several  months,  and  will  no 
doubt  re-ult,  as  intended  by  the  direct- 
ors of  the  <'ommercial  club,  in  resi- 
dents of  the  Zenith  City  paying  more 
attention  to  adornment  of  their  muni- 
cipality in  the  future.  After  the  lecture 
Mr.  Kelsey  leieived  many  assurances 
from  city  officials  and  others  that  his 
ideas  v  ould  be  given  the  greatest  con- 
sideration.

But  just  at  present  little  Miss  Julia 
Ward  Howe  Hall,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Henry  Marion  Hall  of  Orange, 
New  Jersey,  and  the  granddaughter 
of  Mrs.  Florence  Howe  Hall,  the  well- 
iiiiown  author  and  lecturer  of  Plainfield, 
N.  J.,  born  last  April  is  the  joy  and 
pride  of  this  distinguished  family. 

It  is  a  fai:,  far  different  Newport 
life  into  which  this  beloved  white-hair- 
ed woman  enters  from  year  to  year 
than  that  which  was  recently  so  scath- 
ingly arraingned  by  Hery  Watterson 
{in  his  attack  on  the  wealthy  and  idle 
I  smart  set.  A  generation  ago  there  was 
I  a  real  aristocracy  of  brains  and  culture

Happy  when  suriounded  by  members 
of  her  children  or  when  entertainin,?

outskirts  of  Newport,  it  was  also  a 
pleasure  for  her  to  make  another  visit 
to  the  little  chapel  in  South  Portsmouth, 
nearby,  where  the  sect  known  as  the 
Christian  worship,  and  there  preach  to 
them  the  word  of  God  in  a  simple  and 
direct  manner.  It  was  an  Inspiring 
picture  to  witne^  that  of  this  vener- 
able, white-haired  woman,  arrayed  in 
white  cashmere  ai:d  a  white  cap,  stand- 
the  '  hig  behind  the  pulpit  and  speaking 
Words  of  cheer  and  hope  to  this  atten- 
tive congregation   of   working  people. 


Since  her  contribution  of  an  introduc- 
tion to  the  "Love  Letters  of  Margaret 
Fuller,"  Mrs.  Howe  has  done  no  exten- 
sive literary  work  this  year,  but  she 
has  been  e.xceedingly  interested  in  the 
story  of  "Laura  Bndgman,  Dr.  Howes 
Famous  Pupil  and  What  He  Taught 
Her,"  upon  which  two  of  her  daugii- 
ters  were  at  work  and  wliich  has  since 
been  published.  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Howe, 
her  hijPband,  who  died  in  1876,  was  the 
first  person  to  devise  a  method  for 
reaching  the  shut-in  mind  of  the  blind, 
deaf-nmte.  Yet  to  many  of  the  younger 
generation,  the  great  pioneer  work  of 
Dr.  Howe  in  behalf  of  the  helpless  is 
unknown,  while  there  are  innumerable 
intelligent  men  and  women  who  are 
not  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  young 
doctor  who  fought  in  behalf  of  the 
Greeks  and  then  gave  the  best  part  of 
his  life  to  teaching  the  blidn,  in  the 
Perkins  Institution,  Boston,  was  the 
life-partner  of  the  woman  who  wro:;e 
the  "Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic," 
and  who  has  since  aided  by  pen  aiid 
speech  many  worthy  causes  in  behalf 
of  humanity. 

Mrs.  Howe  spent  some  of  the  hap- 
piest days  of  her  life  in  the  institu- 
tion   where   Laura   Bridgman,    the   girl 


I  who  came  from  Dartmouth,  N.  H.,  to 
Dr.  Howe  with  only  one  of  the  senses, 
tnat  of  touch,  was  rescued  from  a 
living  death.  The  awakening  of  the 
mind  and  soul  of  Laura  Bridgman  was 
the  roault  of  years  of  devotion  on  the 
part  of  Dr.  Howe  and  his  assistants, 
but  this  busy  man  never  found  time  to 
give  to  the  world  the  complete  story 
of  his  pioneer  labors,  and  Mrs.  Howe 
is  naturally  gartified  that  two  of  her 
own  daughters  have  made  use  of  Dr. 
Howe's  records,  Laura's  own  journal, 
and  other  important  data,  with  such 
skill,  while  her  son-in-law,  John  El- 
liott, the  artist,  has  supplied  the  draw- 
ings. This  same  institution  where  Miss 
Julia  Ward,  of  New  York,  mot  Dr. 
Samuel  G.  Howe,  nearly  sixty-two 
years  ago,  is  now  presided  over  by 
Michael  Aiiagnos,  the  husband  of 
Julia  Romana,  the  eldest  daughter  of 
Dr.    and   Mrs.    Howe,   who  died   in    18S6. 

While  Maud  Howe  Elliott,  the  young- 
est daughter,  and  Florence  Howe  nail, 
the  oldest  living  daughter,  were  at 
work  on  the  story  of  Laura  Bridgman, 
another  daughter,  Laura  E.  Richards, 
whose  name  has  been  a  liousehold 
word  since  her  "Captain  January"  was 
published,  was  writing  a  book  of  fables 
for  old  and  young,  and  this  book,  called 
"The  Golden  Windows,"  has  since  been 
published,  with  an  artistic  cover  and 
appropriate  decorations  made  by  her 
own   daughter,   Julia  Ward   Richards. 

Hardly  had  Mrs.  Howe  settled  down 
for  the  winter  in  her  comfortable  heme 
in  Boston  when  demands  upon  her 
time  and  services  began.  Enjoying  ex- 
cellent health,  she  responds  generously 
to  the  many  appeals  which  are  made, 
and  among  her  first  appearances  at 
the  many  gatherings  which  she  will  un- 
doubtedly grace  this  season  will  be  a 
reception  at  her  own  house  of  the  Bos- 
ton Authors'  club,  of  which  she  is  not 
only  the  honored  but  the  active  presi- 
dent.

it  developed  that  in  former  years  the 
committee  did  not  await  the  sanction  of 
the  assembly  and  council,  but  paid  it- 
self out  of  the  receipts,  taking  there- 
from such  money  as  the  committee 
deemed  it  was  entitled  to.

growth  may  be  expected  at  West  Duluth.  The 
manufacture  of  iron  products  on  an  extensive  scale 
has  been  the  dream  and  hope  of  Duluthians  for 
many  years.  A  realization  of  that  hope  is  about  to 
be  realized,  if  one  may  judge  from  present  develop- 
ments. 

One  drawback  since  the  era  of  stagnation  and 
retrogression  in  the  western  end  of  the  city,  has 
been  a  lack  of  civic  pride,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
but  few  homes  and  few  business  places  were  owned 
by  residents.

T'ntil  the  substitute  meat  bill  Is  passed, 
whether  it  be  Monday  niglu  or  a  week 
hence,  the  ordinance  introduced  by  Al- 
derman Haven  and  passed  last  Monday 
night  will  be  in  force,  and  so  long  as  it 
is  in  force  fresh  meats  may  be  peddlfd 
wthoul  a  license  and  without  restriction. 
The  substitute  measure  is  as  follows: 

An  ordinance  legulatlng  the  peddling  of 
fresh   meats. 

The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Du- 
luth  do   ordain   as    follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  peddle  fresh  meats  within  the 
city  of  Dultith.  without  having  first  ob- 
tained a  license  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  also  a  permit  from  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Duluth,  as 
hereinafter    provided. 

Sec.  "J.  Any  person  wishing  to  engage 
in  the  business  of  peddling  fresh  meats 
within  .said  city  shall  pay  to  the  city 
treasurer  the  license  fee  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  and  upon  filing  the  treasurei  s 
receipt  therefor  with  the  city  clerk,  said 
clerk  shall  issue  to  said  person  a  license 
for  the  peddling  of  fresh  meats,  ending 
the  first  of  May  following.  The  fee  for 
the  Issuance  of  any  such  license  shall  be 
ten  dollars  All  licenses  issued  hereunder 
shall   be   non-transferable. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  holding  a  license 
hereunder  for  the  the  peddling  of  fresh 
meats  may  obtain  a  permit  from  the 
board  of  health  therefor,  by  making  ap- 
plication to  said  board,  in  writing;  wliich 
permit  shall  be  granted  without  the  pay- 
ment of  any  fee  therefor,  to  expire  at 
the  same  time  the  licen.se  held  by  such 
person  expires.  Provided.  that  the 
board  of  health  shall  not  In  any  case  be 
required  to  l.ssue  a  permit  to  any  per- 
son having  been  convicted,  by  said  board 
or  anv  court,  of  violating  any  law  of  the 
state  "or  ordinance  of  the  city  with  refer- 
ence to  peddling  or  with  reference  to  t.ie 
sale  of  meats. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  health  may  at 
anv  time,  upon  a  public  hearing,  after 
notice  to  the  person  to  whom  the  permit 
has  been  gianted.  Investigate  as  to 
whether  or  not  suca  person  holding  a 
permit  hereunder  has  been  guilty  of  sell- 
ing diseased  or  unwholesome  meat  wlien 
peddling  under  the  permit  issued  here- 
under, such  permit  may  bo  revoked  by 
said  board;  and  after  such  revocation 
such  person  shall  have  no  right  to  con- 
tinue to  peildle  fresh  meats  by  virtue  of 
the   license  l.s.sued  to   him   hereunder. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  ef- 
fect and  be  in  force  Irom  and  after  its 
passage    and    publication. 

It  remains  to  l»e  seen  what  the  butch- 
ers will  do  about  it.  They  certainly 
will  not  allow  the  ordinance  to  be  passed 
without  a  struggle.  l.nless  they  can 
put  up  a  better  argument  than  John  Cox 
did  last  M'mday  night,  they  will  be 
hoijekssly  beaten.

of  Labor. 

Boston,    Nov.   14.— The   question   whether 
the  convention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion  of  Labor  should   appropriate  $10»  to 
aid  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  in 
their    pending    struggle    again    came    up 
today,  when  tlie  commit  toe  on  resolutions 
reported    as    a    substitute    for    a    previous 
resolution  that  sympatliy  be  expre.s.«ed  for 
the  miners   of  the   West   and   that   trades 
unions  throughout  tlie  country  be  request- 
I  ed  to  tender  financial  aid  to  the  Western

OF  JESUS 

Important  Discovery   of 

Ancient  Writings  Made 

In  Egypt. 

I^ondon.  Nov.  14— Many  hitherto  un- 
known sayings  of  Jesus  Christ  have  been 
di-scovered  in  Egypt  by  archaeologists, 
who  have  dug  up  papyri  buried  since  the 
secoid  century,  100  miles  south  of  Cairo. 

Dr.  Bernard  P.  Orenfeli.  who  has  been 
engaged  in  Egyptian  excavations  since 
1894.  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  Egypt 
exploration  fund  here  yesterday,  gave 
the  following  details:  Accompanied  by 
Dr.  Hunt.  Dr.  Grenfell  found  an  arch 
ptolemlc    In    the    necropolis    at    Ei-Hibey. 

\  The  bulk  of  the  documents  from  one 
mount    consisted   of    a    collection   of   say- 

i  ings  of  Jesua.  They  are  all  Introduced 
with  the  word.s  "Jesus  saith."  and  for 
the  most  part  are  new.  The  ends  of  the 
lines,  unfortunately,  are  often  obUterated. 
.\pparentlv  all  the  sayings  were  addressed 
to  St.    Thomas.

Crushed  Stone  Works  at 

West  Duluth  Proving 

a  Success.

Number  of  Men  Employed 

Is  Increased  lo  Over 

Eighty. 


Planned  to  Increase  Out- 

•  put  of  Plant  Next 

Year. 


To  turn  the  hard  rock  of  Duluth's 
granite  hills  into  ii  source  of  weailh, 
and  to  base  on  it  an  Industry  giving 
employment  to  scores  of  men,  is  an  idea 
that  would  have  been  laughed  to  scorn 
a  few  years  ago. 

This  is  what  is  being  done  by  the 
Duluth  Crushed  Stone  works  in  West 
Duluth,  however,  and  the  new  plant 
shows  every  sign  of  prosperity,  and 
promises  to  become  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal industries  of  that  part  of  the 
city. 

The  plant  has  been  in  operation  only 
a  few  months,  yet  during  that  tinSe  the 
number  of  men  emjdoyed  has  been  in- 
creased from  about  twenty-five  to  over 
eighty,  and  the  company  has  difin  uUy 
In  furnishing  sufficient  material  to  fill 
Its  orders.  It  is  being  planned  to  in- 
crease the  output  of  the  plant  next 
year  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the 
demands  placed  upon   It. 

A  visit  lo  the  pl:int  on  the  hiil  side, 
at  tiie  he; id  of  Fifty-seventh  avtnue,  is 
most  interesting.  The  work  of  getting 
the  rofk  from  the  hillside,  crushing  it 
and  loading  it  into  cars  has  been  sys- 
tematized so  that  It  is  accomplished 
with  the  least  possible  labor. 

The  rock  is  blasted  from  the  cliff  dur- 
ing the  evening.  From  sixty  to  seventy 
men  are  at  present  employed  in  tlie 
quarry,  at  the  head  of  whom  Is  the 
foremr.n,  F.  J.  Cullen,  and  the  head 
blaster.  The  rock  that  is  thus  blasted 
out  from  the  cliff  is  taken  in  charge  by 
the  men  In  the  quarry.  The  large  pic  es 
are  drilled  and  a  small  charge  of  dyna- 
mite placed  in  each.  When  fifteen  or 
twenty  of  these  huge  holders  have  been 
charged,  work      is      stopped      and  the

Into  the  cans.  Ttm  cars  hold  about  a 
ton  of  rock  apiece,.  »nd  as  soon  as  sev- 
eral of  them  have  'been  loaded,  they 
are  drawn  by  a  horse  to  the  building  in 
which  the  crusher  ia  situated. 

The  crusher  is  a  huge  steel  circular 
cylinder,  in  which  a  heavy  hammer  re- 
volves and  crushes  the  rock  into  small 
pieces.

It   is   taken   up  in   an   endless   chain   of 

buckets  and  is  passed  through  a  screen.

'  There  has  been  some  little  complaint 
of  the  noise  and  dust  caused  by  the 
orush^  from  the  people  living  In  the 
vkinity.  There  are  not  more  than  five 
or  six  houses  within  the  area  affected 
by  the  cruirfier,  however,  and  as  the 
woik  progresses  it  goes  farther  and 
farther  into  the  side  of  the  hill  and 
away  from  the  houses. 

Some    little    ditflculty    was    also    ex- 
perienced   at    first    in    opening    up    the 
1  quarry,   as   is  always   the   case   with   a 
I  new    plant    of    this   kind.      The    surface 
I  rock  was  not  suituble  for  the  purpose, 
i  but  as  the  work  ^c^re^ses  the  rock  is 
becoming  better  an^  better. 
The    total    capacity   of   the   works   a-t 
I  present  Is  about  40#  cars  a  day.     Each 
'  car  holds   about   one  cubic   yard,    or   a 
I  ton,  of  stone.     The  plant  has  not  been 
running  to  its  full  capacity  on  account 
of  the  restrictions  pMced  upon  it  ui  the

The  funds  to  build  the  handsome  Y.

Special  attention  has  been  paid  in  the 
designing  of  the  structure  to  make  it 
modern  and  convenient  In  every  way, 
acording  to  its  size  and  it  is  reg;irded 
as  an  excellent  model  of  the  class  of 
buildings  to  which  it  belongs.

quality  of  food  at  the  minimum  ex- 
pense has  found  a  prize.  For  this  rea- 
son the  cooks  in  the  logging  camps  re- 
ceive the  highest  wages  paid,  outside, 
perhaps,  the  foremen,  and  there  are 
some  lumber  companies  in  the  North- 
west that  willingly  pay  as  high  as  $100 
per  month  for  the  right  sort  of  man. 

The  camp  supplies  must  be  hauled  in 
from  a  distance,  as  a  rule,  and  the 
camp  cooks  have  drilled  into  them  the 
principle  of  economy. 

In  large  camps  the  cook  has  his 
hands  full  with  nothing  else  to  do 
other  than  doing  the  cooking  neces- 
sary to  feed  the  men  three  times  per 
day.  He  must  bake  his  own  bread  or 
biscuits,  his  own  pastry,  for  this  is  now 
one  of  the  features  in  the  cainp  menu. 


Readjustment  ofWa§:es  and 
Warm  Weather  Blamed. 

New  York,  Nov.  14.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says: 

Readjustment  of  wages  and  abnor- 
mally warm  weather  are  not  calculated 
to  stimuhirfe  distribution  of  merchan- 
dise, especially  wearing  apparel  ""and 
fuel.  Several  other  staple  lines  aie 
nuiet,  as  Is  usual  at  this  season,  yet 
the  splendid  profits  of  agricultural  com- 
munities cannot  fail  to  put  large  sum* 
of  money  in  circulation  and  provide  a 
market   tor  commodities. 

Prives  of  all  staples  were  slightly 
higher  on  Nov.  1  than  a  month  pre- 
vious, but  In  the  past  two  week^  the 
level  nas  fallen  somewhat.  Settle- 
ments of  labor  disputes  in  meat  pack- 
ing, lithographing  and  several  minor 
industries  are  offset  by  new  struggles 
In  the  building  trades,  street  car  lines 
and  coal  mines,  while  the  cut  in  wages 
of  iron  workers  and  spinners  may  re- 
sult In  strikes. 

A  hPly.ful  event  was  the  resumption 
of  work  at  Montana  copper  mines, 
coke  ovens  and  Western  stock  yards. 
Railway  earnings  for  the  first  week  of 
November  were  4.8  per  cent  larger  than 
last  year. 

Several  significant  events  have  oc- 
curred that  indicate  clearly  tlie  situa- 
tion In  the  iron  and  steel  Industry. 

Whllo   furnace   sto-  ks  are  far   in  ex- 


cess of  all  recent  high  points,  there  Is 
some  offset  In  the  very  small  suppli<  s 
held  elsewhere,  and  now  that  quota- 
tions have  fallen  to  a  more  attractive 
position,  there  Is  reason  to  look  for 
some  recovery  in  demand.  After  the 
first  shock  of  new  prices  was  over  the 
markets  became  more  active.  One  fea- 
ture is  the  loss  sustained  by  jobbers 
and  dealers  who  haa  stocks  on  hand 
t^urchased  above  the  new  level,  but 
there  Is  more  satisfaction  expressed 
than  otherwise  over  the  low  figures*, 
since  they  are  calculated  to  stimulate 
activity. 

In  footwear  the  only  feature  Is  the 
urgency  of  jobbers  to  get  quick  de- 
liveries of  fall  contracts,  resulting  in 
heavy  shipments  from  New  England 
shops. 

Hides  are  steady  with  a  firmer  tone. 
With  raw  cotton  stubbornly  held  at  a 
high  position  and  consumers  reluctant 
to  advance  bids  for  finished  products. 
It  was  inevitable  that  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction must  come  down.  Hence  the 
cut  in  wages  at  Fall  River  mills  was 
not  unexpected.  Inciuiries  for  cotton 
goods  are  numerous,  but  buyers  and 
sellers  cannot  agree  as  to  prices  and 
little  new  business  is  clo.sed. 

A  slight  improvement  is  noted  in  sup- 
plementary orders  for  woolens  without 
lifting  the  market  from  its  dull  condi- 
tion, however.  Prices  for  worsted  are 
very  irregular  and  carpets  for  spring 
were  opened  at  an  advance  of  5  per 
cent  on  low  grades.

Second  to  the  cook  is  the  cookee. 
This  personage  always  draws  good 
wages  and  does  a  large  amount  of 
work,  but  he  does  not  get  paid  as  well 
as  the  cook,  and  he  is  under  that 
person's  orders.  He  Is  the  fireman  on 
the  train  In  which  the  cook  Is  tlie  en- 
gineer.

To  turn  the  hard  rock  of  DuJuth's 
granite  hills  into  ii  source  of  weailh, 
atid  fo  base  on  it  an  industry  glvinij 
employment  to  scores  of  men,  is  an  idea 
that  would  have  been  laughed  to  scorn 
a  few  yt-Mrs  ago. 

This  i.~  what  is  being  done  by  tne 
Duluth  I  rushed  Stone  works  in  West 
Dulutli.  liowevcr,  and  the  new  plant 
shows  sign    of    prosperity,      and 

proini.^.'S  to  become  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal industries  of  that  part  of  the 
city. 

The  plant  has  been  in  operation  only 
a  few  months,  yd  during  that  tinle  the 
numl)e'r  of  men  employed  has  been  in- 
creased from  about  twenty-five  to  over 
eighty,  tuid  tlie  company  has  dilh<  uUy 
in  furnishing  sufficient  material  to  fill 
its  orders.  It  is  being  planned  lo  in- 
crease th«'  output  of  the  plant  next 
year  m  (udtr  to  keep  pace  witii  the 
demands  trlaced   upon  it. 

A  visit  to  the  plant  on  the  hiil  side, 
at  the  head  of  Fifty-seVenth  avinui%  is 
most  interesting.  The  work  of  getting 
the  rock  from  the  hillside,  crushing  it 
and  loading  it  into  cars  hiis  been  sys- 
tematize*] fo  that  It  Is  accomplished 
with  the  least  possible  labor. 

The  rock  is  blasted  from  the  cliff  dur- 
ing the  evening.  From  sixty  to  seventy 
men  are  at  present  employed  in  the 
cjuarry.  at  the  head  of  whom  1.-^  the 
foreni.  n.  F.  J.  C'ullen,  and  the  head 
blaster.  The  rock  that  is  thus  blasted 
out  fiom  the  cliff  Is  taken  in  iharge  by 
the  meti  In  the  quarry.

Into  the  cars.  The  cars  hold  about  a 
ton  of  rock  apiece,,  and  as  soon  as  sev- 
eral of  them  have  been  loaded,  they 
are  drawn  by  a  horse  to  the  building  in 
which  the  crusher  is  situated. 

The  crusher  Is  a  huge  steel  circular 
cylinder,  In  which  a  heavy  hammer  re- 
volves and  crushes  the  rock  into  small 
pieces. 

As  the  rock  drops  from  the  crusher 
It  is  taken  up  in  an  endless  chain  of 
buckets  and  is  passed  through  a  screen. 
The  ix)ck  that  is  too  large  to  go  through 
the  screen  Is  passed  through  ajiother 
smaller  crusher,  and  is  carried  up  into 
the  large  pockets. 

The  pockets  bverhang  a  side  track 
from  the  tHiluth.  Missabe  &  Northern 
railroad,  and  the  cars  are  backed  under 
them  to  be  loaded. 

There  has  been  some  little  complaint 
of  the  noise  and  dust  caused  by  th^; 
crush^-  from  the  people  living  In  th-* 
vicinity.  There  are  not  more  than  five 
or  six  hou^^es  within  the  area  affecfeci 
by  the  crusher,  however,  and  as  the 
woik  progresses  it  goes  farther 
farther  into  the  'iide  of  the  hill 
away   from  the  houses. 

jJome  little  ditflculty  was  also 
perieiiced  at  first  in  opening  up 
quarry,  as  is  always  the  case  with  a 
new  plant  of  this  kind.  The  surface 
rock  was  not  suitable  for  the  purpose, 
but  as  the  work  pfc^re-.ses  the  rock  li 
becoming  better  and  better. 

The  total  capacity  of  the  works  at 
present  Is  about  40*  cars  a  day.  Each 
car  holds  about  one  cubic  yard,  or  a 
ton,  of  stone.  The  plant  has  not  been 
running  to  its  full  capacity  on  account 
of  the  restrictions  pMced  upon  it  :ii  the 
matter  of  blasting  and  other  ditiiculties 
which  are  Incidental  to  the  opening  of 
a  new  quarry.  The  output  at  present 
is  in  the  neighborhood  of  350  cars  per 
day. 

The  local  market  has  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  absorbed  almost  the  entirn 
output  of  the  plant.  Inquiries  ha\e  been 
received  from  all  parts  of  the  North- 
west, but  they  could  not  be  handled 
this  year  by  the  company.  From  as  far 
east  as  Detroit  and  Chicago,  and  from 
the  Dakotas  and  all  parts  of  Minne- 
sota, letters  have  been  received  asking 
for  prices.  As  the  output  could  be 
xilaced  In  the  local  jnarket,  however, 
these  orders  had  to  be  .allowed  to  go 
elsewhere.  Next  year  the  company 
will  go  after  this  trade,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  Duulth  can  supply  crushed 
stone  for  the  streets  of  many  of  th«? 
citie*;  of  the  Midnle  West  and  through- 
out the  Dakotas  ani}  Western  Minne- 
sota to  where  stone  <{t!arries  are  scarce. 

The  cfu.«:her  is  in,  charge  of  E.  W. 
Green.  Mr.  Green  came  to  Duluth  from 
a  large  IIItjoIs  crusher,  and  he  has  had 
long  experience  in  the  work.  F.  J. 
Cull"  11  is  the  foreman  of  the  gang  at 
work  in  the  quarry,  and  Gapt.  <^5ill  of 
Virginia  holds  the  position  of  general 
suiierintendetn  of  the  plant.

In    large    camps    the    cook    has    his  , 
hands    full    with    nothing    else     to    do  [ 
other    than    doing    the    cooking    neces-  i 
sary  to   feed   the   men   three   times   per 
day.     He  must   bake  his  own   bread   or 
biscuits,  his  own  pastry,  for  this  is  now 
one  of  the  features  in   the  camp  menu. 


Readjustment  ofWa§:es  and 
Warm  Weather  Blamed. 

New  York,  Nov.  14.— R.  G.  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says: 

Readjustment  of  wages  and  abnor- 
mally warm  weather  are  not  calculated 
to  stimuhUe  distribution  of  merchan- 
dise, especially  wearing  apparel  "and 
fuel.  Several  other  staple  lines  aie 
quiet,  as  Is  usual  at  this  season,  yet 
the  splendid  profits  of  agricultural  com- 
munities cannot  fail  to  put  large  sums 
of  money  in  circulation  and  provide  a 
market  lor  commodities. 

Prices   of    all     staples    were    slightly 
higher   on    Nov.    1    than    a    month    pre- 
viou.-^.    but   in   the   past   two   week^   the 
level     has     fallen     somewhat.       Settle- 
ments  of  labor  disputes  in  meat  pack-  j 
5ng,   lithographing    and    several  minor  ' 
Industries   are   offset   by  new   struggles 
In  the  building  trades,  street  car  lines  ' 
and  coal  mines,  while  the  cut  in  wages  ' 
of  irrni   workers  and   spinners  may   re- 
sult In  strikes. 

A  hel.'.ful  event  was  the  resumption 
of  work  at  Montana  copper  mines, 
coke  ovens  and  Western  stock  yards. 
Radway  earnings  for  the  first  week  <if 
Novembei  were  4.8  per  cent  larger  than 
last   year. 

Several  significant  events  have  oc- 
curred that  indicate  clearly  t:.e  situa- 
tion In  the  iron  and  steel  Industry. 

While   fur::are   sto.  ks  are   far   in   ex- 


cess of  all  recent  high  points,  there  Is 
some  offset  in  the  very  sm.ill  sujiplics 
held  elsewhere,  and  now  that  iiunta- 
tions  ha\e  fallen  to  a  more  attraitivc 
position,  there  Is  reason  to  look  for 
some  recovery  in  demand.  After  the 
first  shock  of  new  i)rices  was  over  the 
markets  became  more  active.  One  fea- 
ture is  the  loss  sustained  by  jobbers 
and  dealers  who  haa  stocks  on  hand 
purchased  above  the  new  level,  bat 
there  is  more  satisfaction  express<-d 
than  otherwise  over  the  low  figures, 
since  they  are  calculated  to  stimul.iie 
activity. 

In  footwear  the  only  feature  is  the 
urgency  of  jobbers  to  get  quick  do- 
liveries  of  fall  contracts,  resulting  in 
heavy  shipments  from  New  England 
shops. 

Hides  are  steady  with  a  firmer  tone. 
With  raw  cotton  stubbornly  held  at  a 
high  position  and  consumers  reluctant 
to  advance  bids  for  finished  products, 
it  was  inevitable  that  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction must  come  down.  Hence  the 
cut  in  wages  at  Fall  River  mills  was 
not  unexpected.  Inquiries  for  cotton 
goods  are  numerous,  but  buyers  and 
sellers  cannot  agree  as  to  prices  and 
little  new  l)usiness  is  closed. 

A  slight  improvement  is  noted  in  sup- 
plementary orders  for  woolens  without 
lifting  the  market  from  its  dull  condi- 
tion, however.  Prices  for  worsted  are 
very  irregular  and  carpets  for  spring 
were  opened  at  an  advance  of  5  per 
cent  on  low  grades.

This  personage  always  draws  good 
wages  and  does  a  large  amount  of 
work,  but  he  does  not  get  paid  as  well 
as  the  cook,  and  he  is  under  that 
person's  orders.  He  is  the  fireman  on 
tie  train  in  which  the  cook  is  the  en- 
gineer.

Interstate    Commission  Will 
Investigate  Costs. 

Chicago.  Nov.  14.— Actual  values  of 
railroad  properties,  as  represented  by 
the  money  actually  expended  in  their 
construction,  are  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration by  the  interstate  commerce 
commission  in  the  future  when  deter- 
mining the  reasonableness  of  advances 
made  in  freight  rates.  This  fact  devel- 
oped today  when  the  commission  took 
great   pains   to  ascertain   how   much    it 

had  cost  to  build  the  International  & 
Great  Northern  railway,  which  is  one 
of  the  prooerties  concerned  in  the  ad- 
vance of  rates  from  St.  Louis  to  Texa^ 
common  points.  In  the  case  of  this 
railroad  it  did  not  develop  that  the 
capitalization  and  funded  debt  upon 
which  interest  must  be  paid  in  the  on-; 
case  and  upon  which  it  is  desired  to 
pay  dividends  In  the  other  are  excess- 
ive. It  is  expected,  however,  that  some 
of  the  southwestern  roads  interested  in 
the  present  Intjuiry  will  not  make  such 
a  good  showing  as  in  causes  wher'j 
groups  of  railroads  are  involved  in 
freight  rates  when  it  appears  that  some 
of  them  are  burdened  with  overcapital- 
ization. The  position  of  the  commis- 
sion is  based  on .  the  recent  ruling  of 
the  supreme  court  that  a  railroad  13 
entitled  only  to  a  fair  return  on  the 
actual   investment. 


SCULPTORS  HARD  AT  WORK 
FOR  THE  COMING  WORLD^S  FAIR 

Scenes  In  the  Studios  Where  Statuary  Is  Being; 
Made  For  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  — 
Most  Sculptors  Live  In  New  York  City. 


ACQUITTED  OF  FORGERY.

New  York.  Nov.  14.— (Special  lo  The 
Herald.) — When  Phidias  was  chief  of 
sculpture  at  Athens,  B.  C,  450  or 
thereabouts,  there  were  lively  doings 
among  those  artists  whose  chisels 
carved  the  figures  and  groups  of  tne 
immortal  Parthenon.  Phidias  had  a 
task  on  his  hands  in  those  days  .some- 
what resembling  that  of  the  sculptor  in 
these  days  charged  with  the  duty  of 
supervising  the  sculptural  decorations 
of  a  great  international  exposition. 
There  was  a  difference,  however.  Phid- 
ias has  a  number  of  years  in  which  to 
execute  in  marble  the  gods  and  god- 
esses  and  heroes  of  Greek  mythology, 
who  were  created  lor  the  adornment  of 
the  Atlienian  Acropolis,  while  the 
sculpture  for  a  world's  fair  like  that  at 
St.  Louis  in  li»04  has  all  to  be  planned 
out  on  paper,  modelled  in  clay,  and  en- 
larged in  plaster,  marble  and  oion:6e. 
and  placed  in  po.sition  on  buildings  and 
grounds,  inside  of  about  eighteen 
nionths.  This  means  in  the  first  place 
a  great  deal  of  thought  and  study  and 
consultation  in  the  conception  and  de- 
velopment of  what  is  termed  the 
sculptural  seheme."  Js'ext  comes  ihti 
delicate  task  of  awarding  commissions 
for  the  exeinitlon  of  the  <lifferent  por- 
tions of  the  work.  As  sculptors  and 
other  artists  are  often  possessed  by 
the  green-eyed  demon  of  Jealousy,  and 
aeidom  use  that  petition  of  the  litany, 
vshich  asks  for  deliverance  from  "envy, 
hatred  and  malice,"  this  task  of  par- 
celling out  the  commissions  to  the  most 
capable  and  meritorious  artists  is  not 
so  easy  and  delightful  a  function  as  it 
might  seem  to  the  unlntiated.  Karl 
Bitter,  thief  of  the  department  ot 
sculpture  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
exposition,  has  the  knack  of  getting 
along  pretty  well  with  fellow-laboiers 
in  the  sculptors'  guild,  and  is  on  the 
whole  so  level-headed  that  thus  far  he 
has  been  able  to  keep  comparative 
peace  in  the  family  since  the  work  of 
[troducing  decorative  sculj>ture  for  the 
Worlds  fair  was  entrusted  to  his 
hands. 

Once  the  commissions  are  awarded 
the  work  of  modelling  the  figures  and 
groups  begins  in  the  studios  of  the 
various  sculptors.  After  the  model?  are 
completed  and  passed  on  by  Chief  Bit- 
ter and  his  advisers.  J.  Q.  A.  W..rd. 
Augustus  St.  Gardens  and  Daniel  C. 
French,  they  go  to  the  big  enlarge- 
ment shops  at  Hoboken.  where  they  are 
"built  up"  by  the  workmen  employed 
there  for  that  purpose.  Much  of  the 
work  is  also  doe  in  St.  Louis.  There 
are  some  eighty  cr  more  men  employed 
In  the  Weehawken  shops  and  others  at 
the  St.  Louis  end  of  the  line,  while  tl.e 
sculptors  who  have  received  commis- 
sions to  model  statuary  for  the  World's 
fair  number  between  ninety  and  100. 
Thus  It  will  bo  seen  that  Mr.  Bitier 
has  a  large  task  on  his  hands,  and  even 
Phidias,  when  he  was  commissioned 
by  Pericles  to  superintend  the  sculp- 
ture for  the  Acropolis,  did  not  as.sume 
a  much  more  difficult  contract.  Of 
course  Mr.  Bitter  is  too  modest  lo  wish 
to  be  compared  to  the  immortal  Phidi- 
asm,  nevertheless  there  exists  a  simi- 
larity  in   their   tasks. 

A  round  of  the  studios  where  sculp- 
tors are  now  at  work  for  the  decoration 
of  the  World's  fair  makes  an  interest- 
ing tour.  The  writer  recently  accom- 
panied Mr.  Bitter  on  one  of  the  trips 
of  inspection  which  he  frequently  takes 
to  see  how  the  work  on  models  is  pro- 


I  giessing,  and  gl\e  the  artists  any  sug- 

I  gestions    or    advice     which     they    may 

need.

A  sculptor's  studio  is  not  unusually 
an  elegant  apartment;  luxuriously  fur- 
nished with  rugs  and  divans,  portieres 
and  tapestries,  the  o'clock  tea  sets  and 
objects  of  virtu  from  all  over  the  world, 
,  such  as  one  might  expect  to  find  on 
visiting  the  working  place  of  an  emin- 
ent painter.  Tie  average  sculptors 
studio  is  a  good  deal  of  a  workshoji, 
not  so  very  artistic  in  furnishi?igs  and 
general  appearance,  though  this  is  not 
always  so  and  the  studios  of  such  men 
as  Charles  H.  Niehaus,  Karl  Bitter, 
Daniel  C.  Frencd,  Gc-orge  Grey  Bar- 
naid.  and  some  ethers,  especially  thosc 
who  have  studies  in  connection  with 
country  homes,  have  not  a  little  that 
is  artistic  or  imposing  or  picturescjue 
in  aspect.  The  main  essentials  are  good 
light,  clay  for  modelling,  the  proper 
tools,  and  coslume«=,  models,  etc.,  ac- 
cording to  the  vork  in  hand.  Given 
these,  the  surrou  idings  and  accessories 
of  the  studio  are  .a  secondary  consider- 
ation. One  often  finds  a  sculptor  who.-«e 
name  is  known  throughout  the  laiici 
working  in  a  pla -e  that  closely  resem- 
bles a  barn  or  \  loft  of  a  stable,  in 
fact,  stable  buildings  are  sometimes 
chosen  for  sculptor's  studios  and  sev- 
eral New  York  streets  are  largely  given 
u\>  to  the  housii  g  of  horses,  automo- 
biles, and  artist:^.  One  such  idace  is 
Macdougal  alley,  near  Eighth  street, 
which  is  a  sort  of  sculptors  row.  In 
spile  of  its  inartistic  name  it  contains 
the  studios  of  such  very  artistic  men 
as  Philip  Marti  ly,  who  is  at  work 
on  a  figure  of  Nature  for  the  fine  arts 
palace,  a  fountain  for  the  manufactur- 
er's building,  and  other  work,  and  whose 
ijeautiful  Pountain  of  Abundance  at  the 
Pan-American  e<posilion  will  be  re- 
membered by  many:  of  Andrew  Ot.'on- 
nor,  a  young  sculptor  whose  recent  car- 
eer has  been  almost  meteoric,  of  H.  K. 
Bush-Brown,  and  of  J.  E.  Fraser,  Will- 
iam Packarci  and  other  young  men  of 
promise,  Mr.  O'Connor,  whose  work  in 
marble  for  St.  Bartholomew's  church. 
New  York,  has  lecenlly  been  the  sub- 
ject of  much  comiilimentary  talk  in  art

A  similar  artist  colony  is  located  in 
the  Holbein  studios  in  West  Fifty-fifth 
street,  and  here  in  proximity  to  such 
well  known  painters  as  Kenyon  < 'ox 
and  Elliott  Dang<  rfield,  one  finds  sculp- 
tors like  Augustus  Lukeman,  Herman 
MacNeil  and  Jonothan  Scotl  Hartley, 
als-o  Miss  Carrie  ^Vood  of  .St.  Louis,  who 
is  doing  a  statute  of  Missouri  for  th<r 
Misrouri  state  budding  at  the  fair.  Mr. 
Lukeman  has  coDleted  four-seatei  fig- 
ures for  the  palace  of  electrlctiy  and 
also  a  statue  of  Robert  Livingston, 
I  portraying  him  js  a  chancellor.  Next 
I  door  to  him  is  Jranthan  Scott  Hartley, 
:  whose  new  Statue  of  Ericsson  was  re- 
cently unveiled  in  Battery  park  and 
who.=e  work  for  the  WorM's  fair  con- 
sists of  a  fine  statue  of  Laclede,  founder 
:of  St.  Louis.  Mr.  MacNell,  who  is  doing 
the  sculpture  for  the  central  fountain  of 
the  Cascades,   wcrks   during   the   warm

season  at  his  summer  studio  at  College 
Point.  Many  otlier  sculptors  follow  a 
similar  plan.  For  instance,  F.  E.  El- 
well,  who  is  at  work  on  statuary  In 
marlde  for  the  Fine  Arts  building,  has  a 
farm  at  .Sandwich,  Mass.,  where  he  goes 
on  the  a^iproach  of  summer  to  com- 
mune with  nature  and  get  Insplr.ition 
for  his  artistic  purpsuits.  Part  of  hia 
time  at  this  season  is  devoted  to  mow- 
ing the  grass  and  hotlng  tlie  corn,  and 
part  to  building  up  Into  the  concrete 
form  of  a  clay  model  his  artistic  ide.als. 

There  is  an  air  of  .irtlstlc  freedom 
In  these  studios  which  Is  dilTerent 
from  that  found  anywhere  else. 
When  working  In  clay  on  his 
model  the  sculptor  usuallj'  attires  him- 
self in  loose  clothes  and  rolls  up  his 
sleeves,  and  perhaps  he  adds  to  his 
womanlike  ajppearance  by  putting  on 
a  pair  of  overalls.  The  students,  of 
whom  there  are  often  several,  in  the 
studios  of  the  best  known  sculptors  ar« 
similarly  attired,  and  the  place  thus 
takes  on  the  asjiect  of  an  art  factory 
with  a  busy  Industry  going  on.  The 
studio  of  I'hilip  Martlny,  whose  worlc 
for  St.  Louis  Includes  cjuite  a  number 
of  figures  and  groups,  is  illustrative  of 
this.  The  shoij-like  rooms  are  filled 
with  sketches,  casts,  models  and  figures 
done  in  years  past  and  enlarged  and 
.set  up  in  the  places  for  which  they 
were  intended,  and  sculptured  works  in 
various  stages  of  completion.  Mr.  Mar- 
tiny  is  famous  for  his  decorative  work. 
His  compositions  are  very  fanciful  and 
Imaginative,  .and  the  allegorical  theme 
seems  to  be  his  favorite  subject. 

It  Is  sometimes  a  subject  of  com- 
ment that  so  many  of  the  sculptors 
work  on  figures  and  groups  for  the 
Worlds  fair  at  .St.  Louis  live  In  New 
York  and  its  vicinity.  That  is  not  be- 
cause any  favoritism  has  been  shown 
New  \ork  men  in  the  ;i  warding  of 
commissions,  but  it  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  metropolis  and  its  environs 
reside  most  of  the  .sculptors  of  America, 
for  it  is  here  that  the  art  center  as  well 
as  the  financial  center  of  the  country  is 
situated.  Comparatively  few  of  these 
men  are  natives  of  New  York.  It  should 
be  added  that  important  commissions 
have  gone  to  sculptors  residing  In 
other  parts  of  the  country.  If  New 
Yorkers  have  the  lion's  share,  it  Is 
simply  owing  to  the  fact  that  this  city 
is  where  the  great  majority  of  sculptors 
reside. 

The  models  of  sculpture  from  these 
many  studios  ail  have  to  pass  under 
the  critical  eye  of  the  chief  of  sculp- 
ture. Mr.  Bitter,  before  they  go  to  the 
enlarging  shop  at  Hoboken,  and  if 
Chief  Bitter  is  in  any  doubt  about  the 
merits  of  a  figure  or  group,  he  goes  to 
his  associates  of  the  sculpture  advisory 
committee.  Messrs.  French,  Ward  and 
St.  Gaudens.  to  assist  him  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problem.  Considering  what 
a  jealous  lot  of  i)eople  artists  are  as 
a  general  thing,  the  work  of  the  deco- 
ration of  the  .St.  Louis  Word's  fallr 
has  progressed  thus  far  with  compara- 
tively few  family  jars.  The  zeal  ancj 
generous  rivalry  among  the  fraternity 
as  a  whole  in  regard  lo  the  decorative 
sculpture  of  the  great  artistic  and  edu- 
cational enterprise  at  St.  Louis  promise 
to  yield  gratifying  results  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  millions  who  will  behold 
these  works  of  genius  next  year.

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DINNER  GOWNS  FOR 

THANKSGIVING  DAY 

In  London  Restaurant  Dinners  Are  Popular  and 
Semi-Decollete  Dress  Is  Worn — Harvest  Home 
Tones  Make  a  Lovely  Dress  For  Thanksgiving. 


New  York,  Nov.  14.— The  Thanksgiving 
dinner  gown  is  always  a  thing  of  more 
or  less  uncertainty.  Involving  an  hour  of 
anxious    thought. 

How  shall  one  dress  for  the  occasion, 
and  shall  the  gown  be  a  modest  one,  as 
befits  the  day  of  sacred  memory,  or  shall 
It  bo  gayly  splendid,  the  best  gown  In 
one's   wardrobe? 

In  the  smaller  oitie.«!,  where  families 
have  lived  for  years  and  are  easily  ral- 
lied on  thi.s  day,  the  subject  can  be  .set- 
tled with  comparatively  little  trouble.  But 
In  the  largo  towns,  where  strangers  are 
Invited  to  enter  the  gates  and  where  the 
dinner  takes  on  a  pretentious  formality. 
It  is  a  thing  not  to  be  so  lightly  set  aside. 

In  London,  wl»ere  the  American  Thanks- 
gown  can  be  elaborately  made, 
giving  Is  observed,  the  custom  is  to  have 
a  restaurant  dinner,  to  which  a  i^arty  of 
congenial  friepds  are  invited.  At  a  res- 
taurant dinner  the  guests  wear  semi- 
decollette  or  semi-evening  dres.s,   and   the 

A  typical  gown  for  a  restaurant  dinner 
was  one  worn  by  the  duchess  of  Man- 
chester, vvliose  dress  w;i-s  a  pearl-colored 
net,  built  with  fitted  skirt,  around  the 
foot  of  which  there  were  two  flounces, 
each  8  Indies  deep.  At  the  head  of  the 
upper  flounce  there  was  a  little  ruffle 
of    the    net. 

The  waist  was  tight-fitted,  with  only 
the  very  slightest  shirt-waist  tendencies. 
The  yoke  was  ruffl  d  with  very  narrow 
ruffles  of  the  net  and  the  elbow  sleeves 
were   finished   with    net    ruffles,    while   a 


more    than    that,    are    desirable,    for    the 
gown     depends      upon    Its    color    for     Its 
beauty.

It  is  much  more  durable  than  it 
j  looks,  will  stand  a  deal  of  wear  and  tear 
I  without      looking      shabby    and      can    be 
I  turned,   made  over  and  made   up  in  such 
I  a  variety  of  ways  that  it  turrus  out  to  bo. 
I  in   the   long  run,   one  of   the   best  invest- 
I  ments    a    woman    ever    made. 
I     And   net  has   the  advantage  of  variety, 
for   it   can   be    worn   over   different    colors 
and  always  it  assumes  a  new  appearance 
over  its  new  lining. 

A  great  many  evening  dresses  are  cut 
In  instep  length,  and  very  pretty  they  are 
and  very  convenient.  Coming  just  to  the 
instep,  they  show  the  high  heel.s  that  are 
worn  with  tlie  dinner  gown  and  the  very 
graceful  arch  of  the  foot.  Indeed,  It  is 
due  to  her  vanity  and  the  pretty  shoes  of 
the  season  that  woman  wears  the  insten 
skirt. 

The  instep  skirt  is  a  feature  of  the  res- 
taurant gown,  as  well  as  of  the  street 
dress,  and  is  also  worn  for  the  evening 
and  for  the  nicest  of  occasions.  No  more 
is  it  preserved  for  tlie  rainy-day  skirts 
and  the  trotting  costumes,  but  it  will  be 
brought    out    on    Thanksgiving    days     at 


of  three.  Cashmere  Is  also  pretty  for  thl« 
purpose. 

But  the  feature  of  the  skirt  Is  its  em- 
broidery. A  very  profuse  and  very  elab- 
orate design  In  wheat  ears  Is  worked  upon 
the  gown  in  sucli  a  way  that  the  design 
runs  all  the  way  around  the  skirt.  There 
is  a  trimming  of  wheat  between  the  rows 
of  ribbon,  and  at  the  head  of  the  ribbon 
there  is  a  very  wide,  very  elaborate 
embroidery   of    wheat. 

The  same  design  Is  seen  on  the  sleeves. 
The  cuffs  are  deep  and  are  funnel-shaped 
and  embroidered  with  wlieat  heads.  Above 
tlie  cuffs  there  are  great  melon-shaped 
pieces  gathered  at  tlie  back  to  form  a 
very  full  sleeve.  The  sleeve  Is  banded 
with  two-inch   wide  rows  of  ribbon. 

Tlie  top  of  the  sleeve  Is  a  mass  of  tuck- 
ing and  embroidery  and  the  embroidery 
extends  over  the  shoulder  cap  and.  up 
on  the  slioulder  and  yoke. 

The  waist  Itself,  too,  is  a  symphony  in 
harvest  home  colors,  for,  upon  the  waist, 
which  Is  a  pale  brown,  there  are  embroid- 
ered wheat  stems  and  wheat  heads  in 
shaded  colors,  changing  from  the  deeper 
shades  of  yellow   to  the  paler  ones. 

A  touch  of  scarlet  is  an  excellent  thing 
in  the  Thanksgiving  ulnner  gown.  There 
are  very  elaborate  little  scarlet  stocks 
and  there  are  handsome  Persian  neck  and 
wrist  bands.  Coral  beads  are  very  showy 
upon  a  house  dress  and  great  strands  of 
coral  iiang  from  the  neck  right  down  to 
the  belt.  Knots  of  scarlet  ribbon  adorn 
the  throat  and  a  great  many  stocks  have 
knots  of  scarlet  ribbon  at  the  back  of  the 
neck,  as  well  as  under  the  chin.  In  fact, 
the  little  ribbon  chou  plays  a  very  im- 
portant part  in  the  house  dress,  changing 
It.  coloring  it,  subduing  it  and  bringing 
it  into  harmony  with  whatever  color 
scheme    may    be    desired. 

The   extent    to   which    the    modistes   are 

carrying  the  ribbon  trimming  can  not  be 
fully  understood  by  the  one  who  has  not 
made   a   study    of   the   subject. 

Ribbon  is  used  for  belting  which  ter- 
minates in  a  fat  little  chou.  and  from 
this  chou  is  carried  a  little  loop  of  rib- 
bon up  to  anotiier  ciiou.  and  another  loop 
connects  it  with  another  chou  further 
up  on  the  waist,  until  the  whole  termin- 
ates In  a  very  neat  little  ribbon  ornameiit 
at   tiie   side  of  the   collar. 

Then  ribbon  is  used  as  a  band  trim- 
ming and  is  put  on.  not  as  a  ruffle,  nor 
as  a  flat  band  sewed  upon  each  edge,  but

It  happened  tlirough  the  fail- 
ure of  his  parachute  to  act.  savs  the  Aer 
onautkal  World,  which  Is  authority  for 
the  facts,  and  he  struck  the  ground"  with 
such  force  that  both  feet  were  driven 
six  inches  Into  the  earth.  Tiie  man  sus- 
tained compound  fractures  in  both  legs 
and  the  severest  shaking  up  of  his  life, 
but  he  was  not  killed.  The  physicians 
who  attended  him  had  no  doubts  of  his 
recovery. 

The  case  of  two  civil  engineers  who  fell 
a  distance  of  two  miles  was  different. 
Thty  wou'd  andouhtediy  have  l»<-en  killed 
Their  t>alloon  burst  wlien  two  miles  above 
the  earth.  The  car  containing  the  aero- 
naunts  shot  down  with  tremendous  speed. 
Wl;en  it  had  almost  reached  the  ground 
the  balloon  fortunately  took  the  form  of 
a  parachute,  and  the  men  were  landed 
without   receiving  the   slightest    injury.

At  this  entrance  heavy  foliage  tantalizes, 
and  the  unthinking,  not  familiar  with  land- 
scape designs,  would  suggest  removing  the 
obstacles.  We  think  differently.  The  most 
valuable  things  In  life  are  those  we  can't 
l:ave. 

"We  can  Imagine  the  ghosts  of  Foguet 
and  La  Notre  whispering  their  studies  at 
Vaux.

"If    Dickens    had     written   a   series     of 
essays   and  called   them    Some   Thoughts 
Ion  Educatiou'  he  Would  not  have  written 
!  to    half    those    that   he    had    reached.    He 
I  attacked   all   the'evilrf   of   the   educationa; 
I  system    and   attacked    them   with    genius. 
The  cramming  system  wliicli  received  the 
approval   of    the   leaders   of  education    lie 
held  up  to  light,  tiie  suppressing  of  indi- 
viduality   and   spontanity    he    condemned 
and  the  other  evils  that  were  oppressing 
and  killing  the  pleasure  of  chlldnood.    In 
ills    schools    the    awiul   re.sulls     of     thesij 
methods  are  written  with  a  vividness  that 
makes    the    flrat    impression    of    Dickens, 
particularly   if    that  is   received   in   child- 
hood one  that  will  never  leave.

'Notes  of  Military  inleresl"  tells  of 
the  Invention  In  «.ierraany  of  a  unlquo 
powder  cloth  for  cartridge  bags,  says  the 
Brooklyn  Eagle.  In  place  of  silk  or  other 
material,  this  ix>wder  cloth  forms  the  en- 
tire cartridge  bajj  and  Is  sewed  together 
and  tied  with  the  sewing  thread  and 
cord.  '1  he  advantage  ot  this  cloth  ap- 
pears at  once  in  tliat,  being  woven  of  the 
spun  threads  of  smokeless  powder,  it  ts 
entirely  consumed  in  the  dlscliarge  of 
ii.e  piece  and  can  leave  no  burning  resl- 
monu-  I  due. 

I  Regarding  the  mechanical  duiablllty  of 
i  the  cloth.  It  Is  reported  that  it  euuals 
that  of  tlie  silk  cloth  and  c^i\.  therefore.

TKe  Alaskan  boundary  commission 
determined  the  status  of  some  20,000 
square  miles  of  territory  and  some 
10,000  human  beings.  Of  the  territory 
the  United  States  gained  some  15,000 
square  miles.  Of  the  men,  women  and 
children  who  had  been  on  the  fence 
for  so  many  years,  the  Tnlted  States 
was  awarded  about  all. 

M'his  victory  cost  the  government 
about  $160.000— $60,000  for  the  expense  of 
surveying  the  boundary;  $100,000  In  fees, 
hotel  "^'lls.  etc..  of  our  commissioners  in 
London.

Skag- 
way is  the  metropolis  of  Southeastern 
Alaska.  It  can  boast  of  near  thrice  the 
population  of  Sitka  itself,  and  is  ex- 
ceeded in  the  entjre  territory  by  only 
one  other  city,  >Jome,  the  great  gold 
town  of  the  far  north,  on  Bering  Sea. 
Cainida  hankered  after  Skagway  be- 
causf  it  is  the  key  to  the  great  Upper 
Yukon  and  Klondike  regions.       It  is  at 


boat  a  day  of  from  100  tons  upward. 
The  equipment  of  the  railway  to  White 
Horse  is  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 
In  the  summer  season  observation  cars 
give  the  tourists  an  unobstructed  view 
of  the  scenery,  which  at  some  points 
rivals  that  of  Colorado  or  even  thi 
Alps   themselves. 

Leaving  Skagway  at  9:30  a.  m.  (Alas- 
ka time— one  hour  slower  than  t'acific 
time,)  the  regular  morning  train  make.3 
a  winding  ascent  over  steep  grades 
along  the  rugged  sides  of  the  mountains 
and  within  an  hour  and  fifty-five  min- 
utes reaches  the  boundary  line  at  the 
summit  of  the  coast  range,  where  the 
altitude  is  2885  feet— the  highest  point 
between  Skagway  and  St.  Michael.  In 
American  territory  the  tourist  sees  no 
cultivated  land,  except  a  few  hundred 
acres  in  the  Skagway  valley  near  the 
town.  Four  stations — Boulder,  Clifton, 
Glacier  and  White  Pass — are  passed 
before  the  boundary  is  reached.  Each 
of  these  is  a  fimall  settlement  of  a  few 
houses.  Leaving  the  new  boundary  at 
11  a.  m.,  the  train  reaches  White  Horse, 
the  northern  terminus  of  the  railway, 
at  4:30  p.  m.,  after  passing  fifteen  sta-

It 
is  held  when  a  chief  or  shaman  mar- 
ries, builds  a  hijt  or  dies.  Since  a  man's 
standing  among  these  people  depends 
entirely  upon  nia  ^'ealth  and  personal 
Influence,  he  must  Jiot  stint  himself  in 
his  potlatches.  In'  one  of  these  cere- 
monials recently  hfid  In  this  region  a 
Thlinglt  hurried  among  his  guests  with 
an  armful  of  stockings,  handing  them 
indiscriminately  aaid  regardless  of  site

the  head  of  Lynn  canal,  deep  down  In 
a  valley  between  two  high  mountains. 
It  is  a  town  of  wharves,  for  Lynn  canal 
Is  the  last  arm  of  the  sea  which  reaches 
toward  the  rich  gold  country  to  llio 
north  after  the  labyrinth  of  sounds 
and  li:iys  opening  from  the  Pacific  is 
pass. 'I  ^Vllat  <'anada  longed  for  most 
of  all  was  an  outlet  on  Lynn  canal. 
The  boundary  which  she  claimed  cut 
across  that  body  of  water,  halving  it 
about  forty  miles  below  Skagway. 
But  the  ommission  allowed  her  ne'er 
an  inch  of  .salt  water  frontage  in  the 
entire  disputed  area.  So  to  reach  iier 
gold  country  by  any  of  the  beateJi  paths 
she  must  now  go  through  American 
gates.     And  there's  the  rub. 

Skagway  boasted  of  3117  inhabitants 
In  IVOO,  but  the  number  is  today  near 
6C00.  The  town  Is  now  the  only  rail- 
road terminus  in  Russian  America.  In 
the  early  Klondike  times,  men  pressing 
©n  to  the  rich  gold  fields  died  along 
CTiilkoot  poss,  to  which  Dyea  was  the 
key.  In  '98  an  aerial  railway  was  con- 
structed over  the  ChiJkoc^t  pass  to  Lake 
Llnderman,  and  this  unique  enterprise 
shortened,  from  a  month  to  a  day.  the 
time  between  tidewater  and  the  Yukon 
headwaters.  A  year  later  the  first  sec- 
tion of  track  in  the  first  railroad  of 
Alaska  was  laid  at  Skagway.  This  now 
extends  northward  111  miles  to  White 
Horse,  on  a  branch  of  the  Upper  Yu- 
kon, crossing  the  newly  determined 
boundary  at  the  White  pass.  The  push- 
ing of  these  transportation  lines  made 
Canada  s  mouth  water  more  and  more. 
Canada  claimed  not  only  the  whole 
railway,  with  both  termini,  but  the  re- 
gion   for   forty    miles      to    the   south,   a.s 


tions  in  British  territory. 

From  White  Horse  to  Dawson  the 
trip  in  winter  is  made  in  "satges," 
drawn  by  four  horses,  which  leave 
twice  a  week,  sometimes  oftener,  travel 
permitting.  These  "stages"  are  open 
boxes,  mounted  on  bobsled  runners  and 
about  twelve  feet  in  length.  In  the 
middle  are  two  seats,  back  to  back;  in 
the  rear  is  another  and  in  the  front 
still  another.  In  front  of  all  is  the 
driver's  seat,  accommodating  one  pas- 
senger. The  seating  capacity  of  each 
vehicle  is  ten  persons.  Including  the 
driver.  These  sleds  are  upholstered  in 
leather  and  corduroy  and  are  supplied 
with  large  fur  rugs  and  robes.  In  the 
rear  of  each  is  a  "boot,"  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  1000  pounds  of  baggage  and 
an  equal  weight  of  mail  matter.  About 
seventy-five  miles  a  day  is  covered. 
Three  stops  are  made  at  road  liousea 
for  meals  and  a  relay  of  fresh  horses 
is  sui)plied  every  twenty-five  miles. 
About  seventeen  relays  of  sixty-eight 
horses  are  required  for  each  through 
trip.  By  travelln.g  day  and  night  the 
journey  from  White  Horse  to  Dawson 
can  be  made  in  three  days  and  ten 
hours,  which  enables  letters  from  Phil- 
adelphia and  New  York  to  reach  Daw- 
son in  fifteen  days.  Passengers  who 
do  not  desire  to  travel  at  night  are  pio- 
vided  for  at  comfortable  road  houses 
along  the  way.  The  daily  cost  for 
meals  and  lodging  at  these  inns  is 
about  $6  a  passenger.  In  midwinter  the 
thermometer  along  this  route  is  in  the 
forties  below  zero,  but  there  Is  an 
absence  of  winds  or  blizzards  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  trip.  The  fare 
from  White  Horse  to  Dawson  averages

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names.  These  people  were  slaveholders 
until  thirty  years  ago.  When  one  of 
their  chiefs  died  one  or  two  of  his 
serfs  were  killed,  that  he  might  nave 
servants  in  the  other  world.  When  a 
chief  erected  a  new  hut  one  slave  was 
slain,  his  body  being  planted  as  a  cor- 
ner stone.  In  isolated  native  villages, 
such  as  those  scattered  throughout  the 
disputed   boundary   region,   the  ancient 


to  men  and  women,  each  of  whom  re- 
ceived only  one.  A  dozen  blankets,  for 
which  $72  had  been  paid,  were  torn 
into  narrow  ribbons  and  similarly  dis- 
tributed. The  male  Thlingits  bathe  in 
the  sea,  summer  and  winter.  Any  crime 
among  these  people,  even  murder,  may 
be  righted  by  the  payment  of  an  in- 
demnity. The  primitive  people  of  tlie 
tribe  burn  their  dead  on  funeral  pyres,

suggested.  As  it  is,  the  United  States 
Jias  the  southern  terminus  and  the 
road  for  twenty  and  one-half  miles 
northward.  The  remaining  ninety  and 
one-half  miles  are  within  Canadian 
territory  now.  So  this  is  why  Canada 
hankers  for  Skagway.  the  port  of  entry 
to  the    Upi'er  Yukon  and  the  Klondike. 

Cut  why  the  neighbor  to  the  north 
has  included  Dyea  in  her  tale  of  woe 
cannot  be  comi>rehended  by  men  who 
have  lately  been  in  that  region.  The 
sole  remaining  inhabitant  of  Dyea  was 
recently  visited  by  some  Indians,  one 
of  whom  he  promptly  thumped  uix)ii 
the  head.  For  this  offense,  at  last  re- 
ports, still  languishing  in  the  Skagway 
lockup.  .  Of  course,  Dyea  was  desert- 
ed when  the  railway  line  deflected  all 
northern  travel  from  the  Chilkoot  pass. 
A  man  in  Skagway  who  runs  a  kitchen 
garden  utilizes  a  part  of  deserted  Dyea 
as  a  vegetable  garden  or  tinick  ranch. 
The  streets  of  Dyea  are  grown  up  with 
grass:  the  piers  are  washed  away,  and 
the  windows  of  the  houses  are  broken. 
In  1900   the  village  had  261   inhabitants. 

From  Seattle,  Tacoma,  Victoria,  or 
Vancouver  the  average  through  time 
to  Dawson  City,  Canada's  mining  met- 
ropolis, is  from  five  to  six  days  In 
Bunnr.er.  To  Skagway  by  steamer  the 
time  Is  three  to  four  days.  From 
Skagway  to  White  Horse— the  north- 
ern terminus  of  the  railroad— it  is  seven 
hours;  from  White  Horse  to  Dawson 
by  river  steamers  in  summer  it  Is 
thirty-two  to  forty  hours.  The  steam- 
ship arrivals  at   Skagway  average  one 


from  $90  to  $150,  including  twenty-five 
pounds  of  baggage.  In  summer  the 
river  boats  will  carry  you  the  same 
distance  for  about  $75,  includign  board. 

On  the  railroad  line  the  freight  rate 
is  one-tenth  of  what  is  was  in  the  days 
of  travel  over  Chilkoot  pass. 

This  brief  account  will  enable  the 
reader  to  comprehend  the  importance 
of  this  long  disputed  .«trlp  of  territory, 
which  stands  as  the  key  to  the  new 
trade  artery  leading  into  Canada's 
Yukon  territory.  Besides  those  men- 
tioned above— Skagway,  Dyea  and  the 
nearby  railway  stations — the  only  set- 
tlements within  the  belt  claimed  by 
Canada,  but  awarded  to  the  United 
States,  are  Haine's  Mission,  Chilkoot, 
Chilkat,  Pyramid  Harbor,  Klukwan 
and  Steward.  The  largest  of  these— 
Chilkoot— has  a  population  of  only  io<t. 
But  no  description  of  Southeastern 
Alaska  can  well  omit  Juneau,  although 
that  village  lies  just  south  of  the  boun- 
dary claimed  by  Canada.  Like  Skag- 
way, it  is  a  city  of  wharves.  It  lies  in 
the  channel,  just  south  of  the  Lynn 
canal,  and  is  a  stop  for  steamers  from 
the  South.  It  is  built  on  the  mountain 
side,  just  above  water  level,  aiid  has 
a  population  of  about  2000. 

Of  the  10,000  estimated  population  of 
the  disputed  belt  nearly  a  half  are 
probably  Thllingits.  The  United  States 
did  not  begrudge  Canada  these  copper- 
skins.  The  Thlinglt  is  a  born  liar,  is 
grossly  immoral,  is  a  drunkard  as  a 
rule  and  a  natural  gambler.  Yet  he 
has  redeeming  traits,  such  as  a  shrewd-

LIVING  COST  IS  HIGH. 

Bureau  of  Labor  Gathers  In- 
teresting: Statistics. 

\\ashington,  Nov.  ]4.— The  bureau  of 
labor  has  is.<u«-d  a  bulletin  on  tlip  coat  of 
living  of  workingnien's  families,  show- 
ing that  of  L'UIT  families  In  thirty-three 
states  from  whom  data  was  obtained,  the 
average  income  per  family  was  $827.19 
average  e.xpediture  for  all  purposes  $768.54' 
average  expenditure  per  family  for  food 
$32G.90  and  the  average  size  of  family  5.31 
persons. 

The  last  flgrurc  i.<?  .seven-tenths  above  the 
average  of  private  families  in  the  whole 
country  a.s  shown  by  the  cen.sus  of  1900. 

The  food  expense  Is  more  than  4:i»>i  per 
cent  of  the  e.xpendituie  for  all  purposes. 
An  e.xtended  investigation  covering  the 
years  from  1S91  to  V.taJ  shows  that  th« 
most  of  food  reached  its  highest  In  1902, 
the  average  then  being  10.9  per  cent  above 
the  average  for  the  decade  1890-1899  and 
an  lncrea.se  of  ICl  per  cent  compared  with 
189G.   the  year  of  the  lowest  prices. 

It  is  announced  as  a  conservative  con- 
clusion that  the  Increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  as  a  whole  in  1902  when  compared 
with  the  year  of  lowest  price  was  not 
over  i6.1  per  cent,  the  figure  given  as  the 
increa.'-ed  cast  of  food  as  shown  by  this 
investigation.  This  assume*?,  of  course, 
always  the  purcha.oe  of  the  same  articles 
and  the  same  quantities  in  years  of  low 
prices,  low  wages,  and  more  or  le.'ss  ir- 
regular employment  and  in  years  of  high- 
er prices,  hlglier  waes  and  steady  employ- 
ment.

The  first  bill  of  the  week  "A  Poor 
Kelation"  is  probably  one  of  the  best 
known  and  best  loved  comedies  that 
Duluth  audiences  have  ever  seen.

of  prodigal  nature,  bestowed  upon  a 
frolicsome  creature  with  about  as  much 
ion  as  a  hutti-rfly;  but  to  say  that 
a  singing  was  not  good  in  the  tech- 
nical sense  was  an  assertion  that  could 
hardly   be  .supported    with   good   evidence. 

No  one  who  is  acquainted  witli  the  tech- 
nics of  singing  will  deny  that  Lilli  I.<eh- 
mann  has  been  a  profound  student  of 
them.  Any  one  who  reads  her  remarkable 
book  on  singing  will  probably  admit  that 
.she  knows  so  much  that  she  cannot  ex- 
plain it  all.  Any  one  who  knew  Mme. 
Lehmanu  In  the  days  of  her  supremacy  at 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  house  will  re- 
member that  she  was  no  admirer  of  Patti. 
that  she  always  spoke  of  her  slightingly 
as  one  who  wasted  time  and  rare  powers 
on    musical   trash. 

Now  this  .^ame  Lllli  I.ehmann,  in  the 
book  referred  to.  holds  Patti  up  as  the 
model  of  perfection  In  the  technics  of 
singing.  In  the  face  of  testimony  of  that 
character  it  does  not  well  become  the 
mere  lay  critic  to  proclaim  his  opinion 
that  .\delina  Pattl  .sings  badly  now  and 
that  she  never  knew  ho  wto  sing.  Fur- 
thermore, the  natural  qualities  of  her 
voice  were  exceptional.  Think  of  some 
of  iTcr  predecessors.  Read  about  them. 
They  all  had  faults  or  deJlciencies  of  voice 
which   Patti  nevar  had. 

What  was  Giulia  Grisi?  A  dramatic 
singer,  who  even  in  "Seniiramide."  in 
which  she  was  regarded  as  the  successor 
of  Pa-sta  (an  artist  of  trensendous  drama- 
tic power  possessing  a  harsh  and  veiled 
voice,  conquered  by  severe  training),  she 
was  triumphant  quite  as  mudi  by  reason 
of  her  rare  histrionic  power  as  by  reason 
of  her  voice,  which  was  a  pure,  brillianl. 
flexible   soprano. 

Mailbran  was  another  of  the  great  stars 
of  vocal  hLstory,  but  it  Is  on  record  that 
lier  style  was  marred  by  a  questionable 
taste  in  the  use  of  ornament."  If  we 
grant  that  the  Improvisation  of  ornamen- 
tal work  is  adml.ssible  at  all.  we  must  ad- 
mit that  Palti's  Interpolations  have  gen- 
enillv  been  skilled.  Malibran's  voice,  too, 
was  ''not  faultle.>*s  either  in  quality  or 
uniformity."  Pattl's  certainly  used  to 
be.  Malibran's  charm  lay  In  the  peculiar 
quality  of  her  voice  and  in  her 
powerful  musical  feeling  and  intelligence. 

Pattl's  greatest  rival  in  her  own  par- 
ticular field  of  .song  was  probably  Jenny 
Llnd  "Her  voice  was  a  soprano  of 
bright,  thrilling  and  remarkably  -sym- 
patlietic  (juality.  from  D  to  D,  with  an- 
other note  or  two  occasionally  available 
aijove  the  high  U."  The  upper  part  of  her 
register  was  rlcli  anil  brilliant,  and  su- 
jierlor  both  in  stregnth  and  purity  to  the 
lower.  These  two  portions  she  managed, 
however,  to  unite  In  a  mast  skillful  way. 
moderating  the  power  of  the  upper  notes 
.so  as  not  to   outshine  the   lower." 

Her  execution    was    wonderful   and   she 
posses.sed  a  phenomenal  length  of  breath. 
It  is  likely  that  in  Jenny  Lind's  best  day 
,  she   had    a    power    of    execution    quite    as 
great  as  Patli"s.  but  she  was  not  a.<»  richly 
eifted    in    voice.      Pattl's     compa.ss      was 
hirger  and  her  registers  were  better  equal- 
ized     Albert   Niemann  once  .said  that  he 
believed    Patti   to   he   the   greatest   singer 
1  thai    had   ever   lived,    and    there   seems   to 
'  hav"  been  some  ground  for  his  opmlon. 

But    Mme.    Pattis    day    is   over.     She    is 
now    onlv    a    curiosity.      Thousands    wtll 
surelv  go"  to  .see  the  relic  of  a  past  age  and 
to  wonder  at  th-  beauty  of  her  ruin  of  a 
voice      Wlint  is  left  of  it  Is  wonderful  for 
a  woman  of  her  age.

Thl^^an  Strauss 
kr.ow.s  the  significance  or  that  stupen- 
dous score.  Would  It  not  be  a  treat  to 
hfar  H  pi-rfLfrmanoe  of  that  kind  in  tht- 
Metropolitan  Opera  house?  We  have  the 
Isolde,  un  I.solde  who  can  tear  heart- 
tiirinss  with  the  best  Strauss  of  them  all. 
Perhaps  we  have  not  the  ideal  Tristan:

When  it  is  seen 
that  the  mine  can  furnish  rock  to  ad- 
vantage for  full  time  on  double  shifts, 
the  dally  tonnage  will  be  increased  to 
450  to  500  tons,  which  Is  a  very  respect- 
able figure,  though  nothing  less  than  a 
3-stamp  ndll,  with  daily  capacity  of 
1500  tons,  was  figured  on  by  boomers 
four  and  five  years  ago  In  the  great 
era  of  reopening  old  and  developing 
new  mines.  The  enthusiasts  forgot 
that  it  took  even  the  Quincy  mine  near- 
ly fifty  years  to  attain  that,  production. 
Of  course  things  are  done  more  rapidly 
nowadays,  but  even  in  the  twentieth 
century  it  takes  time  to  open  a  mine  in 
living  rock. 

A  new  Intake  crib  has  just  been 
completed  at  Gay  for  the  joint  pump- 
ing plant  of  the  Wolverine  and  Mo- 
hawk. This  will  obviate  future  trou- 
ble with  ice  In  winter.  The  intake  Is 
merely  an  extension  of  the  river  into 
deeper  water  than  is  found  at  the  out- 
let. 

The  Helvetia  mine,  south  of  Vails 
station,  Pima  county,  Arizona,  which 
is  owned  mainly  by  local  parties.  Is  to 
be  reopened.  This  is  the  first  Arizona 
mine  brought  out  by  lake  people,  and 
has  not  been  a  success.  The  rich  al- 
tered ores  in  the  upper  levels  were 
worked  out  quickly,  fire  burned  th* 
smelter,  and  a  combination  of  unfa- 
vorable <  ircumstances  put  the  com- 
pany out  of  business  for  the  time  being.

"In  this  treaty  we  went  as  far  as  it  Is 
possible  for  us  to  go  in  the  dliectlon  of 
making  concessions  to  the  United  States 
of  Colombia.  No  further  concessions  can 
or  should   be  made  by   this  government." 

The  iiresldent  then  stated  that  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  canal  were  peculiar. 
The  canal,  said  he,  mu.?t  t>e  dug.  It 
was  demanded  by  the  interests  ot  this 
nation  and  b.v  those  ot  the  civilized 
world.  The  United  States  had  solemnly 
pledged  its  word  that  It  should  be  fre« 
to  the  commerce  of  the  world,  "reserv- 
ing to  ourselves  merely  the  rignt  to  see 
that  it  shall  never  be  used  to  our  mili- 
taiy    disadvantage." 

"A  private  compnay  which  in  the  past 
undertook  to  build  tiie  canal  has  failed. 
The  events  of  the  last  tew  years  war- 
rant us  In  now  saying,  not  only  that 
the  canal  shall  not  be  constructed  by 
an.v  foreign  government,  btu  that  It  la 
not  to  be  constructed  by  any  private 
company  .  It  must,  therefore,  b^  dug 
by  the  government  of  the  I'nltea 
Slate.s.  ■ 

Referring  further  to  the  territory  bi- 
sected by   the  canal,   the  pre.sldent   wrote: 

"Un  the  one  hand  the  United  States 
desires  to  safeguard  with  sci-jpuluus  care 
the  interest  and  the  honor  of  such  coun- 
try or  countries.  On  the  other  hand,  In 
my  judgment.  It  is  time  to  declare  that 
the  beginning  of  the  canal  cannot  be 
much  longer  delayed.  Tliis  nation  doee 
not  desire  to  be  unreasonable  or  impa- 
tient, but  it  cannot  or  will  not  permit 
any  body  of  men  permanently  to  ob- 
struct one  of  tJie  great  world  lilghwaya 
of  trafllc  and  refu.sal  to  permit  tho 
building  of  the  Canal  amounts  to  such 
obstrucilon.  Of  course,  to  Insist  upon  un- 
reasonable terms  is  equivalent  lo  a  r«- 
fusal." 

Adverting  to  that  phase  of  the  Spooner 
law.  which  says  tliat  the  president  shall 
have  reasonable  time  to  determine  aa 
between  the  Panama  and  Nlcaraguan 
routs,    the    president    wrote: 

•■Reasonable  time  In  the  case  r>f  such  an 
enterprise  as  this,  an  enterprise  which 
ha^  been  thouglit  of  for  nearly  four  cen- 
turies, which  had  been  planneil  In  detail 
and  worked  at  for  half  a  century  and- 
which,  when  completed,  will  endure  for 
ages  and  will  change  the  geographv  of 
a  hemisphere  and  the  trade  routes  or  th» 
world,  must,  of  course,  mean  whatever 
time  is  necessary  to  convince  ourselves 
that  the  course  we  are  following  is  wise 
and    proper. 

t  "It  seems  evident  that  in  a  matter 
I  such  as  this  we  should  finally  decldti 
I  which  Is  the  best  route  and-lf  tlie  advan- 
tages of  this  route  over  any  other  possi- 
ble route  are  sufficiently  marked,  we 
should  then  give  notice  that  we  can  no 
longer  submit  to  trIfUng  or  insincere 
dealing  on  the  part  of  those  whom  acci- 
dent of  position  has  placed  in  temporary 
control  of  the  ground  through  which  the 
route  must  pass;  that  If  they  will  come 
to  an  agreement  with  us  In  straightfor- 
ward fashion  we  shall  In  rr*urn  act  not 
onlv  with  justice  but  with  generosity, 
and"  that  If  they  fall  to  come  to  such  an 
agreement  with  us  we  must 
take    the   matter   into   our   own 


forthwith 
hands."

New  York,  Nov.  14.— As  an  outcoina 
of  the  failure  of  Sutter  Bros.,  importers, 
packers  and  dealers  in  leaf  tobacco,  In 
(ij^icago  and  this  city,  the  wholesale  to- 
bacco district,  embracing  several  blocks 
in  Lower  Manhattan,  has  been  excited 
by  the  refusal  of  the  local  banks  and 
several  out-of-town  Instltutloiis  to  ex- 
tend them  credit.

BLAME.S  THE  IRISH. 
London,  Nov.  14.— In  a  letter  to  Mls« 
Miliier,  sister  of  Lord  Alfred  Milner, 
lord  high  commissioner  to  South  Af;*ica, 
Joseph  Chamberlain  contends  that  the 
argument  that  political  corruption  re- 
sults from  a  protective  policy  is  ab- 
surd.    Mr.  Chamberlain  says: 

'Germany  is  free  from  corrputicn, 
while  in  the  United  States,  where  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  corruption,  it  Is  caused 
by  the  presence  of  the  Irish  politicaJ 
organizations.  So  far  as  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Ignited  States  is  concerned 
nothing  of  the  kind  has  ever  been  sug- 
gested to  me,  and  the  general  purity  of 
the  administration  has  been  Increased 
of  late  years  under  the  protective  sys- 
tem. The  creation  of  trusts  Is  also  en- 
tirely independent  of  protcetion.  The 
system  Is  likely  to  Increase  with  the 
growing  tendency  to  cheaper  produc- 
tion by  combinations  with  large  out- 
put*-"

Now  we  cannot  get  It— that  Is, 
In  the  quantities  necessary  for  our  busi- 
ness—at any  price. 

"With  Sweden,  Norway,  France  qnd  Ger- 
many out  of  the  list  we  are  forced  to  de- 
pend almost  entirely  upon  what  can  be  se- 
cured in  the  Southern  countries,  and  this 
means  that  scarcely  any  liglii  hair,  either 
brown  or  yellow,  con  be  found. 

"I'ractically  tbe  only  countries  now  open 
to  us  are  Italy,  Sp:iin  and  Hussla.  all  three 
bi-iug  lauds  of  du>ky  haired  beauties,  and 
even  these  young  women  are  loth  to  let 
their  tresses  fall  beneath   the  shears. 

"When  blond  hair  Is  so  difficult  to  get  It 
Is  but  natural  that  makers  of  false  pieces 
should  remark  the  demand  for  It,  and, 
strangely  enough,  during  the  last  year  or 
two  there  has  been  a  far  greater  call  for 


hair  of  this  color  than  ever  before.  ThU 
Is  accounted  for  by  the  prevailing  fashion 
in  coiffures  which  necessitates  the  use  of 
various  false  curl«,  puffs  and  knots. 

FnlMe  riecea  I'seil. 

"There  was  a  time,  not  so  very  long  ago 
either,  when  a  woman  wore  a  false  piece 
only  because  she  had  to  do  so  in  order  to 
hide  her  thin  locks,  and  she  was  very 
careful  to  conceal  this  deception  from  all 
her  friends.  .\'  w  ifo  woman  cousidets  her 
head  properly  dressed  unless  she  werrs  at 
least  one  adjusted  piece.  Because  she 
d-^es  this,  it  Is  by  no  means  a  sign  that 
she  hasn't  sutticlent  hair  of  her  own  for 
!i.l  practical  purposes,  but  It  Is  impos- 
sible to  get  the  right  effect  in  a  coiffure 
without  using  such  accessories. 

"The  thickest  head  of  hair  Is  the  hardest 
and  most  uusutlsfactory  to  dress,  and  the 
tnlv  way  to  give  the  owner  of  such  htir  a 
really  smart  appearance  Is  by  resorting  to 


cnrl.s  and  false  pieces  which  are  light, 
easily  adji;sted  and  have  a  remarkably 
natural  look. 

ilieie  a.e  no  more  blondes  among  the 
women  of  our  country  than  there  have  been; 
on  the  contrary,  it  might  be  said  ihai  the 
number  Is  even  less  now,  and  this  Impression 
Is  certainly  augumented  by  the  disappear- 
ance of  the  'peroxide  blonde.'  The  owners  of 
dyed  heads  no  longer  help  to  swell  the  num- 
ber of  blondes,  so  when  we  make  the  state- 
ment that  real  blondes  are  rare  In  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  brunettes,  we  count 
only  the  genuine  blond  type. 

"If  false  pieces  were  a  necessity  instead  of 
a  luxury  hair  Importers,  as  well  as  patrons, 
might  begin  to  consider  the  insignificant 
Ri;pply  of  this  shade  of  hair  as  a  really  serious 
matter.  At  the  most  It  can  only  be  a  little 
hardship  for  the  gentler  sex.  The  outcome 
cannot  be  Judged,  though  It  may  mean  a 
change  of  coiffure,  style  and  treatment,  or 
something  new  In  the  way  of  a  substitute 
for  artificial  hair,  but  it  Is  hard  to  see  how 
we  can  g  't  on  without  a  certain  amount  of 
detached  human  hair." 

"ijire  is  one-  Khade  of  blond  hair  which 
i  have  been  unable  to  mutch,"  said  another 
C'iiffurc  artist,  "tiiougli  1  Uavetned  in  iivarly 
every  country  In  Kurope.  It  Is  an  uniisual

"When  we  could  depend  upon  Normandy 
and  Brittauj  and  neighboring  countries  for 
blond  hair  ^le  were  always  able  to  match 
the  finest  texuire  or  most  unusual  and  deli- 
cate coloring  Matters  are  beginning  to  look 
very  precarious  for  our  business,  and  in  two 
or  three  years  there  Is  no  telling  how  It 
will  be,  for  the  supply  of  hair  is  diminishing 
constantly  and  rapidly.  All  shades  are  dif- 
ficult to  sec  ire,  though  the  light  ones  are 
decidedly  the  rarest. 

"Women  k^ep  their  hair  In  such  good  con- 
dition now  t  lat  it  requires  the  very  best  In 
the  market  with  which  to  match  It. 

"The  lntro.luctlon  of  false  hair  Is  nimos! 
universal.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  trans- 
formations and  front  pieces  save  time,  and 
they  are  eas.ler  to  keep  In  good  condition  than 
a  woman's  cwn  hair.  For  country  sports, 
for  instance.  It  Is  almost  Impossllilc  to  do 
a  coiffure  so  that  It  will  keep  neat  for  an 
entire  afternoon  or  day,  and  for  such  occa- 
sions these  adjuncts  are  almost  indispensa- 
ble. 

Curln  and  Knots. 

There  are  all  sorts  of  braids,  with  strnlirht 
or  curly  ends,  torsades  (or  twists);  switches 
tliut    aie    wutcd    or    braided,    kuots,    figure 
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v.oj;j>.  pulls,  civioleis,  Innumerable  pin- 
curls  and  front  pieces,  to  say  nothing  of  th« 
trausfotmatlous  which  slip  on  tbe  head  al- 
most like  n  wig,  only  that  the  wearer's  own 
hair  shows  In  the  centre. 

Kasiiiou  still  seems  to  divide  Itself  In  re- 
gard to  the  adoption  of  the  low  or  the  hlgb 
coiffure.  There  are  advocates  of  both  styles, 
will)  tlie  slightly  wavid  pompadour,  which 
is.  singularly  picturesque  and  generally  be- 
coming.

We  live  not  upon  what  we  eat,  but  upon, 
what  we  digest. 

1  he  history  of  human  troubles  began  with 
food.  Eve.  eating  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree, 
found  It  good.  Adam  ate  and  punishment 
followeil.  Now.  even  as  then,  temi>tatlon 
begins  with  the  palate,  that  janitor  of  the 
Stomach  who  may  not  be  offended  with  Im- 
pnlty.  Hunger  is  the  compelling  for^'c.  and 
the  sense  of  taste  was  supposedly  given  aa 
O  guide  to  api)etlte,  but  where  gradtlcation 
Of  the  palate  becomes  the  object  and  the 
nutrltlcu  of  the  botly  a  minor  considerjitiou 
trouble  usually  ensues. 

In  the  first  place  grnflflcntlon  too  often 
tends  to  ix<-ess.  either  In  the  amount  or 
Tarlety  of  foods  eaten.  Were  the  ch(dce 
of  dishes  limited  or  their  preparation  more 
•Implf  the  many  troubles  arising  from  the 
Tarb.us  forms  of  Indigestion  would  prob- 
ably be  less.     Take  the  question  of  meat. 

The  various  forms  of  tlsh,  flesh  and  fowl 
are  iu  general  agreeable  to  the  palate  and 
gratifying  to  the  stomach.  .Moreover  q.o 
food  materials  'end  themselves  more  readily 
to  the  cook's  skill  than  these.  It  follows 
that  excess  in  this  special  lice  becomts  not 
only  easy  but  habitual,  and  tbe  re.suts  are 
sometimes  serious.  Lnder  normal,  healthy 
conditions  mcHt  :.•  ordinarily  termed  dig,st 
!b.e.  but  It  IS  probably  eaten  In  too  great 
quantities  by  many  people,  particu.arlv 
those  who  lead  more  or  less  indolent  or  sed- 
entary lives.  It  Is  quite  safe  to  sav  that 
many  of  (he  pri  vaiiing  (or  fashionub.'e^  dls-

Tbe  question  of  the  d:ges;ibllliy  of  foods 
Is  a  complex  (.ne.  depending  upon  so  many 
modifying  c'l'ci.msfanres  no  one  may  dare 
lay  down  dldutlc  rules  jn  general.  The  dl- 
gesllbility,  iheref..re  the  nutri-nt  power  of 
meats  Is  affected  by  the  age  of  tne  aninia!? 
when  killed  as  well  as  by  their  previous  (..,re 
and  feeding.  In  general  the  hard  and  long 
fibred  meat  is  Uss  digestible  thiui  ihe^ofter 
Short  fibred,  Iteef  and  mutton  are  consid- 
ered more  digestible  than  pork  or  venl  vet 
oeer  Is  a  lor.g  r  t>rod  meat  and  pork  i*  a  tender 
fibred,  but  less  d.gestible.  prcbably  because 
'■r  the  large  amount  of  fat  present 

Should  a  tab.e  of  the  comparative  digestl- 
hl.itles  of  variou-:  meats  be  shown  It  would 
be  misleading.  I^mb  properly  cooked  might 
be  more  digestible  than  the  more  esteemed 
mutton  improperly  prepared.  Personal  Idio- 
iiyncras;es,  th..  particular  condition  of  the 
digestive  orga.is  the  age  and  occupation  of 
the  person  are  modifying  circumst;inces  in 
tbe  digestibility  of  a  particular  fond 

The  habit  of  hasty  eating  probably  has  as 
much  to  do  with  the  prevailing  American  In- 
digestion as  aa.v  other  one  thing.  The  process 
of  digestion,  especially  of  the  carbohydrates, 
b^^gins  In  the  mouth,  and  when  food  is  un- 
ceremonlous;y  bolted,  as  it  often  is  even 
when  one  is  not  trying  to  catch  a  train.  It 
cannot  be  p.-operly  digested.  The  thing. 
which  are  the  easiest  to  swallow  hastily  are 
the  ones  nece..^ury  to  retain  In  the  mouth 
sufficiently  long  to  insure  proper  mixing  with 
the  digestive  juice  of  the  saliva.  Cereals, 
potatoes,  bread,  all  starchy  foods  considered 
digestible  in  gei.ernl.  are  certainly  not  that 
lo  tbe  person  who  eats  them  Improperly.  No 
class  of  foods  needs  more  careful  prepara- 
tion than  those  containing  starch,  and  prob- 
ably no  foods  are  more  abused  In  this  par 
ticnlar.

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'  Irish  Moss  as  a  Medicine 
and  a  Dessert.    - 

Irish  moss  as  a  dessert  has  lieen  revived  by 
the  smart  host(sses  of  this  season.  Irish  moss 
mange,  frappe,  cream  and  salad  are  familiar 
Items  on  the  menu  for  a  midsummer  or  au- 
tumn luncheon,  and  as  for  the  ever  popular, 
shore  dinners,  with  sea  food  In  every  possi- 
ble form,  they  are  not  complete  without  tb« 
mo.>s  in  at  least  two  different  styles. 

The  gathering  of  this  (dible  variety  of  sea 
vtgetiible  is  one  of  the  most  interesting 
harvests  imaginable.  Tbe  finer  grades  of 
moss  are  generally  supposed  to  come  fron> 
the  short s  of  Ireland,  but.  In  reality,  that 
reaped  from  tbe  rocks  along  some  portions  of 
the  Atlantic  const  Is  not  only  Just  as  good» 
and  pi  rhaps  better,  for  it  is  fresher,  but  It 
is  ai^o  much  cheaper  than  the  Imported  ar- 
ticle. Along  the  shores  of  Block  Island  the 
huge  rocks,  covered  with  water  during  higl» 
tide,  are  rich  with  the  purple  and  white  clus- 
ters of  moss.  Used  more  or  le?s  at  the  dlf- 
ferent  sea  resorts  for  many  years,  this  year 
It  has  Jumped  Into  sudden 'popularity.  A 
well  known  society  woman,  suffering  from 
a  severe  bronchial  affectli.n.  discovered  that 
the  moss,  served  In  attractive  dessert  form, 
proved  most  soothing,  and  that  In  a  short 
tlmt  a  most  decided  relief  was  brought  about 
by  its  means.  By  having  Irish  moss,  served 
in  some  dainty  guise,  always  upon  her  table, 
the  idea  became  popular,  and  In  some  places 
It  came  to  be  the  fad  to  have  the  moss  served 
In  every  possible  way.  Although  it  Is  not 
generally  known  that  It  Is  a  medicine,  medl- 
ca'  authority  states  that  in  cases  of  irrlta- 
tion  of  the  throat  and  in  severe  colds  the  seat 
moss  furnishes  almost  Immeo'iate  relief,  a* 
It  is  highly  mucilaginous  and  soothing.  Aa 
old  fashioned  recipe,  used  In  tbe  days  when 
our  grandmothers  wore  hoop  skirts,  reads:— 

"Boll  Irish  moss  for  tnlrty  minutes,  strain, 
add  sugar  and  lemon  Juice  and  boll  again.'* 
This  is  agreeable  to  tbe  taste  and  Is  efflcs. 
cious  In  all  kinds  of  throat  trouble.  Ths 
mo.ss  boiled  until  dissolved  and  strained  to 
separate  the  suggestion  of  fibre  which  is 
left  as  the  leaves  melt.  Is  much  liked  as  a 
thickening  substance  for  soups.  It  has  « 
taste  suggestive  of  the  sea,  without  being 
salty.  One  pound  of  moss  makes  four  gal- 
lons of  clear,  firm,  transparent  Jelly,  wblclk 
takes  easily  any  flavor  that  Is  given  it.

The  moss  washed  and 
covered  with  hot  lemon  Juice  In  place  of 
water,  and  set  to  coagulate,  makes  an  neree 
able  salad.  To  prepare  In  the  most  popular 
way,  peel,  quarter  and  chop  fine  one  rather 
tart  nppie.  together  with  a  bit  of  celerr 
Arrange  upon  a  sfl:.^d  dish  a  few  crlsn  leavei 
of  lettuce  fresh  from  the  Ice.  The  m^J 
Jelly,  which  Is  firm,  can  be  cut  in  small 
cubes,  and  should  be  placed  in  the  centre, 
with  the  apple  and  celery  aronnd.  Cover  all 
with  a  tablespoonful  of  thick  mayonnaise. 
If  garnished  with  a  few  pecans  or  walnuts 
the  Mlad  luakes  an  attractive  as  well  ai  •
